CHANGES  of  marked  and  vital  impor- 
tance will  characterize  1926  within  the 
Motion  Picture  Industry.  Internationaliza- 
tion of  motion  pictures  through  the  medium 
of  American  production  will  find  a  very 
definite  progress  throughout  the  world  which 
will  have  resultant  objections  and  perhaps 
in  some  places  tariff  and  other  restrictions 
in  the  form  of  "Kontignen's"  etc. 

While  conditions  within  the  United  States 
will  be  materially  affected  they  will  be  of 
no  less  importance  than  those  changes  which 
will  mark  a  new  era  all  around  the  world — 
wherever  American  pictures  have  been  and 
are  being  shown. 

In  America  the  theater  acquisition  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  large  producing  and 
distributing  corporations  will  continue  with 
more  activity  than  during  the  last  six  months 
of  1925  when  this  movement  reached  almost 
a  climax  with  one  large  corporation  follow- 
ing closely  on  the  heels  of  the  other  to 
acquire  theaters  not  only  in  key  cities  but 
even  in  smaller  communities. 

That  the  movement  of  theater  buying  by 
distributing  and  producing  corporations  has 
but  barely  begun,  is  admitted  by  practically 
every  important  thinker  in  the  business.  It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  by  the  end 
of  1927  if  not  before,  Publix  Theaters  will  have  at  least  800  houses  under  its  manage- 
ment. (Publix  is  the  corporate  title  of  the  organization  formed  by  Balaban  &  Katz 
and  Famous  Players  when  they  merged  their  theater  activities  in  the  Fall  of  1925.) 

With  this  development  in  theater  operations  in  all  probability  there  will  come  a 
change  in  the  production  and  distribution  situation.  Those  who  have  contended  that 
chain  buying  was  the  greatest  aid  to  reducing  distribution  costs  are  stronger  in  their 
arguments  than  ever.  Obviously,  if  one  buyer  can  book  product  over  an  entire  ter- 
ritory there  is  little  need  for  an  expensive  and  extensive  selling  organization.  And 
practically  each  of  the  thirty  or  more  key  cities  of  America  have  from  fifteen  to  twenty- 
five  exchanges,  while  theater  chain  buyers  have  maintained  steadfastly  that  practically 
709c  of  these  distributing  agencies  were  unnecessary.  The  fact  that  distribution  costs 
are  far  in  excess  of  what  constitutes  profitable  business  operations  lends  aid  to  their 
argument. 

The  same  economic  problem  holds  forth  with  regard  to  production.  Statistics 
show  that  during  1925,  578  pictures  were  released.  A  figure  far  in  excess  of  the  quan- 
tity necessary  for  the  profitable  operation  of  theaters.  Excess  production  always  leads 
to  price  cutting  with  resultant  losses  to  producers.  The  fact  that  unquestionably  many 
of  these  productions  had  little  or  no  value  from  a  quality  standpoint  only  aggravates 
an  otherwise  serious  situation.  It  is  to  be  expected,  however,  that  with  the  increased 
theater  activities  of  the  larger  corporations  that  there  will  follow  radical  changes  with 
regard  to  distribution  and  production. 

And  these  changes  will  affect  not  only  the  larger  but  doubtless  the  smaller  producer 
as  well.  Indeed,  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  facing  the  industry  is  with  regard 
to  what  is  known  as  the  "independent"  producer  and  distributor.  Not  that  there  will 
be  lack  of  room  for  the  "independents."  for  there  will  always  be  room  for  good  pictures, 
and  if  such  productions  come  from  this  "independent"  market,  playing  dates  will  also 
come. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  finer  and  better  reciprocal  attitude  develops  on  the  part  of 
the  larger  American  distributing  corporations  toward  foreign-made  productions  during 
the  coming  year.

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Where  Are  The  Movies  Moving 

By  Aldous  Huxley

In  the  course  of  one  of  his  adventures, 
my  favorite  dramatic  hero,  Felix  the  Cat, 
begins  to  sing.  He  thrums  his  guitar,  he 
lolls  up  his  eyes,  he  opens  his  mouth. 
A  stream  of  crotchets  ..mi  pemi-quavers 
comes  gushing  out  of  his  throat.  The 
little  black  notes  hang  in  the  air  above 
him.  Looking  up,  Felix  sees  them  sus- 
pended there.  With  his  usual  quick  re- 
.  ourcefulness,  he  realizes  at  once  that 
these  crotchets  are  exactly  the  things  he 
has  been  looking  for.  He  reaches  up, 
catches  a  few  handfuls  of  them,  and 
before  you  can  say  Knife!  he  has  fitted 
them  together  into  the  most  ingenious 
little  trolley  or  scooter,  of  which  the 
wheels  are  made  out  of  the  round  heads 
of  the  notes,  the  framework  of  their  tails. 
He  helps  his  companion  into  her  seat, 
climbs  in  himself,- seizes  by  its  barbs  the 
semi-quaver  which  serves  as  the  lever 
of  propulsion  and,  working  it  vigorously 
backwards  and  forwards,  shoots  away, 
(>ut  of  the  picture,  towards  some  un- 
known region  of  bliss  to  which  we  are 
not  orhileged  to  follow  him. 

Seen  on  the  screen,  this  conversion  of 
song  into  scooters  seems  the  most  natur- 
nl.  simple  and  logical  thing  in  the  world. 
The  cat  opens  his  mouth  and  the  written 
.-vmbols  of  sound  appear,  by  a  familiar 
convention,  in  the  air  above  him.  For- 
getting their  symbolical  significance  and 
concentrating  exclusively  on  their  shape, 
we  perceive  that  the  notes  are  circles 
attached  to  lines — or,  more  concretely, 
wheels  and  rods,  the  raw  material  of  trie 
engineer.  Out  of  these  wheels  and  rods, 
Felix,  cat  of  all  trades,  makes  a  scooter. 
There  is  no  improbability,  no  flaw  in  the 
artistic  logic.  One  image  easily  and 
naturally  suggests  the  other.  For  the 
dramatist  of  the  screen,  this  sort  of  thing 
is  child's  play. 

As  a  mere  word-monger  and  literary 
man,  I  envy  him.  For  if  I  tried  to  do 
the  same  thing  in  terms  of  words,  the 
result  would  be  very  nearly  nonsense.  I 
might  write  like  this,  for  example:  "Don 
Giovanni  touched  his  guitar  and  began 
t"  sing  Deh,  vieni  alia  finestra.  The 
notes  floated  out  and  hung  in  the  soft 
warm  air  of  the  Spanish  night,  like  the 
component  parts  of  a  Ford  car  waiting 
to  be  assembled."  At  a  first  reading,  this 
simi'e  would  seem  quite  incomprehensible, 
not  to  sav  deliberately  and  perverselv 
idiotic.  Prolonged  reflection  might  at 
last  extract  from  the  phrase  its  meaning; 
the  resemblance  between  printed  notes 
and  the  parts  of  a  motor  car  might  fin- 
ally suggest  themselves  to  the  imagina- 
tion.    But   the   process   would  certainly 


be  slow;  and,  being  slow,  would  be  un- 
satisfactory. A  simile  that  is  understood 
with  difficulty  is  a  bad  simile.  In  a  good 
simile  or  striking  metaphor  the  two  ktiib. 
however  remote  from  one  another,  must 
be  made  to  come  together  in  the  reader's 
mind  with,  so  to  speak,  a  smart  click. 
Now,  to  the  average  mind  the  connection 
between  1  ot'es  and  spare  parts  is  not  im- 
mediately obvious.  (To  begin  with  the 
idea  suggested  by  the  word  "notes"  is 
primarily  an  idea  of  sound;  it  is  only 
on  second  thought  that  one  recalls  the 
r rimed  sumbol.)  Hence  the  inadequacs 
and  ineffectiveness  of  the  simile  when 
expressed  in  words.  On  the  screen, 
where  it  is  expressed  in  visual  images, 
it  is  perfectly  satisfactory. 

J  have  dwelt  at  some  length  on  Felix's 
song  and  scooter — but  not,  I  think,  un- 
duly. For  the  example  indicates  very 
clearly  what  are  the  most  pregnant  poten- 
tialities of  the  cinema;  it  shows  how- 
cinematography  differs  from  literature  and 
the  spoken  drama  and  how  it  may  be 
developed  into  something  entirely  new. 
What  the  cinema  can  do  better  than 
literature  is  to  be  fantastic.  An  artist 
who  uses  words  as  his  medium  finds 
himself  severely  limited  in  the  expression 
of  his  phantasy  by  the  fact  that  the  word- 
he  uses  are  not  his  own  invention,  but 
tiaditional  and  hereditary  things,  impreg 
nated  by  centuries  of  use  with  definite 
meaning-  and  aueroled  with  cttain  speci- 
fic asset  ations.  To  a  certain  extent,  a 
writer  must  employ  cliches  ;n  order  to 
be  uncieiitood  at  all.  He  cannot  dis^o 
ciate  long- united  ideas,  or  bring  tog*nhfer 
ideas  which  have  never  prev;ons!y  been 
joined,  without  appearing  to  his  readers 
to  bo  lalfcrng  nonsense. 

We  have  seen  for  example  how  difii- 
t.i!?  i*  would  be  for  a  writer  to  associate, 
without  a  preliminary  explanation,  the 
ideas  of  musical  notes  and  p  !t:s  ct  a 
motor  car — and  how  easy  for  the  maker 
of  films,  who  can  almost  arbitrarily  as- 
sociate any  two  ideas,  simplv  by  bringing 
together  a  pair  of  suitable  images. 
"Young"  writers,  especially  in  France, 
have  for  some  years  been  in  revolt  against 
the  tryannies  of  language.  They  have 
tried  forcibly  to  dissociate  old  ideas,  to 
use  words  in  a  new  and  revolutionary 
way.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  results 
have  been  very  successful.  To  the  gen- 
eral public  their  writing  seems  nonsensi- 
cal; and  even  their  admirers  have  to 
admit  that  their  books  make  difficult 
reading.  The  fact  is  that  these  "young" 
writers  are  rebelling,  not  against  effete 
literary  conventions,  but  against  language 
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itself.  They  arc  trying  to  make  words 
do  what  they  cannot  do,  in  the  nature  of 
things.  They  are  working  in  the  wrong 
medium.  You  cannot  do  silversmith's 
work  in  terms  of  Egyptian  granite.  In 
the  same  way,  the  most  extravagant 
flights  of  fancy  cannot  be  rendered  in 
words;  on  the  screen,  however,  it  is  easy 
to  give  them  form.  Super-reahsm  is  the 
name  of  the  most  recent  of  the  "young" 
French  schools.  The  aim  of  the  super- 
realists  is  to  free  literature  completely 
from  logic  and  to  give  it  the  fantastic 
liberty  of  the  dream.  What  they  attempt 
to  do — not  very  successfully — the  cinema 
achieves  brilliantly.  The  adventures  of 
Felix  the  Cat  are  super-realistic  in  the 
highest  degree.  And  not  only  Felix. 
Many  of  our  best  films  are  super-realistic 
or  dream-like  in  their  phantasy.  Think, 
for  example,  of  those  hilarious  and  subtle 
nightmares  invented  by  Charlie  Chaplin; 
think  of  the  adventure  films  of  Douglas 
Fairbanks. 

In  future,  I  am  sure,  the  tendency  will 
be  to  exploit  this  potentiality  of  the  cin- 
ema to  an  ever-increasing  extent.  It  is 
inevitable;  the  medium  lends  itself  so  well 
to  super-realism  that  it  would  be  extra- 
ordinary if  this  were  not  to  be  the  case. 
On  the  screen,  miracles  are  easily  per- 
formed; the  most  incongruous  ideas  can 
be  arbitrarily  associated;  the  limitations 
of  time  and  space  can  be  largely  ignored 
Moreover  the  very  imperfections  of  the 
cinema  are,  in  this  respect,  an  important 
asset.  The  absence  of  color  is  already  a 
bold  and  arbitrary  simplification  of  real- 
ity. The  silence  in  which  even  the  most 
violent  action  takes  place  is  strangely 
nightmarish.  (How  fantastic  it  is  to  look 
on  at  some  furious  fight,  in  which  mortal 
blows  pre  given  and  exchanged  without 
a  sound!  It  is  like  watching  a  battle  of 
fishes  through  the  glass  of  an  aquarium.) 
And  then  the  darkness  of  the  theater,  the 
monotonous  music — inducing,  as  they  do, 
a  kind  of  hypnotic  state — enhance  in  the 
minds  of  the  spectators  the  dream-like 
quality  of  what  they  see  on  the  screen. 

In  future,  then,  the  fantastic,  super- 
realistic  qualities  of  the  cinema  will  be 
more  deliberately  exploited  than  they  are 
now.  This  does  not  mean,  of  course, 
that  ordinary  realism  will  be  ousted  from 
the  screen.  The  cinema  will  continue  to 
unfold  its  everyday  epics.  Realism  will 
persist  side  by  side  with  super-realism — 
but  a  little  leavened  by  it,  let  us  hope, 
and  a  little  enlivened  by  its  efforts  to 
complete  with  its  fantastic  rival. 

Broadly  speaking,  there  are  two  ways 
in  which  a  story,  depending  on  human 
character,  can  be  told  on  the  screen.  The 
first  method  is  what  I  may  call  the  Be- 
haviorist  method.  The  story  is  told  in 
terms  of  psychological  details.  The  film 
abounds  in  significant  close-ups  of  faces, 
bands   or   even   feet   moving   under  the 


stress  of  emotion.  The  method  is  an  ex- 
cellent one,  provided  that  the  actors  can 
act.  In  the  hands  of  unimaginative  pro- 
ducers and  bad  actors  it  leads  to  the  most 
horribly  dreary  results.  (Oh,  those  heroes 
and  heroines  who  gradually  look  over  the 
shoulders  towards  the  camera  and  smile, 
to  make  a  face  that  is  meant  to  be  one 
of  agony!  those  huge,  close-up  smiles  of 
tenderness,  eight  feet  from  car  to  ear! 
One  shudders  at  the  recollection.) 

The  second  method,  which  is  favored 
by  the  Germans  and,  more  recently  by 
the  Italians,  may  be  called  the  Expres- 
sionist or  Pictorial  method.  For  the 
producers  belonging  to  this  school,  the 
small  details  of  human  behavior  under 
emotional  stress  are  not  so  important  as 
the  general  pictorial  effect  of  the  scene 
regarded  as  an  expressive,  symbolical 
composition.  Where  the  Behaviorists 
would  present  a  close-up  of  a  face  gone 
suddenly  rigid,  a  nervously  twitching 
hand,  the  Pictorialists  build  up  a  more 
or  less  fantastic  scenic  picture,  the  gen- 
eral effect  of  which  is  expressive  of  hor- 
ror, fear,  or  whatever  the  emotion  to  be 
rendered  may  be.  The  great  defect  of 
this  expressionism  has  consisted,  so  far, 
in  its  pretentiousness,  its  melodramatic 
ponderosity.  Touched  with  a  lighter 
fancy,  the  method  might  be  used  much 
more  successfully  than  it  actu?lly  is.  A 
study  of  Felix  the  Cat  would  teach  the 
German  producers  many  valuable  lessons. 
My  own  hope  and  belief  is  that  the  Be- 
haviorist  school  of  producers  will  borrow 
hints  from  the  Expressionists,  that  they 
will  learn  to  touch  their  realism  with  a 
certain  picturesque  super-realism.  Those 
dismal  stories  of  millionaires  ?dultery. 
heavy  fathers,  true  love  and  all  the  rest 
would  become  much  more  tolerable  if 
they  were  treated  in  a  less  prosaically 
direct  way.  No  five-reel  drama  would  be 
any  worse  for  having  a  little  nightmare 
put  into  it. 


WORK  OF  FEDERAL  TRADE  COMMISSION 

During  the  year,  the  Commission  had  a  number 
of  hearings  with  regard  to  the  case  against  the 
Famous  Players  and  others,  for  restraint  of  trade. 
While  it  had  anticipated  that  the  case  would  come 
to  an  end  during  the  year  this  failed  to  ma- 
terialize, and  the  final  decision  is  expected  some 
time  next  year. 

Among  the  orders  to  cease  and  desist,  the  only 
one  affecting  the  picture  industry  was  that  where- 
in the  Films  Distributors  League,  Inc.,  was  in- 
volved. This  was  issued  March  23,  1925,  and 
ordered  M.  Brown,  of  the  Capital  Film  Exchange; 
William  Alexander,  Herman  Rifkin  and  the  Films 
Distributors  League  to  plainly  mark  all  re  issues 
as  such.  The  case  was  instigated  because  the 
Douglas  Fairbanks  picture,  "The  Three  Mus- 
keteers." and  had  to  do  with  the  old  Triangle 
production  made  in  1919  of  "D'Artagnan." 

Another  case  involving  a  picture  company  be- 
fore the  commission  is  that  of  the  West  Coast 
Theaters.  Inc.,  the  complaint  in  which  case  was  is- 
sued late  in  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  hear- 
ii  gs  in  the  West  Coast  matter  will  commence  in 
April  on  the  Pacific  coast. 
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Theater  Accidents  Analyzed

The  following  analysis  of  theater  and 
moving  picture  accidents  was  made  by 
the  National  Bureau  of  Casualty  and  Sur- 
ety Underwriters.  The  object  of  the 
study  of  these  accidents  was  to  arrive 
at  engineering  measures  which  would  pre- 
vent similar  accidents.  Consideration 
has  been  given  to  "frequency"  rather  than 
monetary  losses.  The  outstanding  causes 
have  been  divided  as  follows:

This  gives  us  a  very  good  perspective 

of  the  problem  for  consideration. 

The  principal  cause  is  "falls,"  and  in 

analyzing  this,  we  find  that  of  the  1,012 

cases : 

359  occurred  on  exit  stairways. 

185  on  stairways  in  balconies  and  aisles. 

94  on  steps  to  and  from  seats  or  boxes 

167  on  the  auditorium  floor. 

43  in  the  lobby. 

15  in  the  rest  room. 

69  from  seats. 

In  addition  to  these,  28  occurred  on  un- 
guarded openings  inside  and  outside  of 
theaters  and  52  on  sidewalks. 

The  causes  of  "falls"  inside  the  theaters 
and  on  exit  stairways  were  due  to: 

Insufficient  light. 

Defective  stair  treads. 

Defective  floor  coverings. 

Slippery  steps. 

Foreign  objects. 

High  heels. 

In  _  the  lobby  a  few  were  caused  by 
tripping  over  mats  and  slippery  floors: 
the  latter,  no  doubt,  being  due  to  in- 
clement weather. 

"Falls"  from  seats  were  caused  by: 

Collapse  of  seats. 

Broken  seats. 

In  two  cases,  seats  were  removed. 
"Injuries    from    falling   objects"  have 
been  separated   into  two  groups — those 


which  occurred  inside  of  theaters  and 
those  occurring  on  the  outside. 

Those  in  the  theaters  were  caused  by 
falling  plaster,  signs,  and  other  objects  of 
a  general  nature,  in  most  cases,  dropped 
by  patrons. 

While  123  persons  were  injured  in  the- 
aters by  falling  objects,  only  49  were  in- 
jured on  the  outside.  These  accidents 
were  caused  by  billboards,  signs,  lad- 
ders, etc. 

"Injuries  from  crowd"  total  30,  20  of 
which  were  charged  to  poor  management 
and  10  to  panic. 

In  considering  the  elimination  of  the 
great  number  of  accidents  due  to  "falls" 
on  stairways,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
a  number  of  the  large  theaters,  which 
have  been  erected  within  the  last  year 
have  supplemented  stairways  with  ramps. 
Where  stairs  are  provided  it  is,  of  course, 
of  the  greatest  importance  to  have  suffici- 
ent light,  and  the  treads  should  be  of 
anti-slip  material.  If  covered,  they  should 
be  kept  in  the  very  best  condition  to  pre- 
vent tripping. 

Stairs  leading  from  the  main  entrance 
to  the  auditorium  floor  should  be  uni- 
form in  height,  not  to  exceed  7)4"  and  a 
width  of  10^"  is  recommended. 

Stairs  leading  downward  from  exits 
should  have  a  space  of  at  least  1"  be- 
tween the  door  opening  and  the  edge  of 
the  top  step. 

All  stairs  should  be  provided  with  sub- 
stantial hand  rails,  same  to  be  between 
30"  and  36"  above  the  treads. 

Where  stairs  are  built  between  walls, 
the  rails  should  be  firmly  secured  to  the 
walls  and  have  a  clearance  from  the  wall 
of  about  3  inches. 

In  the  theater,  indirect  system  of  light- 
ing should  be  used.  Soft,  diffused  light 
can  be  easily  regulated.  The  effectiveness 
of  this  system  can  be  controlled  a  great 
deal  by  the  color  and  finish  of  the  walls 
and  ceiling.  A  glossy  white  will,  of 
course,  reflect  the  most  light.  A  slight, 
creamy  tint  gives  a  very  pleasing  illumi- 
nation to  the  eye. 

The  side  wall  and  ceilings  lights  in 
the  aisles  should  give  sufficient  light  to 
enable  the  ushers  to  show  persons  to  the 
seats  without  difficulty  during  the  per- 
formance. 

Theaters  should  be  provided  with  stor- 
age batteries  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
operate   at   least   the   emergency  lights. 

Some  theater  have  found  it  desirable  to  have 
storage  batteries  of  a  capacity  that  will  furnish 
sufficient  current  for  several  hours  in  case  of 
any  electrical  disturbances  that  might  occur. 

Stairs  and  aisles  should  be  kept  free  from  for- 
eign objects.  This,  of  course,  is  a  housekeeping 
provision  and  needs  constant  supervision. 

The  width  of  the  aisles  in  the  auditorium  should 
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not  be  less  than  42"  at  the  stage  and  should 
increase  at  the  rate  of  1J4"  for  every  5'.  Aisles 
having  seats  on  one  side  only  should  be  not  less 
than  36"  in  width  at  the  stage  and  increased  in 
the  same  manner. 

The  seats  should  be  firmly  fixed  to  the  floor 
by  suitable  castings.  Loose  and  broken  seats 
should  receive  immediate  attention. 

Sidewalks  should  be  illuminated.  There  is  an 
apparent  tendency  toward  glaring  lights,  due  to 
the  advertising  advantages,  hut  too  glaring  lights 
are  sometimes  responsible  for  falls  and  stumbling 
ut  pedestrians.  Coal  hole  covers  and  other  metal 
covers  should  be  of  non-slipping  material  or  con- 
struction. 

Keeping  the  sidewalks  in  the  best  possible 
shape,  without  any  projections  or  obstructions  is 
important.  Many  theaters  have  show  cases  at- 
tached to  the  walls,  displaying  pictures  of  the 
performers,  which  attract  attention  and  are  likely 
to  cause  stumbling  or  falls. 

In  the  lobby  flooring  should  be  of  anti-slip 
material.  If  mats  are  used,  they  should  be  coun- 
tersunk level  with  the  flooring  to  prevent  trip- 
ping, and  abrasive  or  moisture  absorbing  material 
should  be  used  when  the  weather  conditions  cause 
snow  or  rain  to  be  tracked  in,  if  mosaic  or  marble 
flooring  is  used. 

The  placing  of  mirrors  on  the  walls  of  lobbies 
is  sometimes  responsible  for  accidents,  due  to 
optical  illusions. 

The  bulk  of  the  classified  accidents,  due  to 
falling  objects,  were  from  plaster.  Utmost  care 
should  be  taken  in  examining  ceilings  and  decora- 
tions during  the  period  in  which  the  theater  is 
closed  or  when  renovations  are  being  made.  A 
very  small  particle,  dropping  forty  or  fifty  feet, 
might  inflict  a  painful  injury. 

The  placing  of  clothing,  umbrellas,  bottles,  candy 
boxes,  etc.,  on  balcony  rails,  from  where  they 
may  easily  be  precipitated,  is  a  procedure  that 
should  be  strictly  prohibited.  The  use  of  brass 
railings  on  top  of  balcony  rails  has  resulted  in  a 
number  ol  accidents,  due  to  sections  of  the  rail- 
ings becoming  loose  and  falling  on  patrons  on 
the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium. 

Accidents  caused  by  fire  are  generally  due  to 
panic.  Practically  every  theater  can  empty  its 
entire  capacity  within  a  few  minutes.  City  and 
State  requirements  demand  at  least  3  feet  of  exit 
for  every  100  persons,  and  each  exit  should  be  at 
least  5  feet  in  width,  and  the  doors  should  swing 
outward  with  the  least  possible  effort.  The  self- 
opening  arrangement,  operated  by  pushing  against 
a  conveniently  located  bar,  is  becoming  more  and 
more  in  general  use.  Draw-bolts,  hooks  and  sim- 
ilar devices  have  been  found  undesirable. 

Practically  all  theaters  are  constructed  with  a 
a  proscenium  well  with  self-closing  fire-proof  doors 
and  an  asbestos  curtain  so  that  in  case  of  fire 
on  the  stage  it  can  be  confined  entirely  to  tht 
stage. 

The  stage  should  also  be  equipped  with  a  metal 
skylight  which  will  open  automatically  by  heat 
from  the  stage  or  by  the  releasing  or  cutting  of  a1 
rope.  At  the  present  time  most  modern  stages 
are  also  equipped  with  automatic  sprinkler  sys- 
tems. 

Theaters  in  the  future  will,  no  doubt,  be  built 
without  balconies,  the  auditorium  being  on  the 
ground  floor  with  horizontal  exits  on  all  sides. 

Panics  in  theaters,  due  to  fire,  have  demon- 
strated a  tendency  upon  the  part  of  the  public 
to  attempt  to  leave  through  the  main  entrance. 
Training  the  public  to  leave  by  fire  exits  would 
in  time  get  them  into  the  habit  of  leaving  by 
those  exits. 

This,  however,  has  in  many  instances  been 
found  undesirable  on  account  of  such  exits  being 
cumbersome  and  accident  producers.  Exits  of  this 
kind,  of  course,  should  never  have  been  tolerated 
by  the  authorities.  A  number  of  moving  picture 
houses  located  cn  street  corners  have  attempted 
the  practice  of  having  the  patrons  use  two  door- 
ways, one  for  entrance  and  the  other  for  exit ; 
the  entrance  being  at  the  rear  of  the  seats  and 
the  exit  being  on  the  side  at  a  level  with  the 
front  of  the  stage.  This  expedites  the  handling 
of   the   people   and   causes    the   least  disturbance 


among  audiences  where  shows  are  run  continu 
ously. 

All  employees  should  be  informed  as  to  the  lo- 
cation and  method  of  manipulating  the  fire  ex- 
tinguishers and  hose  connections,  and  other  fire- 
fighting  appliances.  They  should  also  be  instruc- 
ted as  to  the  location  of  the  nearest  fire  alarm 
box.  They  should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with 
all  emergency  exits  and  fire  escapes  throughout 
the  building.  They  should  also  be  familiar  with 
the  best  method  of  dismissing  audiences  in  case 
of  fire  or  impending  panic  so  that  the  theater 
may  be  emptied  quickly  and  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner. 

All  switches  and  electrical  apparatus  should  be 
enclosed   and  locked. 

Radiators  should  be  recessed  into  the  walls  or 
in  screened  enclosures. 

No  obstructions  of  any  kind  should  be  per- 
mitted in  aisles  or  passageways. 

All  doors  should  be  provided  with  checks,  prop- 
erly located,  and  also  with  devices  which  will 
hold  them  open  without  blocking. 

Stairs  on  the  stage  leading  to  dressing  rooms 
should  be  kept  free  from  obstructions  and  kept 
in  good  condition. 

Ii  there  are  runways,  hand  railings  and  toe 
boards  should  be  provided. 

A  definite  painted  mark  should  be  provided  on 
the  stage  floor,  or  the  performers  should  be  given 
some  guide  prior  to  their  first  performance  on 
the   stage  as  to  the  location  of  a  drop  curtain. 

The  above  data  should  be  of  the  utmost  value, 
as  it  is  the  result  of  careful  research  work  which 
has  been  carried  on  throughout  the  country. 


FARM  FOLK  AND  THE  MOVIES 
Early  in  the  Spring  Sam  R.  McKelvie,  pub- 
lisher of  "The  Nebraska  Farmer"  made  a  survey 
of  what  his  readers  liked  in  the  way  of  pictures. 
A  ballot  was  prepared  and  printed  in  the  pub- 
lication, filled  in,  tabulated,  and  the  result  was 
as  follows: 

239  Women  and  112  men,  totalling  351,  voted. 

To  the  question  "what  type  of  pictures  do  you 
prefer?"  the  result  showed:  (81)  Farce  Comedy, 
(138)  Melodrama,  (93)  Short  Comedies,  (77) 
Society  Comedies,  (69)  Serials,  (115)  Society 
Drama,   (91)  News  Films. 

To  the  question :  Are  you  tiring  of  the  so- 
called  jazz-age  picture? 

139  answered  "Yes." 

108  answered  "No." 

To  the  question :  Do  you  prefer  a  mixed 
program,  or  one  fine  feature  picture? 

71  preferred  a  mixed  program. 

209  preferred  one  fine  feature  picture. 

Tom  Mix  was  voted  the  most  popular  star, 
with  34  votes ;  Fred  Thompson  was  tied  for 
second  with  Tommy  Meighan,  with  19  votes 
each;  Colleen  Moore,  third,  with  18  votes;  Norma 
Talmadge  next  with  16;  Mary  Pickford  got  15, 
Valentino  14;  Gloria  Swanson  and  Lois  Wilson 
each  had  13  votes.  Hoot  Gibson,  12;  Harold 
Lloyd,  11,  Betty  Compson  and  Pola  Negri  each 
10.  Stars  securing  less  than  10  votes  are  not 
mentioned  here,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  "Silver  King"  Thompson's  horse,  got  7 
votes,  which,  incidentally,  was  more  than  Lillian 
Gish  polled. 

Over  60  well  known  players  and  stars  received 
three  or  less  votes  from  the  Nebraskans. 

Of  the  pictures  seen — 378  were  mentioned — ■ 
"The  Covered  Wagon"  led  the  list  with  64  firsts, 
26  second  choice  and  21  third  choice.  "The 
Sea  Hawk"  and  "North  of  36"  were  tied  for 
second  place.     "Hot  Water"  was  next. 

Of  the  360  pictures  which  the  farmers,  and 
their  wives  wanted  to  see,  "The  Code  of  the 
West"  was  first.

Chapter  34  which  began  in  the  January  issue  of 
"Photoplay,"  told  of  the  early  history  of  L.  .1. 
Selznick  during  the  period  of  1916-17,  and  how 
Selznick  secured  control  of  the  World  Special 
Films  Corp.,  an  importing  concern,  from  Emanuel 
Mande'.baum  and  Philip  Gleichman.  Selznick  ac- 
quired the  American  rights  on  "Whom  the  Gods 
Would  Destroy."  He  paid  $4,250  for  it  and 
solicited   $42.50   from   99   people  in   Wall  Street. 

"Out  of  this  99,"  says  Ramsaye,  "came  a  hand 
picked  few  who  went  into  the  financing  of  the 
Wo  Id  Film  Corporation,  with  figures  that  eventu- 
ally ran  up  to  a  matter  of  a  million  or  so." 

Ramsaye  tells  of  how  Adolph  Zukor  offered 
Selznick  a  salary  of  $5,000  a  week  for  life  if  he 
would  go  to  China  and  stay  there.  "This  is  the 
first  and  only  evidence  of  a  prejudice  against  the 
Chinese  on  the  part  of  Adolph  Zukor.  Selznick 
made  the  mistake  of  his  life.  If  he  had  accepted 
he  would  by  now  be  emperor  of  China. 

"Selznick  went  merrily  on,  inventing  an  ad- 
vance deposit  system  by  which  exhibitors  put  up 
the  money  which  Selznick  used  to  make  the 
picture  to  earn  that  money.  The  farther  be  went 
the  more  strongly  be  tied  himself  to  the  box 
offices." 

"One  source  of  Selznick's  strength  was  an  ap- 
parently remote  part  of  the  background.  This 
was  the  friendship  of  Marcus  Loew.  Loew  ap- 
pears to  have  mingled  admiration  and  amusement 
in  observing  the  exciting  vibrations  of  the  dy- 
namic Selznick,  busy  playing  battledore  and  shut- 
tlecock with  the  annoyed  film  industry.  Personal 
loans  from  Loew  and  aid  in  desperate  moments 
often  saved  Selznick  in  crises. 

"It  was  this  intimacy  with  Marcus  Loew  and 
the  Loew  institution  which  added  the  Tahnadges 
to  the  Selznick  array  of  stars." 

The  first  Talmadge  picture  for  Selznick  was 
"Panthea,"  directed  by  Allan  Dwan  and  started 
Norma  on  the  high  tide  of  stardom. 

How  Selznick  followed  with  Xazimova  in  "War 
Brides"  and  how  Selznick  and  Carl  Laemmle 
became  "almost  chummy"  is  then  told.  The  for- 
mation of  the  Goldwyn  Pictures  Corporation. 
Christmas  Week,  1916,  is  then  taken  up,  and  the 
history  of  that  company  is  told  in  detail.  This 
includes  the  advent  of  the  DuPonts  in  pictures, 
relative  to  which  Ramsaye  says:  "The  only  en- 
during mark   of   the    DuPont   film   invasion   is  the 


great  Capitol  theater  in  Broadway.  After  vari 
ous  losing  managerial  experiences  Samuel  L. 
Rothafel  was  called  to  take  over  the  administra- 
tion of  its  program  and  the  bouse  under  him 
became  the  leading  motion  picture  theater  ot 
the  nation." 

Ramsaye  then  tells  of  how  Griffith  spent  $1,- 
900,000  making  "Intolerance."  Also  of  how 
George  K.  Spoor  presented  Max  Linder  and  how 
the  public  refused  to  regard  Linder  as  a  rival 
to  Charles  Chaplin.  This  venture  cost  Spoor 
$87,000,  according  to  Ramsaye. 

How  Aaron  Jones  of  Chicago  received  $50.00(1 
for  patching  up  a  truce  between  Zukor  and  Selz- 
nick then  comes  along,  and  how  eventually  Zukor 
and  Selznick  split. 

The  following  chapter  in  the  February  issue 
dealt  considerably  with  war  pictures  which  fol 
lowed  the  United  States  Government  declaring 
war  on  Germany  in  April,  1917.  These  included 
"Patria,"  the  Irene  Castle  serial,  which  led  to 
President  Wilson  asking  for  a  withdrawal  of  cer- 
tain parts  of  this  serial. 

In  April,  1917,  the  LT.  S.  Supreme  Court  handed 
down  a  final  decision  in  the  case  of  the  -Motion 
Picture  Patents  Company  vs.  The  Universal  Film 
Mfg.  Co..  declaring  it  was  not  lawful  to  enforce 
the  use  of  licensed  film  only  on  patented  projec- 
tion machines. 

Ramsaye  tells  how  the  industry  as  a  whole  co 
operated  with  the  Government  through  the  old 
National  Association.  Of  the  exhibitors  meeting 
in  Chicago  in  June,  1917,  and  the  first  appea  - 
ance  of  Charles  •'.  Pettijohn  of  Indianapolis,  and 
indicates  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  Hays 
office. 

How  George  Creel  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Information  stepped  into  the  picture  business 
takes  up  considerable  space.  Of  these  Govern 
ment  pictures,  Ramsaye  says : 

"Statistically  the  significant  history  of  the  gov- 
ernment  in    the   film   business   takes   four  lines: 

Picture  Theater  bookings  Receipts 

"Pershing's    Crusaders  4,189  $181,741.69 

"America's  Answer"  4,548  185.144.30 

"Under  Four  Flags"  1,820  63,946.48 

"Official  War  Review"  (..950  334,622.35 

"Sundry  other  items  brought  the  total  receipts 
of  the  Division  of  Films  up  to  $852,744.30.  Hut 
the  money  is  of  no  importance  except  as  it  de- 
notes circulation.  In  his  book.  Creel  makes  oc- 
casional reference  to  twenty-five  thousand  the- 
aters. He  was  misinformed.  In  that  period  no 
one  ever  found  more  than  sixteen  thousand  the- 
ate  s.  The  government's  circulation  was  excel- 
lent, as  compared  with  other  pictures  gene-ally." 

Current  stars  were  used  by  the  Government  to 
sell  War  loans  which  resulted  in  Oscar  Price, 
Assistant  to  William  G.  McAdoo,  meeting  Doug- 
las   Fairbanks  in   Washington.     Says  Ramsaye: 

"There  was  a  confab  one  day  around  Price's 
big  flattop  desk  in  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Building 
in  'Washington.     It  reached  the  chatty  stage. 

"Say,  why  don't  you  folks  get  together  and 
distribute  your  own  pictures — you  are  big  enough 
to  do  that."  Price  remarked.  It  was  a  passing 
thought — and  a  disturbing  one.  A  new  company 
and  a  great  deal  of  complication  were  to  come 
out  of  that." 

In  this  chapter  Ramsaye  tells  of  how  J.  D. 
Williams  returned  to  America  in  1917  "after  a 
spectacular  film  career  in  Australia,"  bow  Wil- 
liams met  Thomas  L.  Tally,  a  Los  Angeles  ex- 
hibitor, and  how  the  idea  of  the  First  National 
Exhibitors'  Circuit  developed,  first  by  contract- 
ing with  Chaplin  to  make  eight  pictures  for  over 
a  million  dollars  and  following  this  by  taking 
Mary  Pickford  away  from  Zukor. 

Says  Ramsaye:  "Famous  Players  set  out  to 
fortify  itself  aganist  the  combining  exhibitors  by 
buying  theaters.  The  war  of  stars  became  also 
a  war  of  real  estate  and  box  offices.  It  is  the 
war  which  still  occupies  the  industry  today." 

The  final  chapter  of  this  very  interesting  article 
came  in  March  relative  to  which  Ramsaye  says: 

"This  chapter  must  deal  with  the  many  crowded 
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events  of  the  last  half  dozen  years.  That  we 
may  have  a  perspective  in  this  view  of  today's 
titan  tumult  of  this  billionaire  industry,  we  must 
review  some  milestones  in  rapid  succession. 

1 895-6-7 — The  period  of  the  screen's  birth  was 
dominated  for  their  little  hour  by  the  inventors, 
Edison,  Armat,  Lumiere,  Lathan,  Paul  and  the 
K.  M.  C.  D.  with  its  American  Biograph.  These 
were  men  who  wanted  to  make  machines.  The 
motion  picture  in  their  era  was  a  novelty,  and  its 
business  was  a  trivial  chaos. 

"1908-9- 10-11 — Mastery  of  the  screen  passed  to 
men  who  wanted  to  make  money.  They  used 
machine  patents  as  their  major  weapons.  Pic- 
tures themselves  were  still  of  little  importance. 
It  was  the  era  of  the  Motion  Picture  Patents 
Company.  Business  brought  organization.  J.  J. 
Kennedy,  an  engineer  and  corporation  expert,  be- 
came the  boss  of  bosses.  Exploitation  and  distri- 
bution was  king.  The  monopoly  fattened — and 
went  to  sleep. 

"1912-13-14-15— Gold-hungry  outsiders  alert  to 
oppo  tunity  lured  away  the  better  picture  makers 
of  the  mononoly,  taking  Florence  Lawrence,  Ar- 
thur Johnson;  Mary  Pickford,  D.  W.  Griffith.  Ed- 
win S.  Porter,  Mack  Sennett  and  many  others. 
The  invading  independents  made  bigger  and  bet- 
ter pictures — because  they  had  to  break  in.  They 
bettered  the  art  to  better  their  own  business. 

"1916-17  Competition  grew  apace  with  frenzied 
bidding  for  stars,  directors  and  stories  in  the  war 
of  product.  The  new  bosses  were  righting  for 
supremacy.  They  began  as  makers  of  pictures 
but  swiftly  evolved  into  engineers  of  organization. 
Exploitation  and  distribution  were  king  again. 
The  names  of  the  neriod  are :  Adolph  Zukor,  Carl 
Laemmle,  John  R.  Freuler,  H.  E.  Aitken,  W.  W. 
Hodkinson,  L.  J.  Selznick,  Richard  Rowland,  Wil- 
liam Fox — all  exploiters,  primarily  makers  of 
money,  secondarily  makers  of  pictures.  In  the 
right  for  supremacy  they  concentrated  the  pic- 
ture-making genius  of  the  studios  under  their 
various  banners.  Zukor's  camp  became  the  strong- 
est. Pictures  improved  to  improve  the  power  of 
the  box  office. 

"1918 — Exhibitors,  the  theater  men,  with  ever 
and  ever  bigger  houses  and  bigger  investments 
were  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  pressure. 
All  the  production,  exploitation  and  distribution 
was  aimed  at  them.  The  pressure  tended  to  de- 
ve'op  resistance  and  a  consciousness  of  power. 
The  exhibitors  stood  last  on  the  line  from  studio 
to  screen.  They  found  pictures  costing  more  and 
more.  Admission  prices  went  up  to  the  limit 
and  then  public  resistance,  expressed  in  refusal 
to  pay  more  at  the  box  office,  forced  the  theater 
men  to  turn  and  fight  the  other  way.  Some  large 
theater   institutions   had   come  into   being.  Here 


are  a  few  names :  lialaban  &  Katz.  Stanley  Mast- 
bautn,  Mitchell  Mark,  Turner  &  Dahnken,  Jensen 
&  Von  Herberg,  Stephen  A.  Lynch,  Marcus  Loew, 
Rubin  &  Finkelstein.  There  were  millions  in 
theaters  and  in  a  dollar  war  millions  are  power. 
Some  of  these  millions  pooled  their  power  and 
First  National  Exhibitors'  Circuit  was  born  to  buy 
box  office  value  at  the  source.  Contracts  were 
made  with  Chaplin,  Pickford,  Griffith  and  others. 
First  National  made  stars  into  producers.  It  also 
blazed  a1  path  for  theater  booking  combines.  A 
new  power  was  born  to  consciousness. 

"1919 — Now  came  the  stars'  turn.  Adventures 
in  production  under  the  sheltering  assurance  and 
patronage  of  the  box  office  combine  made  them 
into  producers  and  whetted  ambition — ambition 
for  a  bigger  share  of  that  handful  of  silver  at 
the  box  office  window." 

The  development  of  United  Artists  is  then  told 
and  of  how  Marcus  Loew  bought  into  Metro 
and  how  "The  Four  Horsemen"  was  acquired 
by  Richard  A.  Rowland,  then  president  of  Metro. 
The  part  that  June  Mathis  played  in  this  im- 
portant picture  is  told  in  detail,  also  how  Row- 
land paid  Ibanez  $190,000  for  his  share  of  the 
picture,  and  Ramsaye  points  out  that  had  the 
original  deal  with  the  author  rone  through  at 
ten  per  cent  of  the  gross,  that  Ibanez  would  have 
received  $350,000.  In  other  woids,  the  picture 
grossed  three  million  and  a  half. 

Considerable  space  is  given  to  the  marriage  of 
Mary  Pickford  and  Douglas  Fairbanks.  The 
Arbuckle  affair  is  mentioned,  and  how  Will  Hays 
came  into  the  picture  business  is  told  by  using 
a  reprint  of  a  news  item  which  appeared  in  THE 
FILM  DAILY,  issue  of  May  6,  1919,  which  wa» 
captioned  "Mystery  Lunch"  —  "Who  Was  the 
Little  Man  at  the  Important  Party?" 

On  Dec.  8,  1921,  Selznick  and  Saul  Rogers 
visited  Hays  in  Washington  and  offered  him  a 
three  year  contract  at  $100,000  a  year,  and  the 
following  March,   Hays  opened  his  offices. 

Ramsaye  concludes  his  article  by  saying: 

"Since  the  coming  of  Hays,  motion  picture 
sensations  have  not  been  so  sensational.  A  slight 
and  normal  sprinkling  of  divorces  and  the  like 
still  occur  in  the  Latin  quarter  of  the  films,  but 
they  are  not  now  symbols  of  the  industry.  Picking 
on  the  films  is  no  longer  the  national  sport.  Some 
legislative  triumphs  for  the  pictures  have  been 
recorderd,  and,  most  important  of  all,  people 
with  a  pain  about  the  films  can  now  tell  it  to 
Hays  instead  of  shouting  to  the  newspapers. 

"The  Hays  office  costs  the  motion  picture  in- 
dustry, and  therefore  the  public,  about  a  half  a 
million  dollars  a  year. 

"It  is  the  biggest  bargain  since  Thomas  Edison 
spent  $24,000  inventing  the  Kinetoscope  in  1899." 


Chaplin's  Gold  Coast  Triumph

Chaplin's  triumph  in  "The  Gold 
Rush"  was  one  of  the  sensations  of 
the  year.  But  note  what  Erick  Berry 
found  in  Accra,  on  the  old  gold  coast 
of  barbaric  Africa: 

"Then  the  glare  of  a  movie  lit  up 
the  dark  street.  The  sign  read 
"Accra  Picture  Palace."  Even  in 
West  Africa  the  movie  house  must 
be  a  palace.  A  small  building,  but 
looming  large  in  the  straggling  street 
of  huddled  native  houses,  it  was  plas- 
tered a  brilliant  salmon  pink— a 
shade  beloved  by  the  'negro.  Four 
ornate  and  somewhat  crooked  pillars 
formed  an  arcade  under  which  the 
market  women  like  to  congregate. 
Wading  through  a  mob  of  yelling 
humanity,  which  sprawJed  gossiping 


on  the  steps,  we  stepped  over  two 
boys  who  lay  at  full  length  sweetly 
asleep  on  the  sidewalk  under  the 
flood  of  the  electric  arcs  and  totally 
undisturbed  by  the  noisy,  sauntering 
crowds. 

"Here  were  Fanti  savages  from 
Ashanti  land,  up-country  Kroo  boys 
who  work  along  the  docks,  and  who 
with  their  little  trident-shaped  pad- 
dles and  wild  savage  chants  bring 
one  across  the  stretch  of  dangerous 
water  in  the  surf  boats  to  the  har- 
bor; black  mammies,  their  frizzy 
tresses  straightened  and  stiffened 
with  lard  and  charcoal  and  built  up 
on  wires  to  an  appalling  egg-shaped 
height,  the  whole  bedecked  and  be- 
dizened with  ornaments  of  the  native 
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sott  gold;  others  with  their  kinks 
parted  and  twisted  into  countless 
small  pigtails,  the  whole  looking  as 
if  a  giant  spider  with  very  stiff  legs 
had  perched  atop  their  heads.  Some 
brought  babies  peacefully  sleeping  in 
a  sling  made  of  a  fold  ot  their 
mothers'  print  robes,  and  hanging  at 
the  back,  below  t he  shoulders.  Most 
of  the  audience  were  men,  though — 
Haussas  from  the  north  of  Nigeria, 
with  red  fezzes  and  huge  white  tur- 
bans, and  rigas  of  blue  and  white, 
with  enormous  flowing  sleeves. 
There  were  also  the  Ga  men,  natives 
of  Accra,  dressed  in  henna  reds  and 
dark  blues  and  brilliant  oranges  of 
Manchester  cotton  prints.  Some  had 
wrapped  them  round  like  a  toga; 
others  wore  simply  a  loin  cloth  and 
quite  often  a  very  British  cloth  cap 
such  as  Sherlock  Holmes  used  to 
sport,  or  perhaps  a  discarded  sun  hel- 
met, no  longer  spotlessly  white. 
Many  of  them  were  naked  to  the 
waist,  their  black  bodies  shining  in 
the  gleam  of  the  electric  lamps. 

At  last  the  lights  went  out.  No 
title  flashed  on  the  screen,  but  a  funny 
little  man  with  wide  wondering  round 
eyes  appeared — a  strange  wandering 
walk,  a  little  cane  and  a  derby  hat. 
It  was  Charlie!  My  own  recognition 
was  no  quicker  thru  that  of  the  wild- 
ly transported  native  audience.  There- 
was  an  immediate  chorus  of  shouts, 
"Charlee!  Charlee!"  Few  of  them 
knew  any  more  English  than  that, 
but  they  did  know  his  funny  little  hat, 
his  hobbled  walk,  his  amazing  shoes. 

Charlie  may  be  rather  a  cult  nowa- 
days among  the  highbrows;  but  no 
amount  of  highbrowism  can  spoil  his 
universal  appeal.  Here,  right  at  first 
hand,  I  had  a  perfectly  gorgeous 
chance  of  studying  that  appeal.  These 
natives  like  the  spme  things  that 
children  do.  I  doubt  if  the  modern 
child  in  an  American  town — even  a  ' 
child  of  five  years  old — is  quite  as  un- 
sophisticated as  are  these  grown-up 
savages. 

It  was  a  film  from  the  remote  an- 
tiquity of  filmdom;  a  film  from  the 
utter  dark  ages  of  the  cinematograph 
so  patched  and  pieced  and  repieced 
that  ?1I  continuity  was  gone;  a  pie- 
bald hash  chosen  from  the  remains 
of  various  comedies  and  stuck  to- 
gether with  no  plot.  Just  slapstick. 
Rut  Charlie  had  survived  even  that, 
and  how  they  did  love  it! 

Charlie  Chaplin  is  the  matinee  idol 
of  Accra. 

They  don't  want  films  of  high 
society.  Pictures  of  love  and  sacri- 
fice are  simply  incomprehensible.  The 


man  who  can  buy  a  good  wife  for  a 
few  goats  or  seven  pounds  of  good 
English  money;  who  never  dreams  of 
supporting  her  and  can  divorce  her 
again  for  a  few  shillings,  is  hardly  in 
terested  in  pictures  of  the  grand  pas- 
sion. He  wants  rough  stuff.  The 
other  thing  is  booed  off  the  screen. 

Sometimes  they  get  so  excited  over 
a  picture  that  the  movie  palace  is  al- 
most torn  down.  They  will  demand 
that  a  film  be  run  again  and  again, 
until  finally  the  audience  must  be 
turned  out  of  the  building  by  main 
force.  This  happened  at  Easter  time. 
They  like  Wild  West  pictures,  too. 
Many  of  the  Haussa  people  are  them- 
selves excellent  horsemen,  and  cow- 
boys are  understood.  Pictures  with 
lots  of  movement  are  most  popular; 
with  something  happening  every 
minute;  pictures  of  acrobats,  of  dogs, 
a  chase.  Repetition  doesn't  dull  en- 
chantment. In  fact,  they  like  a  film 
all  the  better  after  they  have  seen  it  a 
few  times  and  know  what  is  going  to 
happen  next. 

Dampness  Ruins  the  Films 

The  equatorial  hot  weather,  with 
its  damp  and  stickiness,  is  very  bad 
for  a  film.  After  it  has  been  shown 
only  a  few  times  it  begins  to  blister 
and  break.  This  is  the  chief  reason 
why  it  is  almost  impossible  to  take 
pictures  in  West  Africa,  particularly 
along  the  steamy  lowlands  of  the 
coast.  No  matter  how  carefully  the 
films  are  packed  in  sealed  tins  they 
blister  and  go  bad  even  before  they 
are  used. 

There  is  a  traveling  moving  picture 
.show,  equipped  with  films  and  projec- 
tor and  an  old  Ford  car,  which  goes 
all  over  the  west  coast  of  Africa.  It 
has  been  in  the  east,  too,  and  right 
up  in  the  jungle  and  the  bush  among 
savages  who  have  never  seen  a  white 
man  before.  In  the  larger  towns  the 
operator  sets  up  boards  across  oil 
cans  in  a  cocoa  shed  and  the  pictures 
are  shown  on  a  sheet  stretched  across 
one  end  of  the  shed.  In  smaller  places 
the  theater  is  simply  out  of  doors. 

The  operator  has  covered  over  30," 
000  miles.  What  tales  he  must  be 
able  to  tell!  How  did  the  natives  first 
receive  this  white  man's  juju?  Were 
they  frightened?  What  did  the  na- 
tive witch  doctors  think  of  this  rival 
show  that  seems  so  much  more  mar- 
velous than  their  own?  Some  dav, 
when  I  go  back.  T  am  going  to  get  an 
interview  with  that  man.  I  want  to 
know,  too,  what  the  witch  doctors 
think  of  Charlie! 
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The  Financial  Progress  o

The  end  of  1925  finds  the  industry  in  far  better 
financial  condition  than  ever  before.  In  fact,  it 
might  be  viewed  as  the  year  in  which  the  motion 
picture  industry  became  definitely  recognized  as 
stabilized  and  the  stocks  of  the  leaders  regarded 
as  safe  investmerts. 

The  plentiful  supply  of  money  has  helped,  for 
as  capital  looked  about  for  suitable  investments, 
the  industry  was  able  to  show  an  attractive  return. 
In  consequence,  more  of  the  companies  have  gone 
into  the  market  and  through  financial  institutions 
of  standing  have  invited  the  public  to  join  in 
stock  ownership  with  them.  This  meant  that 
good  financial  statements  must  first  have  been 
shown,  and  adequate  results  foreseen.  Company 
figures  previously  unpublished  or  only  partially 
known  became  public  and  there  are  now  for  the 
first  time,  accurate  and  authentic  statements  avail- 
able to  seive  as  a  guide  for  the  industry  as  a 
whole  and  as  a  basis  for  comparisons  between  the 
various  leaders. 

The  enormous  increase  in  the  foreign  business 
has  been  especially  marked  in  1925.  Over  the 
entire  world,  following  the  pictures,  there  is  a 
growing  demand  for  the  American  products  that 
unconsciously  display  themselves  in  the  pictures. 

The  "star"  pictures  are  still  in  the  ascendent 
and  the  number  of  stars  with  great  reputations 
being  limited,  this  lias  resulted  in  the  development 
of  more  expensive  and  elaborate  pictures,  the 
small  "program"  pictures  being  almost  discon- 
tinued by  the  larger  companies. 

In  turn,  this  has  led  to  another  far-reaching 
change  which  became  marked  in  1925  and  will 
grow  even  more  powerful  in  1926.  To  show  the 
more  expensive  picture  in  proper  form,  with 
fitting  prologue,  adequate  music  and  impressive 
surroundings,  the  small  theater  became  passe  in 
seating  capacity,  stage  room  and  general  appear- 
ance.    Veritable    palaces    of    marble    and  bronze 


f  the  M.  P.  Industry  in  1925 

Famous  Players-Lasky  Corporation  and 
Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York 

are  being  built,  both  here  and  abroad.  Expert 
showmen  are  developing  tabloid  reviews  and  choice 
spectacles  1  Short  subjects  of  classic  beauty  are 
becoming  obtainable;  architectural  designs  elimi- 
nating posts  and  providing  choice  loges  and  clear 
vision  for  all  seats  are  reaching  perfection ; 
mechanical  devices  that  automatically  reveal  va- 
cant seats;  cooling  plants  that  make  the  theater 
an  oasis  in  the  hottest  climate  or  on  the  warmest 
summer  day ;  all  these  mean  the  investment  of 
immense  sums  in  theater  construction.  Corpora- 
tions of  considerable  size  seem  the  only  means 
of  carrying  out  such  enterprises  on  so  elaborate 
a  scale. 

The  process  of  consolidation  in  all  the  branches 
of  the  industry  has  continued  in  1925  and  is  along 
the  right  economical  lines.  Losses  can  better 
be  absorbed  and  economies  instituted  than  with 
smaller  concerns.  Harmony  between  producer  and 
exhibitor  is  gradually  approaching  the  high  stand- 
ard reached  in  other  industries.  The  extent  to 
which  the  producer  can  protect  his  business  by 
controlling  a  measurable  proportion  of  his  outlet 
is  still  in  the  process  of  adjudication. 

The  Motion  Picture  Industry  can  look  back  to 
1925  as  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years  in  its 
history  and  can  feel  that  the  financial  strength 
developed  in  that  year  has  placed  it  in  an  almost 
invulnerable  position.  There  is  hardly  a  bank 
in  the  country  today  that  does  not  welcome  a 
motion  picture  accotuit  and  that  is  not  willing 
to  extend  whatever  credit  the  statement  warrants. 
The  public  is  supporting  its  pictures  and  buying 
its  securities.  The  quality  of  the  pictures  is 
better  than  ever  before.  Elements  that  make  for 
unsound  methods  and  unsafe  investments  are 
gradually  being  eliminated  and  it  is  not  difficult 
to  fortell  the  day  when,  with  its  few  remaining 
prob'ems  solved,  the  Motion  Picture  Industry  will 
attain  ever  greater  heights  than  it  has  reached 
tday. 


International  Film  Law,  How  It  Protects  the  Author

More  than  any  other  product  of  intellect,  the 
motion  picture  has  the  tendency  to  spread  into 
countries  other  than  the  country  of  its  origin. 
Its  very  nature  enables  it  to  go  beyond  the  limita- 
tions of  nationality,  since  the  spoken  element  is 
pushed  to  the  rear  by  the  optical  effect.  In  the 
country  of  origin  the  picture  is  legally  protected 
by  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  it  is  shown 
for  the  first  time.  The  protection  by  the  laws 
of  this  country  ends  at  its  borders.  Beyond 
these  borders  the  picture  would  be  a  prey  to 
piracy,  if  its  protection  was  not  extended  by 
international  agreement,  namely,  the  agreement 
of  Berne,  Switzerland;  the  agreement  of  Monte- 
video of  January  P.,  1889;  the  agreement  of 
Washington  of  December  20,  1907  (Central  Am- 
erican Union)  ;  the  agreement  of  Caracas  (Bolivian 
Union)  ;  the  three  Pan-American  agreements,  i.  e., 
the  agreement  of  Mexico  of  January  27,  1902; 
the  agreement  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  of  August  23, 
1906;  and  the  agreement  of  Buenos  Aires  of 
August   11,  1910.

On  the  first  look,  this  list  seems  to  be  dry 
reading  matter,  but  if  one  looks  closer,  he  will 
have  a  picture  of  the  great  battle  of  thought 
which  the  "spiritual  property"  is  fighting  for  its 
iccognition  in  this  world.  Fach  agreement  means 
a  new,   hard-fought-for  position. 

To  give  detailed  contents  of  these  agreements 
would  exceed  the  limitations  of  this  article.  It 
may  suffice  to  state  that  many  agreements  con- 
tain detailed  measures  of  protection  of  the  rights 
of  the  author,  while  other  agreements  constitute 
bindings  as  to  trade,  shipping,  and  duty,  regu- 
lating only  on  broad  lines  of  principles  the  pro- 
tection of  the  author's  rights.  In  most  Treaties 
we  find  the  most  favored  nation  clause. 

The  supposition  that  these  many  Treaties  would 
offer  a  faultless  protection  of  the  author's  rights, 
especially  of  those  of  the  film  author,  is  er- 
roneous. Many  great  districts  are  still  missing, 
above  all  that  of  Russia.     In  the  Russian  empire 


the  author  was  protected.  Since  the  closing  ot 
the  agreement  with  France  and  with  Germany, 
Russia  protected  the  productions  protected  in 
France  and  Germany,  especially  motion  pictures. 
Hut  these  agreements  are  no  longer  in  existence. 
Soviet  Russia  and  the  other  Russian  Republics 
have  not  become  parties  to  the  international 
agreement  of  Berne.  In  this  respect  they  are 
far  behind  the  negro  Republic.  Liberia.  If  one 
is  looking  for  the  country  which,  in  contrast  to 
Russia,  offers  the  widest  protection  to  her  au- 
thors and  the  works  of  art  produced  within  her 
boundaries,  one  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  country  is  France.  France  is  a  party  to  the 
agreement  of  Berne  and  to  that  of  Montevideo, 
and  she  has  closed  the  earliest  and  most  numer- 
ous individual  agreements.  This  means  that  pro- 
ductions protected  in  France  enjoy  the  best  pro- 
tection against  screen  versions,  and  that  pictures 
protected  in  France  are  best  protected  elsewhere. 

Reasons  of  space  compel  me  to  restrict  myself 
to  the  most  important  matters.  There  is  the  ques 
tion  oi  the  title.  It  exists  in  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  title  of  a  pic- 
ture is  protected  by  the  author  laws. 

In  any  case,  a  plagiarist  must  be  regarded 
as  operating  under  false  pretences.  An  inter- 
national agreement  (the  so-called  Paris  agreement) 
holds  the  countries  who  are  members  of  the 
agreement  to  provide  for  effective  measures  against 
such  operation  under  false  pretenses.  (Cf  Article 
274  of  "the  Versailles  Peace  Treaty). 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  stated  that  in  con- 
trast to  the  international  regu'ations  of  the  right 
of  the  author,  there  are  no  international  agree- 
ments in  regard  to  censorship.  The  German  cen- 
sorship (federal  censorship  law)  extends  its  effects 
beyond  the  borders  of  Germany  in  as  far  as  it 
makes  the  export  of  German  pictures  into  foreign 
countries  dependent  on  the  interior  censorship 
permit.  An  international  regulation  of  film  cen- 
sorship would  also  be  most  desirable,  and.  as  the 
various  regulations  of  censorship  are  very  similar 
to  each  other,  such  regulation  could  be  reached 
without  much  difficulty.  The  best  regulation, 
of  course,  would  be  the  complete  abolition  of 
censorship. 


Courage  In  The  Movies 

Excerpts  from  several  articles  by  BARNET  BRAVERMAX,  in  "The  Billboard"  in  November. 


When  the  scenario  for  Caligari  was 
first  handed  to  Wiene  the  manuscript 
specified  none  of  the  style  that  appeared 
in  the  production.  In  form,  the  original 
scenario  was  conventional.  But  Wiene 
saw  an  opportunity  of  getting  away  from 
the  customary  by  giving  the  scenes  in 
Caligari  settings  and  forms  which  inten- 
sified the  thought  and  emotions  of  the 
characters  and  established  a  very  posi- 
tive relation  between  them  and  mimetic 
action.  The  authors  did  not  want  expres- 
sionistic  decorations  and  acting.  To  this 
day  they  do  not  understand  why  the  pic- 
ture had  success.  Mayor,  one  of  its  au- 
thors, and  who  later  wrote  the  scenario 
for  The  Last  Laugh,  has  come  around 
to  Wiene's  attitude;  the  other  still  insists 
that  Wiene  never  should  have  handled 
the  production  of  Caligari  in  the  abstract 
style  he  gave  it.  If  that  had  happened 
then  the  world  wouldn't  have  seen  or 
heard  of  this  unusual  film  nor  would 
critics  now  be  lavishing  praise  upon  it. 
Then  again  Wiene  did  not  know  'to 
whom  he  was  going  to  sell  his  Caligari 
production.  He  had  no  outlet.  These 
items  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  sheer 


courage  of  the  man.  That  the  name  of 
Robert  Wiene  is  little  known  in  the 
United  States  is  due  to  an  impersonal  in- 
terest in  himself  as  an  individual,  to  a 
fanaticism  for  the  silver  sheet  that  over- 
shadows desire  for  immediate  personal 
glory,  and  to  the  mediocre  exploitation 
which  Caligari  received  when  exhibited 
in  this  country.  Another  factor  that  mili- 
tated against  the  development  of  a  healthy 
curiosity  about  the  creator  of  the  picture 
was  the  prejudice  against  all  things  Ger- 
man, for  Caligari  was  shown  here  shortly 
after  the  war  ended. 

First  Try  at  Art  in  the  Films 
Today  it  is  generally  recognized  that 
Dr.  Caligari's  Cabinet  was  the  first  effort 
to  create  a  genuine  art  of  the  silver  sheet. 
Joseph  Urban,  internationally  known 
theater  man  and  designer,  declared  it  the 
greatest  motion  picture  ever  produced. 
Its  visual  novelties,  its  elimination  of  or- 
dinary interiors,  racing,  perspectives, 
prairie  scenes,  fist  fights,  commonplace 
avenues  and  parks,  the  absence  of  violent, 
bastard  architecture,  the  creation  of  origi- 
nal decors,  the  dramatic  effect  attained  by 
toying  with  proportion,  space  and  archi- 
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tectural  form,  the  utmost  of  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  players  to  convey  the  essence 
of  emotion  and  thought— all  these  are  re- 
sults which  Wiene  obtained  by  applying 
art  to  the  cinema.  The  most  ambitious 
American  project  which  approaches 
Wiene's  great  picture  and  has  touches  of 
the  latter  is  the  James  Cruze  production 
of  The  Beggar  on  Horseback.  Famous 
Players'  executives  are  to  be  commended 
for  making  this  experiment  of  presenting 
a  film  based  on  fantasy  *  *  *  an  element 
sadly  missing  in  most  films.  It  was  dar- 
ing indeed  for  Famous  Players  and  Cruze 
to  produce  their  film  fantasy  when  one 
remembers  that  public  taste  has  been  cor- 
rupted by  naturalistic  celluloid  trash. 

The  outstanding  features  of  Wiene's 
style  is  that  he  uses  art  forms  instead 
of  tricks  peculiar  to  the  conventional 
photographer  and  sensational  magazine  il- 
lustrator. His  method  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  Wiene  to  become  a  competitor 
of  photographers,  illustrators,  headline 
writers  and  producers  of  hysterical  melo- 
drama. His  viewpoint  is  unknown  to 
those  in  the  American  motion  picture  in- 
dustry and  to  cinema  enthusiasts  in  gen- 
eral. His  conception  of  the  films  today, 
the  adaptation  of  novels  and  stage  plays 
for  the  screen,  differences  in  cinema  and 
stage  directing,  his  comment  on  American 
films,  his  procedure  in  production — these 
are  items  on  which  Dr.  Robert  Wiene 
has  some  precise  notions. 

"Americans  Have  No  Courage" — Wiene 

Wiene  admits  that  he  is  a  screen  fan- 
atic and  therefore  gives  much  more 
thought  to  the  future  of  the  cinema  than 
to  immediate  business  problems  connec- 
ted with  it.  However,  he  isn't  blind  to 
conditions  in  the  cinema  in  the  United 
States  and  other  countries.  He  is  aware 
that  there  are  two  sides  to  cinema  pro- 
duction as  represented  by  the  salesman 
and  the  regisseur.  These  are  the  two 
who  work  on  a  picture  despite  the  public 
impression  that  the  director  is  the  sole 
arbiter  in  its  production.  These  two  ele- 
ments, the  salesman  and  the  director,  are 
like  two  horses  pulling  in  opposite  direc- 
tions *  *  *  the  salesman  clamoring  for 
pictures  that  are  strictly  box-office  mag- 
nets, and  the  director  who,  if  he  possesses 
vision  and  independence  is  frequently  in 
conflict  with  the  aims  of  the  salesman. 
Wiene  points  out  that  the  film  is  a  new 
art  medium,  that  unlike  the  theater  and 
other  branches  of  the  arts,  the  silver 
screen  has  no  traditions.  With  the  sales 
manager  in  a  position  of  dominance  the 
movie  director  is  in  too  difficult  a  situa- 
tion to  contribute  to  motion  picture  tradi- 
tion. 

But  regardless  of  the  conflict  between  sales- 
man and  director,  Wiene  realizes  that  the  best  way 
in  which  to  appeal  to  the  movie  public  in  Eu- 
rope, and  I  would  include  that  of  the  States 
too,  although   some  people  might   disagree  with 


me,  is  to  produce  motion  pictures  ORIGINAL 
IN  THEME  and  TREATMENT.  To  do  this 
requires  courage.  *  *  * 

Due  to  a  general  lack  of  courage  on  the  part 
of  our  producers  and  directors  to  devise  new 
torms  in  the  motion  picture  Wiene  believes  that 
American  films  reveal  these  shortcomings: 

1 —  iliey  contain  no  problems. 

2 —  Every  film  nearly  is  like  its  predecessor. 

3 —  Lack  of  experimentation  with  new  archi- 
tects, new  artists,  new  actors. 

4 —  The  same  type  of  players  are  featured  re- 
gardless of  merit  in  their  acting 

5 —  Players  rarely  have  problems  in  dramatic 
interpretation. 

6 —  Mistake  is  made  of  appealing  to  weaknesses 
of  public. 

Another  cause  for  mediocrity  and  the  lack  of 
courage  in  the  screen  world,  according  to  Wiene, 
is  that  when  the  movie  first  appeared  as  a  com- 
mercial commodity  for  mass  entertainment  it  was 
scorned  by  good  actors  and  stage  directors.  Con- 
sequently the  films  were  left  open  to  many  who 
were  mediocre,  to  those  who  had  a  nose  for  its 
me/cial  possibilities,  to  people  with  more  in- 
genuity than  imagination.  Most  of  these  have 
held  fast,  and  it  is  only  in  recent  years  that  some 
men  and  women  of  ability  have  filtered  into  mo- 
tion picture  production.  He  also  believes  there 
are  too  many  people  of  yesterday  in  the  films 
who  make  it  difficult  for  able  individuals  to  enter 
the  cinema  world  now  that  the  latter  realize  what 
a  line  medium  the  silver  sheet  actually  is.  *  *  * 

Basic  Factors 

Wiene  considers  there  are  five  basic  factors 
in  the  equipment  of  the  screen  director:  (1)  Talent 
for  the  films.  (2)  Feeling  for  rhythm.  (3)  Feel- 
ing for  movement.  (4)  Ability  to  secure  from 
the  actor  the  utmost  of  feeling  in  pantomime. 
(5)  Taste  for  decorations  and  the  realization  that 
they  must  in  the  film  be  intensely  related  to  the 
player.  To  this  I  would  add  a  sixth  and  much 
neglected  factor — that  of  pictorial  composition. 

TALENT  FOR  THE  FILMS:  Criticism  is 
easy,  yet  it  must  be  admitted  that  screen  pic- 
tures which  justly  belong  under  the  head  of 
celluloid  trash  reflect  anything  but  the  kind  ot 
talent  which  Wiene  has  in  mind.  The  directors 
of  such  pictures  show  that  they  understand  the 
mechanics  of  cinema,  but  are  deplorably  short 
nn  imagination  and  dramatic  values;  this  may 
be  due  to  the  type  of  executive  who  doesn't  per- 
mit his  director  to  expand,  and  then  again  the 
director  may  be  naturally  limited  in  his  capacity 
for  dramatic  visualization.  Bad  players  also 
handicap  a  director  who  may  be  very  talented, 
for  the  pantomime  of  cinema  requires  actors  of 
unusual    intelligence    and    finely    developed  sensi- 

t  es.  Talent  for  the  film  on  the  part  of  a 
director  requires  a  rare  combination  of  qualities, 
the  principal  one  being  the  imagination  he  brings 
to  his  work.  The  mechanics  of  the  films  are 
simple ;  with  them  the  talented  director  can  do 
what  he  chooses. 

FEELING  FOR  RHYTHM:  The  waste  of 
much  footage  may  be  ascribed  to  lack  of  feeling 
for  rhythm.  Usually  when  a  director  requires 
100,000  or  more  feet  of  film  for  a  picture  that 
ultimately  is  to  be  5,000  feet  what  can  it  mean 
but  two  things:  (1)  No  plan  of  visualization 
i  own.  (2)  No  sense  of  rhythm.  The  direc- 
tor who  has  ai  definite  idea  of  what  he  is  going 
to  put  into  a  picture  is  more  likely  to  -give 
it  proportionate  rhythm,  dramatic  power,  and  need 
less  footage  and  time  for  its  production.  This 
type  of  director  knows  how  each  scene  will 
appear  in  his  picture,  how  that  scene  should 
look  in  relation  to  other  scenes.  The  director 
with  a  definite  plan  of  visualization  takes  scenes 
with  ai  minimum  of  footage  consumption  and  is 
no  slave  to  the  script.  Precision  and  carefully 
wrought  visualization  assure  decisiveness  which 
makes  tricks  and  fake  effects  unnecessary.  The 
conception  of  a  picture's  rhythm  is  fixed  in  the 
director's  mind  before  he  shoots  a  single  scene. 
For  after  all  it  is  easy  to  shoot  pictures  ;  anybody 
can  do  that  with  the  aid  of  a  camera  man.

Irving  Harlow  Hart,  director  of  the 
Iowa  State  Teachers'  College,  completed 
a  survey  in  March,  of  the  best  sellers 
published  between  1900  and  1925  and  from 
this,  has  evolved  a  chart  of  the  100  books 
of  fiction  ranking  highest  in  point  of  sales 
and  a  second  chart  listing  the  first  one 
hundred  authors.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  "The  Publishers  Weekly"  the  charts 
are  reproduced  in  THE  HIM  V EAR 
BOOK. 

The  basis  of  the  compilation  is  this: 
The  classification  has  been  made  from  the 
lists  of  best  sellers  published  in  "The 
Bookman"  from  1900  to  1918  and  in 
"Books  of  the  Month"  from  1919  to  1924. 
All  percentages  less  than  ten  have  been 
rejected.  In  other  words,  a  book  must 
have  been  mentoned  by  at  least  ten  per 
cent  of  the  booksellers  reporting  in  any 
one  month  in  order  to  have  its  score 
recorded. 

Hart  explains  that,  taken  as  a  whole, 
this  list  may  be  accepted  as  inclusive  of 
the  books  of  highest  popularity  during 
the  years  from  190(1  through  1924.  He 
says    there    are    doubtless,    other  books 


whose  popularity,  it  absolutely  accurate 
measurement  were  possble,  may  have 
been  sufficient  to  justify  inclusion,  there- 
by displacing  certain  of  those  low  in  the 
list.  It  is  not  claimed  that  this  sum- 
mary does  mori'  than  present  in  ordered 
and  organized  from  the  data  obtained 
from  the  book.sellers'  lists. 

A  cursory  examination  of  Hart's  list 
shows  that  between  60  and  7(1  per  cent 
of  the  stories  have  already  been  filmed. 

From  the  lists  of  best  sellers,  it  would 
appear  that  no  other  author  as  yet  has 
attained  a  prominence  through  his  appeal 
to  the  public  taste  in  fiction  which  en- 
titles him  to  rank  with  Winston  Church- 
ill, even  though  the  latter  has  published 
nothing  since  1917.  All  of  Harold  Bell 
Wreight's  nine  books  except  the  first 
two  appearing  in  the  lists,  "The  Shepherd 
of  the  Hits"  and  "The  Calling  of  Dan 
Matthews"  rank  among  the  first  hundred 
books. 

In  the  first  chart  the  heading  "Months" 
refers  to  the  period  during  which  that 
particular  book  was  popular  and  in  de- 
mand.

UTMOST  OF  FEELING  IN  PANTOMIME: 
The  ability  to  secure  the  utmost  of  feeling  from 
a  player  necessitates  a  senstiveness  anil  capacity 
for  visualization  in  both  director  and  player.  This 
is  one  of  the  strong  features  of  European  films. 
Their  directors  and  actors  know  pantomime.  But 
lo  help  an  actor  impart  the  utmost  feeling  and 
characterization  he  must  first  be  aware  of  the 
director's  concretion,  which  means  that  the  direc- 
tor should  first  conceive  just  what  the  player 
is  to  do.  But  as  happens  so  often  in  our  the- 
aters, actors  of  the  movies  APPEAR  ir.  rather 
than  PLAY  in  parts.  With  many  cinema  players 
recruited  from  the  theater,  where  the  acting  tech- 
nique varies  from  that  of  the  cinema,  it  is  easy  to 
trace  the  teason  for  limitations  m  pantomime, 
.  lost  art  ill  the  theater  "1  today.  1  have  al- 
ways been  puzzled  why  movie  production  man- 
agers will  continue  taking  people  from  the  stage 
instead  oi  uniting  or  developing  players  who  are 
to  be  strictly  screen  actors. 

DECORATIONS:  This  item  has  been  covered 
e'sewhere   in  this  article. 

PICTORIAL  COMPOSITION:  The  best  mo- 
tion pictures  will  always  be  90  per  cent  drama: 
they  must  be  intensified  far  beyond  the  stage 
drama  because  of  the  absence  of  the  speaking 
voice,  and  for  these  reasons  pictorial  composition 
in  the  movies  must  also  be  intensive — and  in- 
tensively simple  but  effective,  I  should  say.  I 
have  seen  many  a  charming  pictorial  setting  on 
the  screen  create  a  dash  between  character  and 
situation.  Pictorial  composition  today  continues 
to  show  too  much  detail,  little  ingenuity  and  fre- 
quently interferes  with  the  tempo  of  the  acting. 
The  purely  pictorial  has  no  place  in  screen  drama 
except  to  serve  as  means  of  giving  a  story  the 
necessary  atmosphere,  intensity  of  line  and  mass 
in  relation  to  theme  and  player.  At  the  same 
time  dramatic  action  in  the  films  with  de- 
sign or  masses  in  a  scene,  dramatic  action,  however 
unpleasant  to  see.  Without  this  planning  of  de- 
sign or  masses  in  a  scene  dramatic  action,  however 
effective,  suffers.  Irrelevant  lighting  schemes  and 
gingerbread  architecture  with  all  their  violent  detail 
also  detract  from  dramatic  action.  However, 
they  are  evident  in  the  movies.  It  takes  a  di- 
rector who  is  an  artist  to  maintain  balance  be- 
tween dramatic  action  and  pictorial  composition, 
and  at  this  Rex  Ingram  is  almost  without  an 
equal  among  American  directors.  But  the  simple, 
abstract  composition  is  best  for  the  movie  scene, 
as  it  helps  the  story  of  the  drama  and  the  mime- 
tic action  of  the  player.  *  *  * 


The  Harmon  Foundation — 
Pictures  for  Churches 

An  organization  to  be  known  as  the  Religious 
Motion  Picture  Foundation,  Inc.,  which  has  for 
its  purpose  the  production  and  distribution  of 
strictly  religious  pictures  for  use  in  the  churches, 
has  been  created  by  the  Harmon  Foundation  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America  and  the  Motion 
Picture  Producers  and  Distributors  of  America, 
the  latter  known  better  as  the  Hays'  organiza- 
tion. The  pictures  will  be  aids  to  the  sermons 
preached  and  in  no  sense  what  are  called  "en- 
tertainment" pictures. 

William  E.  Harmon  is  president  of  the  new 
Foundation  and  George  Reid  Andrews,  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Educational  and  Religious 
Drama,  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  is 
vice-president  and  general  manager.  Members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  are:  The  Rev.  S. 
Parkes  Cadman,  president  of  the  Federal  Coun- 
cil of  Churches,  John  H.  Finley,  Dr.  Samuel 
McCune  Lindsay,  W.  Burke  Harmon,  and  Carl 
E.  Milliken,  former  Governor  of  Maine.  A  fund 
of  $50,000  has  been  set  aside  by  Mr.  Harmon 
to  carry  on  the  work  in  its  early  stages.

The  first  step  in  the  organization's  plans  is 
to  be  experimental  in  the  distribution  of  pic- 
tures. A  few  programs  of  the  sort  of  pictures 
lending  themselves  to  church  work  will  be  re- 
vised and  used  experimentally.  Along  with  this 
work  in  distribution,  which  is  considered  of  im- 
mediate concern,  will  go  the  production  of  new 
pictures.  Among  the  first  tor  which  production 
is  contemplated  according  to  Mr.  Andrews,  is 
a  series  entitled  "How  We  Got  Our  Bible." 
The  first  unit  of  this  series  will  be  on  the  story 
of  the  translation  of  the  New  Testament  into 
English  by  William  Tyndale  -100  years  ago,  the 
anniversary  of  which  is  being  celebrated  this 
year. 

Formation  of  the  Foundation  follows  many 
months  of  experimental  work  with  religious  pic- 
tures— experiments  made  jointly  by  the  HaTmon 
Foundation,  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
through  its  Committee  on  Religious  Drama,  and 
the  Motion  Picture  Producers  and  Distributors 
of  America.  A  special  department  was  set  up 
by  Mr.  Hays  to  carry  on  the  work  of  experi- 
mentation and  800  reels  of  religious  and  semi- 
religious  subjects,  already  in  existence,  were  ex- 
amined. From  this  enormous  amount  of  ma- 
terial, 1 1  reels  were  assembled.  These  portrayed 
two  Biblical  stories:  Joseph  and  His  Brethren, 
and  The  Exodus.  These  were  edited,  re-titled, 
and  animated  maps  showing  the  regions  in  which 
the  episodes  took  place  were  added. 

When  this  work  was  completed  the  pictures 
were  shown  over  a  period  of  two  months  in 
suburban  churfches,  two  on  the  outskirts  of 
Brooklyn  and  the  others  in  White  Plains,  Cliff  side 
Park,  Jamaica,  East  Rockaway,  Milford,  Conn., 
Teaneck,  N.  J.,  Mt.  Kisco,  N.  Y.  and  Caldwell, 
N.  J.,  the  showings  being  arranged  through  the 
F'ederal  Council  of  Churches. 

The  experiment  showed  that  the  average  at- 
tendance in  these  churches  on  Sunday  evenings 
on  which  religious  pictures  were  shown  increased 
36  per  cent,  although  for  the  purpose  of  experi- 
ment no  advance  advertising  was  used. 

In  explaining  what  he  means  by  religious  pic- 
tures, Mr.  Andrews  said  : 

"We  have  called  our  organization  The  Religious 
Motion  Picture  Foundation,  but  we  have  not  at- 
tempted a  definition  of  religion.  The  true  artist 
does  not  waste  much  time  in  phrase  making ; 
he  is  content  to  paint.  We  shall  seek  to  give 
expression  to  those  universal  religious  experiences 
of  men  insofar  as  we  can  discover  them  and  thus 
let  the  action  reveal  the  inner  spirit.  We  shall 
seek  to  employ  the  text  of  the  Great  Teacher, 
'By  Their   Fruits  Shall   Ye  Know  Them.' 

"In  the  spoken  or  silent  drama,  the  word  must 
become  flesh  if  there  is  to  be  drama  at  all.  There 
is  great  virtue,  we  believe,  in  this  necessity 
Whether  we  will  or  no,  we  cannot  spend  our 
time  in  fruitless  theological  argument;  we  shall 
be  forced  to  think  vitally  and  concretely  about 
religion.  By  means  of  the  dramatic  method,  we 
hope  to  give  newness  and  freshness  to  the  things 
of   the  spirit."

SOME  INVENTIONS  OF  1925 
Spoor's   Third   Dimension  Camera 

George  K.  Spoor,  president  of  the  Essanay 
Film  Co.,  of  Chicago,  and  P.  John  Berggren,  an 
expert  in  cinematics,'  perfected  a  third  dimension 
camera,  after  nine  years  of  work.  This  new 
process  was  given  a  test  in  Chicago  in  September, 
relative  to  which  H.  Campbell  Duncan  reported 
in  "The  Chicago  Post" : 


"Out  of  the  momentary  darkness  there  leaped 
a  series  of  views  of  Niagara  Falls  that  were 
fairly  breathcatching  in  their  loveliness.  They 
were  Niagara  Falls.  One  got  all  the  feeling  of 
immensity,  of  the  pleucidity  and  weight  of  the 
water,  of  the  shapes  and  contours  of  the  rocks 
and  cliffs  ar.d  the  complete  feeling  of  dimensions 
that  in  the  ordinary  picture  are  for  the  most 
part  flattened  out.  There  was,  however,  none  of 
that  cardboard  silhouette  effect  that  one  associates 
with  the  old-fgashioned  stereoscope,  which  used  to 
be  the  chief  parlor  table  ornament  of  our  youth. 
The  name  that  has  been  given  this  new  process 
best  describes  the  result — Natural  Vision.  Look- 
ing across  the  expanse  of  hurtling  water  above 
the  Canadian  horseshoe  one  was  acutely  conscious 
of  the  distance  to  the  other  bank,  and  the  out- 
standing point  on  the  rim  of  the  cataract  fell 
into  their  natural  dimensional  relationships.  The 
whole  thing  was  run  off  without  titles,  explana- 
tions or  anything  else,  and  it  stood  up  as  the 
last  word  in  moton  pictures  in  the  experience 
of  this  writer. 

"But  here  is  another  remarkable  thing.  The 
picture  appears  the  same,  no  matter  whether  one 
sits  directly  facing  it  or  away  off  on  the  side. 
There  is  none  of  the  distortion  that  those  in  the 
side  seats  get  with  the  ordinary  picture,  when  the 
actors  appear  to  have  been  passed  thru  a  flatten- 
ing process  lengthways.  The  picture  keeps  its 
proper  proportion  from  all  angles. 

"The  'natural  vision'  picture  was  conceived  by 
Spoor  of  use  in  the  modern  super-movie  theater, 
with  its  enormous  expanse  of  stage,  within  the 
procenium  of  which  the  standard  sized  silver  sheet 
appears  rather  like  a  postage  stamp  in  the  center 
of  an  envelope.  With  the  great  oblong  screen 
now  made  possible  the  opportunities  for  develop- 
ing the  picture  drama  are  mutiplied  indefinitely  in 
almost  every  direction. 

"A  number  of  articles  already  have  been  pub- 
lished regarding  the  technical  side  of  the  new- 
process.  It  may,  however,  be  briefly  explained 
by  saying  that  natural  vision  photography  is  the 
mechanical  reproduction  of  the  human  system  of 
vision  and  is  based  on  a  new  photographic  prin- 
ciple. Until  the  present  time  all  photography  has 
been  a  reproduction  of  a  monocular  view  and  con- 
sequently has  been  limited  to  height  and  breadth. 
To  be  able  to  reproduce  a  suggestion  of  depth, 
a  system  of  angular  photography  must  be  used 
to  attain  a  double  perspective,  and  also  a  double 
angular  reflection  of  light  of  the  objects  photo- 
graphed. To  obtain  these  two  different  and  sepa- 
rate images,  erect  them  back  and  focus  them  both 
over  a  common  photographic  plane,  it  is  necessary 
to  use  the  new  system  of  light  ray  selection  de- 
signed and  adopted  by  Spoor  and  Berggren." 


Trimble  Perfects  a  Gyroscopic  Camera 
Larry  Trimble,  in  conjunction  with  Ferdinand 
O'Rilcy,  a  Canadian  inventor,  perfected  a  gyro- 
scopic camera  in  Los  Angeles,  which  Trimble  used 
in  connection  with  the  filming  of  "My  Old  Dutch," 
for  Universal.  The  camera  swings  from  a  small 
movable  crane,  and,  it  is  claimed,  secures  unusual 
shots  from  unusual  angles. 


Swiss  Company  Introduces  Talking  Films 
Tri-Ergon,  Ltd.,  a  Swiss  organization,  in  Aug- 
ust introduced  a  new  talking  film  to  the  American 
market.  The  invention  is  claimed  to  be  the  re- 
sult of  seven  years'  work  on  the  part  of  J.  Mas- 
selle,  H.  Vogt  and  Dr.  J.  Engl,  and  is  owned  by 
Tri-Ergon. 

One  of  the  chief  technical  features  of  the  de- 
vice, known  as  the  "Kathodophone,"  is  a  mi- 
crophone for  which  its  sponsors  claim  an  ability 
to  obtain  pure  sounds.  There  is  also  an  elec- 
trical amplifier  described  as  a  highly  perefcted 
technical  achievement  and  an  ultra  frequency  lamp 
which  transforms  electric  current  in  sound  waves 
into  a  luminous  patch  which  illuminates  the  film. 
The  same  apparatus  which  projects  ordinary  film 
can  be  used  for  the  new  acoustic  film.

The  pictures  are  judged  from  the  attitude  of 
the  normal  public  and  not  as  individuals.  They 
are  indorsed  from  the  standpoint  of  clean,  whole- 
some instruction  and  entertainment. 

There  were  51  pictures  not  indorsed  during 
the  year  for  various  reasons,  such  as  vulgarity, 
inaitistic  scenes  and  bad  moral  tone.  Some  of 
them  were  "Locked  Doors,"  "True  as  Steel," 
"The  Recoil,"  "His  Hour,"  "Sinners  in  Silk,"  "The 
White  Moth,"  "The  Moral  Sinner,"  and  "Three 
Weeks."  The  most  popular  actor  was  Harold 
Lloyd  and  the  most  popular  pictures  were  West- 
ern pictures. 

A  request  came  for  the  picture  "The  Girl  of  the 
Limberlost,"  to  be  used  at  a  deaf  mute  institu- 
tion, as  nature  picturesbring  untold  happiness 
to  these  students  and  the  beautiful  portrayal  of 
outdoor  life  in  this  picture  proved  very  helpful 
to  them. 

"Dante's  Inferno,"  just  newly  made  would  prove 
very  beneficial  to  college  students,  who  study  this 
classic.  It  has  been  used  as  a  lecture  course 
in  many  colleges.  In  a  recent  movie  survey  in 
a  western  town  it  was  discovered  that  melodrama 
was  liked  better  than  all  other  dramatic  enter- 
tainment; comedy  came  next,  then  historical  pic- 
lures  with  the  sex-drama1  running  a  weak  fourth 
Scenics  were  found  popular,  more  than  80  per 
rent  of  the  public  were  strongly  in  favor  of  this 
kind  of  reel.  Movie  fans  were  more  interested 
in  the  stories  than  they  were  in  the  stars  who 
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play  in  the  pictures.  More  than  three-quarters  of 
the  movie  goers  were  in  favor  of  special  attrac- 
tions such  as  singers  and  special  features.  Nearly 
75  per  cent  of  those  questioned  declared  they  pre- 
ferred the  motion  picture  to  vaudeville.  This  is 
just  an  illustration  that  the  motion  picture  inter- 
est is  increasing  more  each  day. 

There  were  520  pictures  seen  by  the  Committee 
during  the  last  year  and  369  indorsed.  There  has 
been  approximately  5,500  pictures  viewed  by  the 
Committee  in  ten  years  and  between  sixty-five 
and  seventy  per  cent  indorsed. 

"The  Sea  Hawk,"  the  massive,  spectacular  splen- 
dor, the  wonderful  human  appeal  and  the  splendid 
work  of  Milton  Sills  makes  it  stand  out  above 
all  pictures.     It  has  won  many  laurels.

Censor  Board  Standards 


Atlanta,  Georgia 

In  Atlanta  there  is  a'  Board  of  Review,  but  not 
properly  a  Censor  Board.  The  Chairman  of  this 
Board  is  Mrs.  Alonzo  Richardson.  The  only 
powers  this  Board  has  is  to  review  pictures,  and 
it  any,  in  their  opinion,  should  not  be  permitted 
to  be  shown,  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  city 
officials.

Amusement  Inspector,  Mrs.  Myrtelle  W.  Snell, 
City  Hall 

Birmingham  has  an  amusement  inspector,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety. 
Thirty  theaters  are  under  inspection.  This 
includes  one  so-called  road  house  and  three  vaude- 
ville theaters,  two  of  which  show  feature  pictures 
regularly  in  connection  with  the  vaudeville. 

Says  Mrs.  Snell:  "The  plan  for  inspection  of 
motion  pictures  in  Birmingham  is  similar  to  that 
of  Boston  and  many  other  places.  A  city  ordi- 
nance requires  that  all  exhibitors  file  in  the  office 
of  the  inspector  their  booking  lists  for  the  coming 
week.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  check 
these  lists  by  the  bulletins  of  the  National  Board 
of  Review.  If  any  eliminations  in  plays  have  been 
requested  by  the  Board,  the  inspector  types  them 
and  sends  them  to  the  exhibitors  who  are  re- 
quired to  see  that  the  eliminations  are  made.  If 
they  have  not  been  made  before  the  film  was  re- 
ceived, they  are  made  here  and  the  fact  that  i:  was 
necessary  to  make  cuts  here  is  reported  to  the 
National  Board  of  Review,  who  take  up  the  matter 
with  the  producing  company  and  insist  on  said 
eliminations  being  made  in  the  future. 

"In  the  event  that  any  plays  are  to  be  presented 
that  have  not  been  passed  by  the  National  Board, 
the  inspector  may  require  a  private  showing  before 
the  play  is  shown  publicly.  Posters  are  viewed 
regularly. 

"In  order  to  do  constructive  work  for  better 
films,  a  Better  Films  Committee  has  been  organized 
to  work  in  co-operation  with  the  city  amusement 
inspector,  to  encourage,  foster  and  promote  clean, 
wholesome  and  better  films  to  disseminate  infor- 
mation concerning  current  releases,  in  order  that 
the  public  may  exercise  an  intelligent  selection 
of  their  individual  entertainment  and  to  promote 
the  use  of  motion  pictures  in  institutions,  hospi- 
tals and  lural  communities.  Fifty  organiza- 
tions are  affiliated  members.  There  are  eighty-six 
individual  members.  Other  clubs  not  affiliated 
with  the  Better  Films  Committee  have  motion 
picture  committees  who  co-operate  with  the  Bet- 
ter Films  Committee.  Churches,  schools,  libraries 
fraternal  and  civic  organizations,  parent-teachers 
associations,  the  D.  A.  R.  and  federated  clubs  are 
represented  on  the  Executive  Board.  Twelve  visit- 
ing committees  of  six  members  each  visit  daily 
the  pictures  in  the  neighborhood  theaters  and  re- 
port to  the  city  inspector.  The  Better  Films 
Committee  represents  more  than  2,000  people. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  monthly. 

"An  indorsing  committee  views  all  first-run 
plays  in  down  town,  theaters  every  Monday  and 
report  to  the  inspector.  Those  plays  considered 
worthy  are  indorsed  and  the  reports  are  publish- 
ed weekly,  on  Tuesday,  in  the  Birmingham  News 
in  a  Better  Films  column. 

"Lists  of  plays  for  the  week  that  are  on  the 
selected  list  of  the  National  Better  Films  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Board  of  Review  are  pre- 
pared by  the  inspector  and  published  weekly  in 
the  News,  Age-Herald  and  Post.  The  approved 
lists  are  also  posted  in  the  City  Hall,  in  the  cen- 
tral library,  in  hotels,  in  club  rooms,  all  High 
Schools,  colleges,  private  schools  and  in  some  of 
the  elementary  schools. 

"Boys'  and  Girls'  Matinees  have  been  put  on 
by  two  exhibitors  with  the  co  operation  of  the 
Better  Films  Committee  and  the  inspector. 

"An  alphabetical  card  index  of     all  first-run 


plays  viewed  in  Birmingham  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  amusement  inspector. 

"Thq  city  inspector  has  the  co-operation  of  the 
City  Commissioner,  the  local  exhibitors,  several 
clergymen,  the  schools,  the  press,  the  club  women 
and  the  women  of  the  parent-teachers  associations."

Standards 

Their  standards  of  censoring  are  principally 
against  obscene  and  indecent  scenes  in  pictures 
or  in  the  theme  of  a  picture.  Ususally  they  will 
permit  or  suggest  changes  in  pictures  to  meet 
their  standards.  They  also  are  rather  strict  in 
censoring  anything  relating  to  criminology,  such 
as  scenes  with  unnecessary  gun  play,  finger  prints, 
burglaries  and  so  forth. 

Their  jurisdiction  is  only  over  pictures  shown 
in  the  city  of  Detroit,  but  the  eliminations  and 
changes  that  they  make  are  practically  universally 
carried  out  by  the  film  exchanges  throughout  the 
state. 

The  censor  board  does  not  make  public  its  re- 
jections for  the  year,  except  in  a  report  to  the 
commissioner  of  police  which  may  or  may  not 
reach  the  newspapers.

All  scenes  which  are  obscene,  salacious,  inde- 
cent, immoral,  or  teach  false  ethics,  such  as  the 
following,    should    be    elim  nated : 

(a)  SEX 

(1)  Productions  which  emphasize  and  ex- 
aggerate sex  appeal  or  depict  scenes 
therein  exploiting  interest  in  sex  in  an 
immoral  or  suggestive  form  or  manner. 

(2)  Those  based  upon  white  slavery  or 
commercialized  vice  or  scenes  show- 
ing the  procurement  of  women  or  any 

of  the  activities  attendant  upon  thia 
traffic. 

(3)  Those  thematically  making  prominent 
an  illicit  love  affair  which  tends  _  to 
make  virtue  odious  and  vice  attractive. 

(4)  Scenes  which  exhibit  nakedness  or  per- 
sons scantily  and  suggestively  dressed, 
particularly  suggestive  bedroom  _  and 
oath  room  scenes  and  scenes  of  incit- 
ing dances. 

(5)  Scenes  which  unnecessarily  prolong  ex- 
pressions or  demonstrations  of  pas- 
sionate love. 

(6)  Stcries  or  scenes  which  are  vulgar  and 
portray  improper  gestures,  postures,  and 
attitudes. 

(7)  Scenes  which  tend  to  give  the  idea  that 
sexual  vice  accompanied  by  luxury 
makes  vice  excusable. 

(b)  VICE,  CRIME  AND  VIOLENCE 

(1)  Theme  predominantly  concerned  with 
the  underworld  or  vice  or  crime,  and 
like  scenes;  unless  the  scenes  are  a 
part  of  an  essential  conflict  between 
good  and  evil. 

(2)  Stories  which  make  crime,  drunkenness 
and  gambling,  and  like  scenes  which 
show  the  use  of  narcotics  and  other  un- 
natural practices  dangerous  to  social 
morality,  attractive. 

(3)  Stories  and  scenes  which  may  instruct 
the  immature  and  susceptible  in  methods 
zi  committing  crime  or  by  cumulative 
processes  emphasize  crime  and  the  com- 
mission of  crime.

1  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  any  auditorium 
for  the  use  of  flammable  film  where  an  enclosing, 
standard  fire  proof  booth  is  not  provided  for  the 
projection  machine.  ■  . 

2.  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  any  auditorium 
located  above  or  below  the  first  floor  of  a  build- 
ing where  it  is  intended  to  use  flammable  film. 

3.  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  any  auditorium 
located  about  the  second  floor  of  a  building. 

4.  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  any  auditorium 
for  the  use  of  any  balcony  for  any  purpose  other 
than  to  accommodate  the  projection  machine, 
booth   and   accessory  equipment. 

5.  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  an  auditorium 
without  an  enclosing,  standard  fire-proof  booth, 
where    the   machine    to    be    used    has   not  been

approved  by  the  Industrial  Board  for  the  use 
intended. 

6.  No  permit  will  be  issued  (or  any  auditorium 
where  the  machine  operator  has  not  first  applied 
for  and  received  the  permit  required  by  the  In 
dustrial  Board  Rulings. 

7.  To  obtain  a  permit  for  any  auditorium,  floor 
plans  or  sketches,  in  duplicate,  showing  aisles, 
seating  arrangements,  and  all  exit  facilities,  with 
all  dimensions  plainly  marked  and  drawn  to  scale, 
must  be  submitted  to  the  office  of  the  Chief  In- 
spector, Department  of  Labor  and  Industry.

Suggestive  scenes  and  subtitles  are  carefully  cut 
Especially  strict  with  regard  to  anything  tending 
to  show  the  details  of  crime,  the  means  of  suicide, 
or  any  scenes  where  the  stamp  of  approval  is 
placed  upon  moral  lapses. 

Chairman  Dean  says :  "The  Memphis  Board  of 
Censorship  has  no  clearly  defined  standards  of 
censorship.  Each  picture,  play  or  act  is  judged 
on  its  own  merits.  Generally  speaking,  however, 
the  Board  endeavors  to  judge  pictures  on  the 
following  basis : 

"We  insist  that  films  which  handle  sex  prob- 
lems must  do  so  from  the  standpoint  of  moral 
betterment.  That  is,  such  a  vital  and  delicate 
matter  should  not  be  treated  so  as  to  condone 
wrong,  making  a  jest  of  it  or  in  a  manner  which 
might  encourage  or  excuse  wrong  doing.  We  par- 
ticularly insist  that  infidelity  to  the  marriage  re- 
lation should  not  be  handled  in  a  humorous  way. 
We  also  discourage  scenes  depicting  at  great 
length  the  alleged  humorous  actions  of  a  drunken 
man,  and  it  should  go  without  saying  that  we 
will  not  permit  exhibitions  which  tend  to  en- 
courage violations  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 
The  Board  will  not  allow  the  exhibition  of  a 
prize  fight  picture  which  has  been  brought  into 
the  state  in  violation  of  Federal  laws — this  on 
the  ground  that  we  cannot  be  made  parties  to 
such  a  violation  even  though  the  local  Federal 
Court  may  have  imposed  some  form  of  penalty 
for  the  act.  We  also  forbid  the  exploitation  of 
films  which  tend  to  heroize  ex-bandits.  Thus  we 
have  refused  to  permit  the  Al  Jennings  and  sim- 
ilar pictures  to  be  shown.  We  allow  consider- 
able latitude  in  the  matter  of  costumes  and  situa- 
tions so  long  as  there  is  a  legitimate  purpose  for 
the  things  shown  and  no  tendency  to  encourage 
the  lowering  of  moral  standards.  However,  as 
stated  at  the  outset,  each  picture  is  judged  on  its 
own  merits,  and  it  is  therefore  impossible  to 
define  rigid  standards."

"The  Secretary  shall  ascertain  if  any  enter- 
tainment, show,  or  motion  picture  is  being  ex- 
hibited which  has  been  condemned  by  the  BoaTd 
of  Censors  as  being  obscene,  indecent,  or  im- 
moral, or  as  calculated  to  promote  or  encourage 
racial  or  sectional  prejudice,  indecency  or  im- 
morality, or  for  which  a  permit  has  not  been 
issued,  and  in  case  the  Secretary  shall  find  any 
such  picture  being  shown,  or  entertainment  given, 
the  manager  or  other  person  in  charge  shall  be 
notified  to  stop  the  exhibition  of  such  picture 
or  the  giving  of  said  entertainment.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  report  all  violations  of  this  article 
to  the  Board  of  Censors.  *  *  *"

The  Motion  Picture  Commission,  consisting  of 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  acts  as  the  Local  Censor  Board.  The  ad- 
dress of  such  board  is  City  Hall,  and  in  addition 
to  the  nine  members,  the  board  has  16  aides  and 
these  aides  are  increased  in  accordance  with  the 
number  of  theaters.  Aides  are  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Commission.  This  Commission 
is  not  regulated  by  any  ordinances. 

The  Commission  is  guided  mostly  by  the  stand- 
ards and  judgment  of  the  National  Board  of 
Review,  exception  in  such  cases  where  the  Com- 
mission feels  that  special  action  is  necessary  and 
also  in  such  cases  where  the  matter  is  left  by 
the  National  Board  to  the  Local  Board  for  their 
consideration. 

The  Commission  does  not  make  public  any  of 
the  reviews,  but  reports  to  the  Common  Council 
the  cut-outs,  without  naming  the  producer  or  pic- 
the  reviews.  All  pictures  are  reviewed  imme- 
diately upon  the  first  showing  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  members  and  aids  to  visit  certain  theaters 
each  week.  The  expenses  of  this  Commission  are 
borne  by  the  city,  as  provided  for  by  budget. 
The  only  paid  member  of  the  Board  is  the  execu- 
tive secretary  and  a  stenographer.  The  following 
is  a  list  of  the  members  and  aids  of  the  Local 
Motion  Picture  Commission  of  the  city  of  Mil- 
waukee :

Extracts  from  Ordinance  No.  36945,  regulating 
the  exhibition  of  motion  pictures. 

The  Board  and  its  inspectors  shall  refuse  to  ap- 
prove any  film  which: 

Shows  anything  of  an  obscene,  indecent  or  im- 
moral nature. 

Presents  any  gruesome,  revolting  or  disgusting 
scenes  or  subjects. 

Tends  to  disturb  the  public  pea;:e,  or 

Tends  to  corrupt  public  morals. 

The  General   Object  of  Censorship 

The  endeavor  will  be  to  establish  standards 
on  progressive  lines  and  to  keep  motion  v'ctures> 
as  far  as  possible,  within  the  Kit  interpretation 
of  the  City  Ordinance  and  the  demands  of  public 
opinion.  This  in  effect  will  be  to  restrict  to  such 
as  promise  interesting,  educational  events,  scenes 
or  subjects ;  pictures  that  afford  clean,  whole- 
some, harmless  amusement  and  will  portray  drama 
and  will  aim  to  eliminate  that  which  debases  morals, 
or  teaches  improper  adventures  through  suggestion 
or  tends  to  incite  the  mind  to  acts  of  immorality 
or  crime  or  presents  false  standards  for  chai  • 
acter  and  conduct  or  shatters  the  better  ideas  of  our 
educational,  civic  and  national  life.  When  scenes 
of  vice  are  necessary  to  the  story,  they  will  be 
required  to  be  truthful  and  compete,  and  portrayed 
in  such  a  manner  that  no  one  would  be  led  to 
similar  adventure,  but  would  see  the  sordidness 
and  commercialism  on  which  these  scenes  rest. 

Article  1.  Shows  anything  of  an  indecent,  ob- 
scene or  immoral  nature. 

Obscenity,  immorality  or  indecency  must  be  eli- 
minated. Actions  by  characters  or  situations  of 
a  decidedly  suggestive  nature,  appealing  to  low 
morals,  or  scenes  that  would  familiarize  and  ac 
custom  the  minds  of  young  people  with  the  same, 
must  be  eliminated. 

(Same   Scenes   in    Detail)  Eliminate 

1.  Suggestive  subtitles  where  they  refer  to  the 
passions  or  implied  immoral  situations. 

2.  Scenes  of  the  nude  on  walls  or  pictures  of  the 
same  where  used  for  suggestion. 

3.  Where  there  is  an  attempt  to  be  vulgar, 
shorten  to  a  flash  scenes  of  girls  in  cabarets, 
ballet  dancers,  dressing  room  scenes,  bed  room 
scenes  in  night  clothes,  or  similar  scenes. 

4.  Peering  through  the  keyhole  at  man  or  woman 
undressed  or  undressing. 

5.  Raising  of  women's  skirts  by  men,  or  by  the 
stunt  of  air  suction. 

6.  Loose  pants  or  skirts  not  properly  fastened, 
or  ready  to  fall.  All  indecent  displaying  or 
fondling  of  underclothes,  or  night  clothes. 

7.  Close  up  views  of  men  or  women,  in  the  nude, 
Kwimaning  just  under  the  water.  Nude  persons 
in  bath  tubs  unless  scene  merely  shows  the 
head. 

8.  Suggestive  rolling  on  women  in  slap-stick, 
and  other  farces  and  comedies. 

9.  The  act  of  a  woman  sitting  on  a  man,  even 
though  party  is  dressed  as  a  man,  when  act  is 
vulgar  or  has  a  vulgar  significance. 

10.  Excessive  and  suggestive  wriggling  of  the 
body  whether  of  a  man  or  a  woman. 

11.  Suggestive  placing  of  legs  over  the  knees  of 
women  or  suggestive  actions  while  a  woman 
sits  on  a  man's  lap  or  vice-versa. 

12.  Girls  putting  their  hands  in  men's  trouser 
pockets. 

13.  Making  comedy  of  women's  busts,  hipa  or 
legs. 

14.  Scenes  where  men  take  hold  of  women's  ankles 
or  legs,  with  a  leer,  or  when  men  are  looking 
lustfully  at  woman's  form  in  a  way  to  attract 
attention  to  display  of  person. 

15.  Man  or  woman  or  persons  of  opposite  sex  in 
bed  together. 


16.  All  suggestive  actions  or  looks  at  statue 
or  the  draping  of  the  same. 

17.  The  close  up  views  of  dead  people  or  the 
treatment  of  wounds. 

18.  Spitting  in  another's  face. 

19.  Views  of  characters  in  one  piece  bathing  suits, 
where  obviously  used  for  suggestive  purposes 
of  simply  to  display  the  figure,  should  be  con- 
demned. Excessively  short  skirts  for  the  pur- 
pose of  displaying  the  legs,  or  gowns  cut  low 
for  suggestive  purposes  must  be  eliminated. 
Frank  exposure  of  the  person  may  be  less  ob- 
jectionable  than   partial  exposure. 

Article  2.  Presents  any  gruesome,  revolting  or 
disgusting  scenes  or  subjects. 

Insane  characters,  portrayed  in  such  manner 
as  to  harass  the  emotions  and  influence  even  nor- 
mal people,  should  be  eliminated. 

Scenes  of  crimes,  of  violence  against  persons  and 
animals,  ELIMINATE: 

1.  Torture  scenes,  exhibition  of  murder,  assassi- 
nations, hangings  or  other  executions. 

2.  Close  up  views  of  horrid,  bruised  or  mutilated 
faces,  or  faces  showing  agony  or  great  suf- 
fering. 

3.  The  struggles  of  drowning  people,  and  the 
close  up  views  of  dead  people's  faces  floating 
in  the  water. 

4.  Struggle  and  choking  scenes  when  carried 
to  the  point  of  extreme  brutality. 

5.  Branding  of  people  or  animals  in  close  up 
views. 

Article  3.    Tends  to  disturb  the  public  peace. 

Reverence  in  general  and  all  sacred  forces  should 
be  carefully  respected. 

Pictures  which  in  effect  as  a  whole  or  in  part, 
hold  up  to  ridicule  any  religious  act,  sacred 
thing  or  rite,  should  not  be  passed,  or  if  passed, 
all  objectional  scenes  should  be  eliminated.  This 
also  applies  to  scenes  that  portray  in  an  objec- 
tional manner,  any  race  of  people  or  characteristic. 

Although  there  is  quite  a  uniformity  of  ideals 
in  American  national  life — political  and  social — 
yet  there  is  always  some  local,  recognized  coloring 
or  prejudice. 

It  is  possible  that  these  differences  might  have 
undue  emphasis  or  in  case  of  national  differences, 
the  treatment  might  become  libelous. 

In  such  instances,  the  portrayal  must  be  con- 
sidered as  subject  to  censorship,  must  be  inter- 
preted with  due  regard  to  any  sectional,  national 
or  class  prejudice,  regardless  of  any  bias  or  taste 
of  a  viewer. 

Disrespect  for  law  or  public  officers,  enforcing 
same,  whether  in  action,  subtitle  or  suggestion, 
must  be  eliminated.  This  would  involve  ridicule 
of  law  enforcement  or  burlesque  of  an  apparent 
miscarriage  of  justice. 

Lengthy  portrayal  of  riot  scenes  should  be 
shortened  to  mere  fact  or  event  of  current  news. 

Article.  4.  Tends  to  corrupt  the  public  morals. 
Crimes  Against  Property  or  Person 

The  fact  that  the  motion  picture  w  more  vivid 
than  the  printed  page  naturally  alters  the  question 
of  how  much  detail  can  be  shown  the  oublic.  For 
instance,  a  printed  description  of  a  burglary  or 
other  crime,  suffering  gruesomeness  and  evil  doing, 
has  not  the  same  effect  upon  people  as  when  the 
very  act  is  performed  before  the  eves.  Undue 
and  lengthy  detail  of  the  above  crimes  should  be 
eliminated. 

Suicide  is  so  irreparable  a  crime  and  becomes  so 
suggestive  to  some  people,  that  actual  scenes  and 
methods  must  be  eliminated. 

Suggestive,  instructive  and  ingenious  criminal 
methods  must  not  be  exploited  and  if  introduced 
must  be  eliminated. 

ELIMINATE: 

1.  The  cutting  of  a  purse  from  a  woman's  ar.n 
or  showing  how  to  open  and  extract  money 
or  valuables  from  a  purse. 

2.  The  tampering  with  or  opening  of  doors  or 
windows  or  safes  by  using  tools  or  instruments. 

3.  The  cutting  of  telephone  or  telegraph  wires 
when  done  with  criminal  intent. 

4.  Tampering  with  railroad  ties  or  rails  for  the 
purpose  of  wrecking  trains. 

5.  Placing  of  funnels  or  tubes  with  bulbs  at- 
tached in  key  holes,  for  the  purpose  of  sending 
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fumes   or  medicine   into  a   room   to  produce 

asphyxiation  or  acute  sickness. 

6.  Actual  chloroforming  of  persons,  that  is  the 
detail  of  using  the  chloroform,  or  the  act  of 
using  or  displaying  a  hypodermic  needle  in  any 
suggestive  manner  for  crime. 

7.  All  subtitles  or  scenes,  where  it  is  implied  that 
a  woman  is  in  a  delicate  condition  and  is  con- 
templating or  planning  to  or  does  visit  a 
doctor  for  purpose  of  operation. 

S.  When  done  with  criminal  intent,  the  setting 
and  lighting  of  bombs  where  it  is  done  for  the 
purpose  of  destroying  of  property. 

9.  The  exhibition  of  methods  of  using  poison, 
drugs,  knockout  drops  and  sleeping  powders. 
Also  the  snuffing  of  cocaine  or  other  drugs 
smoking  of  opium,  etc. 

10.  Effects  of  habit-forming  drugs,  unless  por- 
trayed  in   a   serious   educational  manner. 

11.  The  detail  of  obtaining  such  drugs  by  easy 
methods. 

12.  The  presentation  of  names  of  habit-forming 
drugs,  either  on  labels  of  bottles  or  by  sub- 
titles. 

13.  Arson  in  any  of  its  various  forms,  throwing 
the  oil,  gasoline,  etc.,  lighting  of  waste  or  pa- 
per to  set  a  fire. 

14.  All  scenes  of  exchanging  money,  as  if  in  pay- 
ment for  a  girl. 

15.  All  scenes  depicting  blackmail. 

16.  Gambling  scenes  that  are  introduced  merely 
for  entertainment,  or  that  show  in  elaborate 
and  instructive  detail  the  paraphernalia  and 
methods  of  gambling.  These  are  always  ques- 
tionable and  should  be  eliminated.  It  should 
be  kept  in  mind  that  gambling  is  illegal,  and 
like  other  crimes,  should  be  chosen  to  be  shown 
only  when  essentia!  to  the  story  and  without 
detail. 

17.  Bar  rooms  scenes  which  show  any  incident  of 
an  obscene,  indecent  or  immoral  nature,  or  any- 
thing gruesome,  revolting  ct  disgusting  should 
be  eliminated,  but,  if  such  scenes  are  not  of 
undue  length  and  do  not  predominate,  they 
should  be  approved.  Such  scenes  should  have 
a  significance  in  the  story. 

18.  Views  of  characters  in  one  piece  bathing  suits, 
where  obviously  used  for  suggestive  purposes 
or  simply  to  display  the  figure  should  be 
condemned.  Excessively  short  skirts  for  the 
purpose  of  displaying  the  legs,  or  gowns  cut 
low  for  suggestive  purposes  must  be  elimi- 
nated. Frank  exposure  of  the  person  may  be 
less  objectionable  than  partial  exposure. 

19.  Prolonged  love  scenes  should  be  treated  truth- 
fully and  not  lengthened  and  cheapened  to  the 
extent  of  losing  their  significance;  such  as 
kissing  on  back,  arms  or  neck,  or  fondling 
women  in  a  sensuous  manner. 

20.  Pictures  that  cast  discredit  on  the  marriage 
vow,  or  comedies  that  emphasize  loose  rela- 
tions ,are  immoral  and  either  should  be  con- 
demned or  the  objectionable  parts  eliminated. 

Problems  of  sex  should  be  treated  with  serious- 
ness and  reserve. 

Sexual  degeneracy,  based  on  the  antics  of  a 
pervert,  or  any  picture  involving  degeneracy  as  a 
theme,  must  be  condemned  altogether.

No  picture  will  be  allowed  which  shows  a  suc- 
cessful balking  of  the  law. 

..The  board  will  use  judgment  in  eliminating  un- 
warranted display  of  foreign  flags,  and  will  also 
call  for  a  respectful  presentation  of  all  British 
flags. 

All  pictures  showing  animals  being  treated  un- 
kindly, tortured  or  killed  wiil  be  condemned. 

Pictures  which  deal  with  firearms  or  display  of 
knives  or  guns  may  be  eliminated  or  cut. 

Shocking  and  unnecessary  details  of  deeds  of 
violence  and  struggle  scenes  will  be  rut  out.  This 
also  applies  to  the  rough  handling  of  women,  chil- 
dren, the  aged  or  infirm,  and  close-up  views  of 
horrid,  bruised,  or  mutilated  faces,  or  faces  show- 
ing agony  and  suffering;  also  the  struggles  of 
drowning  people  and  close-up  views  of  dead  peo- 
ple's faces  floating  in  the  water. 

Constructive  suggestions  wheh  might  be  con- 
ducive to  producing  lawlessness  or  crime,  e.  g., 
methods  of  safe  cracking,  picking  locks,  raising 
cheques,  robbing  houses,  molesting  persons,  etc 

In  no  instances  will  suicide  or  incentives  to 
such  be  shown. 

Close-up  scenes,  prolonged  or  instructive  scenes 
of  murder,  or  showing  of  executions  will  not  be 
allowed. 

Each  question  of  costume  or  taste  must  be 
considered  on  the  basis  of  morals.  Pictures  of 
when  almost  wholly  dressed,  but  displaying  a 
lavish  amount  of  lingerie,  are  startling.  The  same 
is  true  of  excessively  low-cut  gowns.  Under  no 
consideration  will  the  board  pass  any  pictures  con- 
taining incidentally  or  extensively  the  nude  form. 

Burlesque  or  scenes  of  ridicule  of  clergy,  Sal- 
vation Army  or  any  other  religious  work  will  be 
eliminated. 

All  pictures  must  be  kept  clean  from  sugges- 
tion, vulgarity  and  profanity. 

Scenes  in  houses  of  ill-repute  and  scenes  of  de- 
bauches will  be  cut  out,  also  any  instructive  de- 
tails of  gambling,  etc.,  will  be  eliminated.  Undue 
and  unnecessary  drinking  scenes  will  be  eliminated. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  all  serials  must  be  shown  at 
one  sitting. 

The  board  will  insist  that  sex  problems  be  treat- 
ed with  seriousness  and  reserve. 

Constructive  suggestions  of  the  use  or  means  of 
illegitimately  procuring  habit-forming  drugs,  nar- 
cotics, poisons,  etc.,  will  be  eliminated. 

Instructions  prohibit  the  display  of  any  adver- 
tising which  shows  scenes  of  violence,  display  of 
guns  or  knives   indicating   shooting   or  stabbing,

A  statement  from  Chairman  E.  R.  Chesterman. 
Possibly  we  may  never  attempt  to  put  our  stand- 
ards into  concrete,  inelastic  form,  since  we  prefer 
to  judge  each  film  on  its  own  merits.  Then  too, 
we  prefer  to  consider  each  picture  as  an  entirety, 
though  it  goes  without  saying  that  we  scrutinize 
questionable  scenes  and  often  order  their  elimina- 
tion. But  after  all,  a  wholesome  moral  lesson 
can  offset  the  effect  of  many  scenes,  which,  if 
seen  in  another  connection,  would  be  decidedly 
objectionable. 

"I  should  say  that  our  present  working  standards 
are  based  on  the  language  of  the  statute  under 
which  we  are  operating.     We  bar  every  motion 
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nudity,  vulgar  display  of  women's  forms,  objec- 
tionable titles  regarding  sex  relations,  or  any 
eliminations  that  have  been  made  by  the  board. 


Standards  of  Censors  for  Quebec.  63  St. 
Gabriel  St.,  Montreal. 

Sex :  Shall  be  prohibited ;  all  suggestive  and  im- 
moral scenes,  those  dealing  with  exaggerated  sex 
appeals  or  exploiting  interest  in  sex  in  an  improper 
or  suggestive  form  or  manner,  such  as :  rape  or 
attempt  of  rape,  adultery,  double  life,  free  love, 
infidelity,  commerce  of  vice,  auction  of  girls, 
white  slavery,  scenes  representing  nude  women  or 
men,  women  in  suggestive  dresses  or  positions, 
close-up  views  of  bathing  girls  in  one-piece  suits ; 
particularly  suggestive  bedroom,  bathroom  and 
dance  scenes ;  views  prolonging  unnecessary  ex- 
pression of  passionate  love. 

Eeligion  :  Shall  be  prohibited;  mock  marriages, 
burlesquing  on  any  religion,  ridiculing  clergy  of 
any  creed  or  placing  same  in  a  compromising 
position  and  generally  all  which  offends  the  reli- 
gious belief  or  creed  of  any  person. 

Places  of  Vice  shall  be  prohibited;  all  picture! 
concerned  with  the  underworld  places  of  vice  and 
crime,  opium  dens  showing  men  and  women  in 
degrading  conditions. 

Crime  and  crime  teaching  shall  be  prohibited ; 
scenes  showing  the  use  and  traffic  of  poison  and 
narcotics  and  other  unnatura  lpractices  against 
social  morality ;  stories  and  scenes  which  may  be 
considered  as  real  schools  of  crime  in  instructing 
the  morally  feeble  in  methods  of  committing  crime, 
entering  the  houses,  forcing  locks,  blowing  safes; 
pictures  showing  murders,  unnecessary  details  of 
violence  and  roughness  with  use  of  dynamite  for 
criminal  purposes ;  all  things  which  are  shown  too 
often  in  some  "Western"  pictures  and  which 
might  be  an  incitive  to  imitation ;  all  brutal  fights 
aboard  ships;  burglaries,  thefts,  forgeries,  stealing, 
cheating  at  cards  or  at  any  other  game. 

Cruelty,  executions  or  violence  to  women  and 
children,  and  brutalities  to  animals  must  not  be 
allowed,  nor  death  scenes  that  are  gruesome  or 
depicturing  tortures  or  extreme  sufferings,  nor 
scenes  of  execution  in  which  are  shown  scaffolds, 
electric   chairs,  guillotine. 

Divorce :  fostering  or  showing  of  divorce  as 
means  of  dissolving  marriage  bonds  must  not  be 
allowed  in  this  Province,  nor  any  suicide. 

Patriotism :  Shall  be  prohibited ;  all  scenes  in- 
jurious to  Canadian  and  to  any  other  race  pride  or 
patriotism  and  to  the  loyalty  to  the  King. 

Owing  to  the  mixed  population  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  special  care  must  be  given  to  the 
question  of  nationality,  religious  belief  and  general 
customs. 

Serials:  fifty  per  cent  of  all  serials  shall  be 
shown  at  one  sitting  so  that  the  Board  may  form 
an  idea  of  the  story  to  follow  in  subsequent  epi- 
sodes. 

Comedies:  a  certain  leniency  will  be  recommend- 
ed as  to  the  application  of  the  above  Standard  in 
the  examination  of  comedies.  They  will  be  left  to 
the  Censor's  own  judgment. 

Titles:  all  titles  and  sub-titles  advertising  the 
scenes  prohibited  above  shall  be  rejected. 

The  report  of  the  Quebec  Board  of  Censors 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  showed  that 
the  board  examined  2,171  subjects,  of  which 
1,414  were  accepted  without  any  modification. 
The  1,414  pictures  passed  without  changes  repre- 
sented 2,685  reels  or  40  per  cent  of  the  total 
footage.  The  number  rejected  on  first  showing 
was  234,  but  the  Board  ultimately  passed  218 
which  had  been  reconstructed  or  revised.

C.  Francis  Jenkins,  of  Washington,  in  con- 
junction with  several  other  American  inventors,  is 
at  work  on  a  device,  whereby  films  would  be 
transmitted  by  radio.  Jenkins  asserts  his  inven- 
tion is  not  far  from  the  stage  of  perfection.  He 
has  been  working  on  it  for  several  months. 


Camera  Takes  5,000  Pictures  A  Second 
"The  New  York  Herald-Tribune,"  in  a  dispatch 
from    London,    reported    that   the   United  States 


Government  was  dickering  for  the  rights  to  a  new 
camera  invention,  which  is  capable  of  takng  5,000 
pictures  a  second,  thus  making  visible  the  flight 
of  a  rifle  bullet  in  the  process  of  explosion  or 
the  impact  of  a  shell  on  an  armored  plate. 

The  process  was  invented  as  the  result  of  war 
needs,  and  experimental  pictures  were  taken  and 
handed  over  to  the  Admiralty. 


German  Invents  A  Radioscope 

A  radioscope,  a  new  machine  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  script  or  photographs  by  wireless,  was 
invented  by  Dr.  Carolus,  of  the  University  of 
Leipzig,  Germany.  The  technical  development 
of  the  Carolus  invention  is  claimed  to  have 
reached  the  point  where  it  application  on  a  com- 
mercial basis  has  become  entirely  feasible.  This 
is  understood  to  have  been  demonstrated  in  pri- 
vate experiments  over  the  radio  between  Berlin 
and  Leipzig. 


Device  Photograps  Models  As  Giants 
Carl  Laemmle,  when  he  returned  from  Europe 
in  July,  brought  back  with  him  from  Berlin,  a 
new  device  known  as  the  "Schuftan  Spiegelverf- 
ahren."  The  new  device,  by  means  of  a  compli- 
cated system  of  mirrors,  enables  the  producer  to 
photograph  models  which  screen  as  giants. 


Cameramen  Invent  New  Film  Process 

A  new  process  for  developing  was  invented  in 
Hollywood  during  the  Summer  by  Gustav  Dietz 
and  Andre  Barlatier,  cameramen  for  Embassy 
Pictures.  Their  process  has  for  its  basis,  a  spe- 
cial formula  for  devolping  panchromatic  stock  so 
that  it  may  be  utilized  with  equal  effectiveness  for 
both  interior  and  exterior  scenes. 


Eliminates  Flicker  of  Films 

Deming  McCullough,  of  Marietta,  Ohio,  pat- 
ented an  invention  which  steadies  films  running 
through  a  projector,  thereby  eliminating  flicker. 
McCullough  also  claims  his  device  prevents  film 

breakage. 


Another  Lightweight  Camera 

A  new  lightweight,  portable,  standard  camera 
was  perfected  by  Bell  &  Howell,  of  Chicago. 


Another  Color  Process 
A  group  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  business  men  formed 
a  new  company  in  October  to  market  a  new 
color  process  of  photography.  It  is  said  this 
device  abolishes  the  old  method  of  coloring  film. 
Under  the  new  process,  the  tones  are  carried  di- 
rectly on  the  film  and  the  pictures  require  no  spe- 
cial machine  for  projection,  as  former  color  pic- 
tures did. 


Removes   Heat   From   Light   In  Projection 

R.  N.  Kendig,  formerly  operator  at  the  Good 
Luck  theater  in  Seattle,  received  a  patent  in 
October  on  an  invention  which  removes  heat  from 
light  used  in  projection  without  destroying  the 
value  of  the  light,  lessening  the  danger  of  fire, 
and  prolonging  the  life  of  film.  It  was  subjected 
to  an  18-hour  test  in  Seattle  and  proved  successful. 


Film   Spool   Lengthens   Life  of  Film 

E.  Bruce  Johnson,  foreign  manager  of  First 
National,  when  he  arrived  home  from  a  trip  to 
Europe  in  October,  told  of  seeing  a  new  inven- 
tion in  the  way  of  a  spool  of  adjustable  type, 
invented  by  an  Englishman.  The  spool  can  be 
used  in  any  make  of  machine  and  greatly  length- 
ens the  life  of  prints.

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The  Better  Films  Movement  in  1925

The  outstanding  event  of  the  Better  Films  Move- 
ment in  1925  was  the  First  Annual  Better  Films 
Conference,  held  January  15-17  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria,  New  York  City,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Committee  for  Better  Films,  preceding 
the  annual  luncheon  of  the  National  Board  of  Re- 
view, which  event  alone  had  for  several  years  past 
att  acted  attendance  from  other  cities. 

To  this  Better  Films  Conference  came  delegates 
from  thirteen  states  from  Maine  to  Florida  and 
from  New  Jerey  to  Wisconsin  and  from  various 
national  organizations.  The  main  purpose  of  the 
conference  was  consideration  of  a  Plan  for  Motion 
Picture  Study  Clubs  which  had  been  worked  out 
by  the  National  Committee  and  the  National  Board, 
based  on  the  experiences  of  better  films  committees 
throughout  the  country.  This  Plan,  which  empha- 
sized the  importance  of  the  study  of  the  motion 
picture  by  tho  e  who  would  be  the  local  leaders  in 
the  improvement  of  screen  presentations,  and  the 
education  of  the  public  with  regard  to  their  selec- 
tion of  photop'ays,  was  presented  by  Prof.  Leroy 
E.  Bowman,  of  the  Department  of  Social  Science 
at  Columbia  University  and  Secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Community  Center  Association.  It  was,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  George  H.  Hampel,  representing  the 
Motion  Picture  Commission  in  Milwaukee,  Wise, 
unanimously  approved,  following  which  a  resolu 
tion  was  also  adopted  opposing  legalized  censorship 
and  favoring  instead  the  constructive  methods  of 
the  Better  Films  Movement.  This  resolution,  in 
view  of  its  importance,  is  given  at  the  conclusion 
of  this  article. 

Other  addresses  at  the  Conference  were  delivered 
by  Mrs.  Harry  Lilly,  former  chairman  of  motion 
pictures  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  who,  pointing  to  the  effort  which  had  been 
misspent  by  clubwomen  on  a  number  of  ideas  in 
the  Better  Films  Movement  because  these  ideas  had 
not  been  practical,  urged  the  delegates  to  profit  by 
the  experiences  of  others  without  committing  the 
mistake  of  thinking  that  any  one  person  or  group 
"knows  it  all":  by  Miss  Ruth  Rich,  editor  of  ''The 
Independent  Woman,"  organizer  of  the  Jackson- 
ville Better  Films  Committee,  and  better  films 
chairman  of  the  1)  A.  R.  in  Florida,  who  spoke  on 
problems  in  better  films  organization  and  conduct; 
by  Col.  Jason  S.  Joy,  representing  the  Public  Re- 
lations Committee  of  the  Motion  Picture  Producers 
and  Distributors  of  America,  and  by  Mrs.  Harriet 
Hawley  Locher,  director  of  Public  Relations  for 
the  Crandall  Theaters,  Washington,  D.  C, 
who  told  in  considerable  detail  of  their 
children's  matinees  and  Americanization  classes  and 
of  cooperation  in  various  ways  with  local  organiza- 
tions; also  by  Miss  Alice  B.  Evans,  secretary  of 
the  National  Committee  for  Better  Films,  and  Mr. 
Wilton  A  Barrett,  executive  secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Peview,  who  spoke  on  the  functions 
and  philosophy  of  their  organizations. 

ORGANIZATION 

One  session  was  devoted  to  an  open  forum  at 
which  the  delegates  informally  described  their  ac- 
complishments in  organized  better  films  work.  For 
instance,  Mrs.  Myrtelle  W.  Suell,  of  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  told  how  the  better  film  committee  there  re- 
views the  first  run  pictures,  publishes  a  weekly  pho- 
toplay guide  based  upon  the  National  Committee's 
selections  (as  is  done  in  a  number  of  cities)  and 
covering  the  offerings  in  all  the  local  theaters — about 
twenty  five  in  number;  also  how  they  conduct  a 
Better  Films  Department  in  the  newspapers  and 
cooperate  with  schools  and  library  in  the  observan'e 
of  Motion  Picture  Book  Week.  Mrs.  Frank  W. 
Clark,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  described  the  junior  mati 


nees  there  which  she  has  conducted  for  over  ten 
years  under  the  auspices  of  the  Albany  Mothers' 
Club  and  at  which  the  attendance  is  frequently  as 
large  as  3,000  children,  any  child  who  presents  a 
newspaper  coupon  being  admitted  for  5  cents.  Mrs. 
Harry  G.  Grover,  of  Rutherford,  N.  J.,  chairman 
of  the  recently  formed  Rutherford  Better  Films 
Committee,  exhibited  the  photoplay  guide  which  was 
already  being  published  in  their  local  newspaper. 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Smith,  chairman  of  children's  mati- 
nees in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  reported  that  these  mati- 
nees were  such  a  success  that  they  were  maintained 
without  interruption  during  the  entire  year  at  an 
admission  of  10  cents.  Mrs.  Elmer  G.  Laurence, 
president  of  the  Better  Motion  Pictures  Council, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  described  the  bulletin  which  they 
publish  and  reported  on  a  series  of  lectures  given 
to  the  Council  on  motion  picture  criticism  by  the 
photoplay  reviewer  of  one  of  the  newspapers. 

The  delegates  alco  spent  one  day  visiting  review 
meetings  of  the  National  Board  of  Review  and 
making  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  Famous  Players- 
Lasky  studio  in  Astoria,  L.  I.,  where  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  company  the  entire  operation  of  the 
studio  was  explained  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  ex- 
hibited to  them.  The  Conference  concluded  with 
the  Annual  Luncheon  of  the  National  Board  of  Re 
view,  at  which  the  speakers  were  Dr.  Everett  Dean 
Martin,  Dr.  James  J.  Walsh,  Mr.  William  De 
Mille,  Mr.  Joseph  Dannenberg.  Mr.  M.  J.  O'Toole, 
Mr.  Robert  Sherwood,  Mr.  Samuel  Rothafel,  Mr. 
Erwin  Wheeler  (exhibitor)  and  Mr.  Christopher 
Morley. 

Later  in  the  season  the  Plan  for  Motion  Picture 
Study  Clubs  was  issued  in  printed  form  and  it  has 
been  found  of  great  service  in  guiding  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  desirous  of  a  practical  method 
of  procedure  in  better  films  work.  The  National 
Commitee  has  already  accepted  applications  for 
membership  from  various  better  films  committees 
which  have  been  working  more  or  less  along  the 
lines  outlined,  while  last  Fall  (1925)  the  adoption 
of  the  Plan  was  being  actively  considered  by  or- 
ganizations and  groups  in  many  cities  throughout 
the  country.  Further  stimulus  to  its  adoption  will 
be  given  at  the  Second  Annual  Better  Films  Con- 
ference to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  Better  Films  of  the  National  Board  of 
Review,  January  28-30,  192'6,  at  the  Waldorf-  As- 
toria, New  York  City. 

PLAN   FOR  STUDY  CLUBS 

Only  the  main  features  of  this  Plan  for  Motion 
Picture  Study  Clubs,  which  is  described  in  a  24-page 
pamphlet,  can  be  here  indicated. 

(1)  A  membership  composed  of  representatives  of 
all  important  local  organizations,  schools,  churches, 
etc. 

(2)  The  supplying  of  all  these  members  with  the 
major  better  films  publications  of  the  National 
Board  of  Review,  and  the  supplying  of  the  secre- 
tary with  all  National   Board  publications. 

(3)  Regular  monthly  meetings  with  program  of 
procedure  including  one  major  topic  for  presenta- 
tion and  discussion  along  the  lines  of  a  study  paper 
to  be  furnished  by  the  National  Board. 

(4)  Occasional  open  meetings. 

(5)  Preparation  and  publication  of  a  weekly  pho- 
toplay guide  to  the  better  films  to  be  shown  locally, 
based  on  the  National  Board  of  Review's  selections. 

(6)  The  provision  of  junior  matinees  or  of  week 
end   family  entertainments. 

(7)  Cooperation   with   libraries  and  schools. 

It  is  emphasized  that  in  every  case  the  local 
group  is  to  maintain  cooperative  relations  with  the 
exhibitor  who,  in  fact,  should  be  a  member  of  the 
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study  club.  The  groups  are  not  obliged  to  adopt 
the  term  "study  club"  as  part  of  their  name.  The 
term,  however,  is  preferred  in  the  plan  because  of 
the  emphasis  it  throws  upon  the  fundamental  idea 
of  studying  the  motion  picture  in  order  to  provide 
intelligent  leadership  for  public  patronage. 

ORGANIZATIONS 

Probably  the  most  important  and  active  better 
films  committees,  motion  picture  study  clubs,  etc., 
as  they  are  variously  known,  are  located  in  the  fol 
lowing  cities:  Cincinnati,  Cleveland  and  Youngs- 
town,  O.,  Schnectady,  N.  Y.  ;  Rutherford,  N.  J. ; 
Norwalk,  Conn. ;  Indianapolis  and  Fort  Wayne. 
Ind. ;  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  Macon  and  Atlanta,  Ga. : 
Birmingham,  Anniston  and  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.  (15 
commitees  in  all  in  that  state)  ;  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Virginia,  Minn.;  Stockton,  Los 
Angeles  and  Berkeley,  Calif.  Junior  matinees  have 
been  conducted  regularly  and  with  notable  success 
in  Albany,  N.  Y.  (for  11  years),  Washington,  D. 
C.  Atlanta,  Macon.  Charlotte,  Durham  N  .C, 
Co'umbia,  S.  C,  Chattannooga,  Jacksonville,  Cin- 
cinnati. New  Orleans,  Memphis,  Cleveland,  Roches- 
ter, Norwalk,  and  recently  Los  Angeles  and  other 
places  in  California. 

A  decided  stimulus  to  the  giving  of  junior  per- 
formances has  been  furnished  through  the  provision 
of  the  Saturday  Morning  Movies,  a  series  of  52 
programs  assembled  and  made  available  by  the  Mo- 
tion Picture  Producers  and  Distributors  of  America. 
The  use  of  these  programs,  carefully  edited  for 
children,  has  been  started  in  a  number  of  cities  at 
the  specified  admission  of  10  cents. 

The  National  Endorsers  of  Photoplays  is  an  out 
growth  of  the  Indiana  Indorsers  of  Photop'ays  and 
its  personnel  is  largely  that  of  the  Indiana  Indor- 
sers  (itself  an  outgrowth  of  the  Indianapolis  In- 
dorsers).  The  National  Council  of  Women  also  has 
a  motion  picture  committee.  The  better  films  com- 
mittes  in  Alabama  aTe  organized  on  a  state  basis, 
while  in  California  the  movement  is  for  the  most 
part  under  the  leadership  of  the  California  Feder- 
ation of  Women's  Clubs,  which  has  district  motion 
picture  chairmen. 

Several  other  groups  organized  on  a  national  ba- 
sis purport  to  work  for  better  films,  but  inasmuch 
as  these  organizations  find  their  chief  activity  either 
in  support  of  the  movement  for  federal  censorship, 
or  in  concerning  themselves  with  motion  pictures 
on  a  very  narrow  basis  of  selection,  such  as  motion 
pictures  for  the  sheltered  child,  thev  can  hardly  be 
regarded  as  engaged  in  the  Better  Films  Movement 
in  its  broadest  and  most  constructive  sense. 
Observances 

Another  observance  of  significance  in  the  Better 
Films  Movement  was  Motion  Picture  Book  Week, 
November  8-14.  1925.  coincident  with  Children's 
Book  Week.  The  National  Committee  for  Better 
Films  issued  a  list  of  137  carefully  chosen  pictures, 
selected  by  the  review  committees  of  the  National 
Board  of  Review,  supplementary  to  its  list  of  282 
pictures  the  year  preceding,  all  of  these  being  ap- 
proved films  in  themselves  and  having  an  approved 
printed  source.  These  lists  are  not  confined  to  pic- 
tures or  reading  matter  suitable  for  children,  but 
those  which  are  suitable  for  children  are  indicated. 
The  list  is  distributed  by  the  National  Committee, 
and,  through  the  National  Association  of  Book  pub- 
lishers, tn  thousands  of  libraries,  bookstores  and 
schools.  The  list,  with  accompanying  plan  for  its 
uce,  is  conceived  as  a  stimulus  to  year-round  co- 
operation of  these  agencies  with  exhibitors  in  the 
exhibition   of  the  finer  book-films. 

Publications 

Several  local  or  regional  better  films  committees 
have  bulletins  of  their  own,  namely,  the  Better 
Films  Bulletin,  published  by  the  Atlanta  commit- 
tee, covering  the  Southeast,  the  motion  picture  bul- 
letin of  the  Indiana  Indorsers  (Indianapolis),  the 
Cinema  Bulletin,  published  by  the  Cleveland  Cine- 
ma Club,  the  Washington  Film  Bulletin,  published 
by  the  Washington  State  Better  Films  Assn.  (Seat- 
tle), The  Film  Bulletin,  of  the  Film  Mutual  Bene- 
fit Bureau,  N.  Y.  C,  and  the  lists  of  recommended 
films  of  the  Cincinnati  Better  Motion  Pictures 
Council. 


The  leading  national  publications  are  those  issued 
by  the  National  Committee  for  Better  Films,  70 
Fifth  Ave.,  New  York  City,  namely,  the  Photoplay 
Guide  to  the  Better  Pictures,  weekly  and  monthly, 
and  annually  in  the  form  of  a  catalog  called  Se- 
lected Pictures,  and  Film  Progress,  monthly.  Ex- 
ceptional Photoplays,  issued  by  the  National  Board 
of  Review,  is  also  furnished  to  Associate  and  Co 
operating  members  of  the  National  Committee  and 
to  motion  picture  study  clubs.  Miscellaneous  pam- 
phlets on  the  Better  Films  Movement  are  also  ob- 
tainable from  the  Committee  including  its  Plan  for 
Motion  Picture  Study  Clubs  and  its  Principles  of 
Selection  for  the  Better  Pictures. 

Personnel  and  Change  of  Name 

Associate  and  Cooperating  (subscribing)  member- 
ship in  the  National  Committee  for  Better  Films  is 
open  to  everyone.  These  members,  as  we'l  as  the 
individual  members  of  the  enrolled  study  clubs,  are 
sent  the  Committee's  publications.  Distinct 
from  these  there  is,  for  advisory  purposes,  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  the  National  Committee. 

In  order  to  make  more  evident  the  relationship 
between  the  National  Committee  for  Better  Films 
and  its  parent  organization,  the  National  Board  of 
Review,  it  was  decided  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
two  groups  that  it  should  hereafter  be  known  as 
the  Committee  for  Better  Films,  of  the  National 
Board  of  Review.  This  change  of  nomenclature 
involves  no  change  in  functioning  and  relationship 
of  the  Committee  and  its  National  Council  and  the 
National  Board. 

The  selections  of  pictures  issued  by  the  Commit- 
tee are  made  by  the  trained,  disinterested,  volun- 
teer members  of  the  National  Board  of  Review, 
comprising  nearly  250  reviewers  who,  divided  into 
sub-committees,  see  practically  all  of  the  dramatic 
and  much  of  the  putely  informational  motion  pic- 
ture output  intended  for  exhibition  in  the  theatres. 
The  e  committees  carefully  consider  the  merits  of 
each  film  and  its  suitability  for  various  uses.  Re- 
ports based  upon  the  members'  ballots  are  then  ren- 
dered to  the  Committee  for  Better  Films.

WORK  OF  THE  HAYS  ORGANIZATION 

During  1925  a  great  deal  of  work  was  done 
by  the  M.  P.  P.  D.  A.,  the  Hays  organization, 
on  behalf  of  exhibitors.  The  most  noteworthy 
activity  of  this  sort  was  the  Greater  Mov.e 
Season.  Exhibitors  were  given  intensive  publicity, 
exploitation  and  advertising  assistance  in  I'.eir 
national  celebrat  on.  In  5,000  theaters  the  idea 
of  Greater  Movie  Season — to  change  some  usu- 
ally dead  Summer  weeks  from  liabilities  into 
assets — was  rea'ized.  There  was  a  widespread 
demand  from  all  parts  of  the  country  that  Greater 
Movie  Season  be  made  an  annual  affair. 

Greater  Movie  Season  is  responsible  to  a  great 
degree  for  the  fact  that  exhibitors  report  that 
August,  1925  is  the  best  August  they  had  in 
many  years. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  celebration  was  a  con- 
test for  the  best  essay  on  "What  the  Motion 
Picture  Means  to  Me."  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  essays  were  submitted  to  the  42  news- 
papers that  conducted  the  contest.  The  winner, 
Mrs.  Ruth  Griffith  Burnett,  of  Indianapolis,  was 
awarded  a  trip  around  the  world  for  herself 
and  her  husband.  The  second  prize,  won  by 
Mrs.  Laurence  G.  Wood,  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  was 
a  trip  for  herself  and  her  husband  to  Los  An- 
geles. Conrad  L.  Westerman,  of  Breckenridge, 
Colo.,  third  prize  winner,  received  a  trip  to 
Miami,  for  himself  and  his  daughter. 

President  Coolidge  headed  the  list  of  noted 
men  and  women  who  indorsed  Greater  Movie 
Season.  The  President's  letter,  a  great  tribute 
to  motion  pictures,  is  as  follows:

Mr.  Hays  repeatedly  pointed  out  during  the 
year  that  his  organization  as  expressed  in  its 
articles  of  incorporation,  is  for  the  benefit  of 
all  "those  engaged  in  the  motion  picture  indus- 
try," which,  of  course,  includes  exhibitors.  In 
October,  he  sent  a  message  to  the  Michigan  con- 
vention which  was  a  great  factor  in  bringing 
about  more  friendly  cooperation  between  exhibi- 
tors, producers  and  distributors.  In  it  he  assured 
exhibitors  that  "if  any  exhibitor  anywhere  in  the 
country  has  a  real  grievance  against  any  of  the 
producers  or  distributors  who  are  members  of 
this  association  and  will  call  my  attention  to 
such  grievance,  the  good  offices  of  the  association 
will  be  immediately  and  sympathetically  used  to 
bring  about  such  conferences  and  consideration 
of  such  real  grievance  that  a  fair  solution  may 
be  quickly  sought.  It  is  our  purpose  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  bring  about  an  adjustment  of 
every  real  grievance  wherever  and  whenever  any 
such  exists." 

This  resulted  in  a-  number  of  meetings  with 
important  heads  of  exhibitor  bodies,  much  closer 
relations  were  established  between  them  and  those 
who  make  and  circulate  the  pictures,  and  the  in- 
dications, at  the  beginning  of  1926,  were  toward 
harmony  during  the  year  between  the  various  ele- 
ments of  the  industry. 

The  Department  of  Public  Relations  through 
the  cooperation  of  members  is  effectively  assisting 
exhibitors  in  securing  programs  of  suitable  pic- 
tures for  children  to  be  shown  at  Saturday  Morn- 
ing Matinees. 

A  mission  was  sent  abroad  to  study  motion 
picture  conditions  there  and  valuable  informa- 
tion was  obtained  for  producers,  distributors  and 
exhibitors,    as   well   as   for   the  American  public. 

The  Hays  organization  has  helped  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Religious  Motion  Picture  Foun- 
dation, Inc.,  which  has  for  its  purpose  the  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of  strictly  religious  mo- 
tion pictures  for  use  in  churches  as  supplements 
to  sermons  and  religious  exercises. 

Fire  prevention  activities  during  the  year  have 
involved  the  housing  of  film  exchanges  in  fire- 
proofed  quarters  and  the  establishing  of  fire  drills 
and  fire  inspections.  Additional  improvements  in 
housekeeping  methods  in  exchanges  have  been 
adopted  through  these  educational  efforts. 

Within  the  ranks  of  the  M.  P.  P.  D.  A.  sound 
methods  of  business  prevailed,  and  unquestionably 
the  whole  status  of  the  motion  picture  industry 
was  raised  in  public  estimation  by  these  condi- 
tions. This  fact  was  well  evidenced  by  the  in- 
creased number  of  investors  in  the  stocks  of  re- 
sponsible producing  and  distributing  companies. 
More  and  more  banks,  too,  evinced  a  willingness 
to  finance  producers,  distributors  and  exhibitors, 
thus  establishing  their  belief  in  the  growth  and 
stability  of  the  industry. 

The  development  of  arbitration  in  the  industry 
was  one  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the 
Film  Boards  of  Trade  for  the  year  1925. 

A  higher  standard  of  production  than  ever 
before  was  maintained  by  producers  and  the  year 
closed  with  a  multitude  of  expressions  from  the 
press  congratulating  the  industry  upon  the  quality 
of  its  product.

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Legal  Decisions  of  Importance

The  Jewel  Carmen  Case 

After  the  various  vicissitudes  which  this  case 
has  endured  in  both  the  Federal  and  in  the  State 
Courts  in  the  past  seven  years,  Jewel  Carmen, 
the  motion  picture  star,  finally  brought  her  case 
before  a  jury  in  the  New  York  State  Supreme 
Court  and  was  awarded  a  verdict  of  $59,406.21 
against  the  William  Fox  Vaudeville  Company 
and  the  Fox  Film  Corporation,  the  verdict  re- 
presenting the  'value  of  the  broken  Carmen- Keeney 
contract,  together  with  interest  and  costs. 

Several  years  ago,  Miss  Carmen  was  employed 
by  Fox  to  star  in  his  productions.  She  had  a 
contract  with  him  for  one  year  with  various  options 
reserved  to  Fox  to  continue  such  contract. 

At  that  time,  Miss  Carmen  was  a  minor.  Be- 
fore she  became  of  age,  Frank  A.  Keeney  Pictures 
Corporation  negotiated  with  her  and  thereafter 
entered  into  a  contract  with  her  upon  more  ad- 
vantageous terms  than  the  Fox  contract  had  con- 
tained. 

Upon  Miss  Carmen's  becoming  of  age,  she  re- 
scinded her  contract  with  Fox,  and  gave  notice 
that  she  would  proceed  with  the  Keeney  contract. 

Thereafter,  Fox  entered  into  an  indemnity  agree- 
ment with  Keeney  and  induced  Keeney  to  break 
his  contract  with  Miss  Carmen,  and  the  result 
was  that  Miss  Carmen  was  unemployed  and  out 
of  a  contract. 

Miss  Carmen  commenced  suit  against  Fox  in  the 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York,  and  was  awarded  an  in 
junction  against  Fox,  and  also  substantial  damages, 
her  damages  being  the  value  of  her  contract  with 
Keeney. 

The  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  however,  reversed 
the  District  Court  and  freed  Fox  of  any  liability 
on  the  ground  that  although  Miss  Carmen  had  a 
legal  right  to  break  her  contract  with  Fox,  since 
she  was  an  infant  at  the  time  of  making  that  con- 
tract, nevertheless,  she  had  no  moral  right  to  do 
so,  and  consequently  the  court  found  against  her. 

Miss  Carmen  thereupon  commenced  suit  in  the 
New  York  State  Supreme  Court,  and  the  battle 
has  raged  over  several  years  in  that  court. 

Finally,  however,  the  case  was  brought  to  trial, 
the  trial  lasting  several  days,  and  the  jury  found 
that  Miss  Carmen,  as  a  minor,  had  a  legal  right 
to  cancel  her  contract  with  Fox ;  that  Miss  Car- 
men was  entirely  free  to  contract  with  Keeney ; 
and  that  Fox  had  no  right  to  interfere  with  the 
Carmen-Keeney  contract  by  agreeing  to  indemnify 
Keeney  for  his  refusal  to  employ  Miss  Carmen  as 
Fox  had  done. 

The  verdict  for  Miss  Carmen  was  a  complete 
victory  for  her  and  served  to  reaffirm  the  legal 
principle  that  a  minor  has  a  good  legal  right,  upon 
attaining  his  majority,  to  disaffirm  and  render  of 
no  effect,  any  contract  with  an  adult. 

The  case  is  another  authority  along  with  the 
long  line  of  cases  which  holds  that  a  person  inter- 
feres with  the  contract  relations  of  others  at  his 
own  peril.  If  he  docs  so  interfere,  he  is  guilty 
of  a  wrong,  and  is  liable  in  damages  to  the  wronged 
party,  the  damages  being  computed  as  the  value 
of  the  contract. 

The    Henry    King  Case 

Last  year,  Inspiration  Pictures,  Inc.,  com- 
menced an  action  against  Henry  King,  the  very 
well-known  motion  picture  director  of  "The  White 
Sister"  and  "Romola,"  for  an  injunction  against 
King,  on  the  ground  that  King  was  under  contract 
with  the  corporation  to  make  eight  additional 
pictures  after  he  completed  "Romola,"  and  that 
he  had  declined  to  render  any  further  services  to 
that  corporation. 

The  injunction  was  refused  on  the  ground  that 
the  plaintiff  had  not  made  out  a  clear  case  for  such 
an  injunction.  On  the  motion  for  the  injunction, 
King  had  raised  the  point  that  Inspiration  Pictures, 
Inc.,  with  whom  he  had  contracted,  had  been 
liquidated  and  dissolved  and  was  out  of  existence 
on  or  about  October  1,  1924,  certain  of  its  assets 


having  been  turned  over  to  Charles  H.  Duell,  one 
of  the  principal  stockholders,  who  was  to  form 
a  new  corporation,  entitled  "Charles  H.  Duell, 
Inc.,"  and  certain  other  assets  having  been  turned 
over  to  Walter  Camp,  Jr.,  who  was  to  form  a 
new  corporation  to  be  known  as  Inspiration  Pic- 
tures, Inc.,  (the  identical  name  of  the  old  com- 
pany). 

At  that  time,  the  Court  took  that  point  under 
advisement,  but  did  not  directly  decide  upon  its 
merits. 

Early  this  year,  King  made  a  motion  to  abate 
the  entire  action  against  him,  on  the  ground  that 
the  plaintiff  had  been  dissolved  and  was  no  longer 
in  a  position  to  carry  out  its  contract  with  him. 
That  motion  was  granted  and  the  Court  ordered  the 
action  to  be  abated. 

That  decision  was  extremely  important,  recog- 
nizing as  it  did  that  a  contract  of  employment 
between  a  corporation  and  an  employee  such  as 
King  was,  is  purely  personal,  that  it  cannot  be 
assigned  to  another  party  or  corporation  without 
mutual  consent,  that  an  employer  corporation  can- 
not farm  out  its  employees  without  their  consent, 
and  when  the  corporation  ceases  to  exist,  the  con- 
tract for  services  comes  to  an  end. 

The  Export  &  Import  Film  Co.  Inc.  Case 

When  B.  P.  Schulberg  Productions,  Inc., 
wanted  to  provide  for  the  foreign  distribution  of 
the  product  which  they  manufactured  and  which 
they  were  about  to  manufacture,  they  entered 
into  a  contract  with  the  Export  &  Import  Film 
Co.,  Inc.,  which  provided  that  the  latter  Company 
should  advance  a  stipulated  percentage  of  the 
agreed  estimated  revenue  from  foreign  distribution, 
upon  the  delivery  of  the  foreign  negative  of  each 
picture  to  it.  The  contract  provided  that  for  the 
first  year  the  Export  &  Import  Co.,  was  to  pay  a 
stipulated  advance  on  each  picture.  It  also  pro- 
vided that  for  the  ensuing  years,  the  parties  agreed 
to  agree  upon  the  amount  of  such  advance.  In 
other  words,  the  parties  had  not  fixed  the  advance 
beyond  the  first  year,  leaving  it  to  their  mutual 
agreement  to  fix  future  advances. 

Although  the  parties  here  had  in  their  contract 
agreed  to  agree,  they  were  unable  to  do  so.  The 
plaintiff,  Export  &  Import  Film  Co.  Inc.,  alleged 
that  in  view  of  an  advertisement  which  B.  P. 
Schulberg  Productions,  Inc.,  had  run  in  the  Film 
Daily  early  this  Spring  to  the  effect  that  it  was 
announcing  eighteen  new  productions  for  the  1925- 
1926  Season,  these  productions  to  be  of  the  same 
consistency  as  their  former  productions,  that  the 
same  advances  should  be  made  with  regard  to  the 
1925-1926  List  as  were  made  with  regard  to  the 

1924-  1925  List.  It  further  alleged  that  in  violation 
of  its  contract,  Schulberg  was  about  to  dispose 
of  the  foreign  rights  to  competitors  of  the  Export 
&  Import  Film  Co.  Inc. 

B.  P.  Schulberg,  on  the  other  hand,  argued  that 
it  had  embarked  on  a  more  ambitious  programme 
for  the  1925-1926  Season;  that  its  stories,  casts, 
sets  and  in  short  all  of  the  items  which  figure  in 
production   costs   were   greatly   increased   for  the 

1925-  1026  Season,  and  consequently,  the  cost  of 
production  being  higher,  and  the  pictures  being 
of  a  very  high  standard,  they  were  entitled  to  more 
in  the  way  of  advances  than  the  Export  Com- 
pany was  willing  to  give. 

The  Export  &  Import  Co.  moved  for  a  tempor- 
ary injunction  to  compel  the  Schulberg  pepole  to 
accept  the  same  advances  as  had  been  made  in 
1924,  and  asked  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
Schulberg  from  disposing  of  the  foreign  rights  in 
their  pictures  to  any  of  their  competitors.  They 
further  submitted  affidavits  of  certain  "experts 
in  the  film  indutry  to  prove  that  on  the  basis  of 
Schtllberg'a  statement  that  their  1925-1926  pictures 
woidd  be  of  the  same  consistency  as  those  of  the 
1924-1925  pictures,  that  therefore,  the  same  ad- 
vances should  be  made. 

Schulberg,  in  reply,  pointed  out  (1)  that  no  ex- 
pert could  properly  testify  as  to  the  amount  of 
advances  due  on  pictures  which  had  uot  yet  come 
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into  existence;  and  (2)  that  the  failure  of  the 
parties  to  agree,  especially  in  view  of  the  non- 
compromising  attitude  adopted  by  plaintiff,  had 
rendered  the  contract  unenforceable. 

The  court  decided  that  under  all  the  circum- 
stances plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  an  injunc- 
tion. 

The  case  is  important  to  the  industry  at  large, 
because  it  shows  that  an  agreement  between  parties, 
wherein  they  "agree  to  agree''  is  not  specifically 
enforceable  in  law  or  in  equity,  because  if  the 
Court  should  decide  what  the  reasonable  amount 
of  the  advance  should  be,  it  would  be  substituting 
its  own  judgment  for  the  agreement  of  the  parties, 
something  which  was  never  contemplated  by  the 
parties  to  the  contract. 

The  Johnnie  Walker  Case 
In  the  Fall  of  1924,  Malcolm  Strauss  Pictures 
Corporation  sought  the  services  of  Johnnie  Walker, 
a  motion  picture  star,  for  their  production  of  the 
photoplay,  "Galloping  Hoofs."  Strauss  dealt  with 
Rebecca  and  Silton,  Inc.,  representatives  of  Walker, 
and  negotiated  a  contract  for  Walker's  services 
at  a  stipulated  amount  per  week  with  a  minimum 
guaranty  of  nine  weeks,  providing  that  the  latest 
date  that  Walker  would  come  to  New  York  ready 
for  work,  would  be  Monday,  September  20th. 

On  or  about  September  13th,  Strauss  was  noti- 
fied that  Wa'ker  could  not  come  at  the  time 
fixed,  and  Strauss  then  said  that  the  latest  possible 
date  that  he  cou'd  permit  Walker  to  start  on  was 
Sepember  29h  with  the  nine  weeks  guaranty. 

On  September  20th,  Walker  wired  that  he  would 
be  delayed  for  a  few  days,  but  Strauss  informed 
him  that  the  Company  had  been  working  on  the 
picture  and  if  Walker  was  not  ready  to  start  his 
work  on  the  29th,  they  could  not  and  would  not 
make  any  guaranty. 

Walker  finally  arrived  on  October  9th  and  worked 
for  7 'A  weeks  after  his  arrival  in  New  York.  He 
thereafter  brought  suit  against  Strauss  for  the 
balance  ot  the  nine  weeks  and  for  his  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  New  York.  Strauss  contended 
that  he  had  withdrawn  the  guaranty  and  further 
that  he  was  not  obliged  to  pay  any  return  trans- 
portation to  California,  because  following  the  com- 
pletion of  his  services  in  "Galloping  Hoofs," 
Walker  started  work  in  other  pictures  for  Whitman 
Bennett  and  Burton  King  and  was  still  in  New 
York  City. 

The  case  was  tried  before  a  jury,  but  the  Judge 
was  so  impressed  with  Strauss's  evidence  and  proof 
that  he  directed  a  verdict  in  favor  of  Strauss. 

The  result  of  this  case  is  another  indication  of 
the  importance  of  the  time  element  in  contractual 
arrangements  between  stars  and  producers.  With 
the  production  costs  mounting  daily  during  the 
filming  of  a  picture,  a  sta-r's  continued  absence 
after  he  has  agreed  to  commence  work  on  or  about 
a  certain  date,  is  a  serious  handicap  to  a  producer 
and  a  star  should  not  be  able  to  profit  by  his  own 
delay  under  a  contract  at  the  producer's  expense. 
The  star's  failure  to  appear  for  work  upon  the 
agreed-upon  date  may  be  sufficient  cause  for  the 
producer  refusing  to  continue  with  arrangements 
previously  made  and  thereafter  entering  into  a 
new  agreement  with  the  star. 

A  Star's  Discharge 

Of  interest  both  to  the  film  industry  and  the 
theatrical  world  in  general  is  the  case  in  which 
Franklyn  Ardcll,  a  star  performer  earning  a  large 
salary  under  a  "run-of-the-play"  contract  with 
George  White's  Scandals,  sued  George  White  for 
wrongful  discharge  and  claimed  some  $26,000  00 
in  damages  for  the  same. 

Ardell  alleged  that  he  had  signed  a  contract  with 
White,  whereby  he,  Ardell,  was  to  be  one  of  the 
stars  and  principal  comedians  in  George  White's 
famous  tevue,  and  that  Mr.  White  for  causes  best 
known  to  himself,  had  seen  fit  to  discharge  him. 

Mr.  White  alleged  that  this  actor  had  been  in- 
toxicated on  several  occasions ;  that  he  had  spoken 
disparagingly  of  Mr.  White  to  other  members  of  the 
cast ;  that  he  had  not  attended  rehearsals  on  time, 
and  that  in  general,  he  had  interfered  with  Mr. 
White's  position  as  manager  and  director  of  the 
show,  and  that  by  reason  of  Ardell's  insubordina- 
tion and  actions,  the  success  of  White's  produc- 
tion was  seriously  endangered,  and  White  stead 
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to  lose  his  enormous  investment  in  the  show.  For 
these  reasons  White  was  obliged  to  discharge 
Ardell. 

The  case  went  to  the  jury  on  the  question  of 
fact  of  whether  or  not  Mr.  White  had  proper  cause 
to  discharge  Ardell,  and  the  jury  brought  in  a 
verdict   for   Mr.  White. 

The  case  is  important  because  it  shows  that 
in  spite  of  an  iron-clad  written  contract,  there 
are  certain  duties  and  obligations  implied  in  law  on 
the  part  of  the  employee,  namely. — that  the  em- 
ployee no  matter  in  what  position  he  is  employed, 
is  subject  to  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  his  employer  in  the  conduct  of  his  busi- 
ness. An  employee  must  be  sober,  attentive  to 
his  work,  and  otherwise  conduct  himself  while  on 
his  job  so  as  not  to  endanger  the  success  of  his 
employer's  enterprise.  Failing  in  this  duty  and 
contracts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  the 
employer  has  sufficient  cause  to  discharge  him. 
The  Radio  Situation 

A  decision  of  tremendous  importance  and  far- 
reaching  in  its  effects  in  the  radio  situation  was 
one  this  year  in  favor  of  the  Amercan  Society  of 
Composers,  Authors  &  Publishers,  in  the  case  of 
Remick  vs.  Automobile  Accessories  Co.,  decided 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  for  the  Sixth 
Circuit,  on  the  9th  day  of  April,  1925,  in  which 
case  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
denied  a  petition  for  a  Writ  of  Certiorari  (Oct.  12, 
1925). 

The  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  decision  held 
that  radio  broadcasting  was  a  public  performance 
for  profit  within  the  meaning  of  the  Coypright 
Act,  and  that  therefore,  broadcasting  of  copy- 
righted works  was  subject  to  the  payment  of 
royalties  to  the  holder  of  the  copyright. 

This  decision  follows  the  numerous  decisions 
which  have  established  the  proposition  that  any 
public  place  of  entertainment,  including  motion 
picture  theaters,  which  use  copyrighted  works  of 
music,  must  pay  a  royalty  to  the  owner  of  the 
copyright. 

The  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  decision  is  reason- 
able and  logical,  because  it  places  the  radio  broad- 
caster, who  is  a  direct  or  indirect  advertiser  either 
of  his  station  or  of  the  waTes  he  is  offering  over 
the  air  waves  from  his  station  in  the  same  cate- 
gory as  the  motion  picture  theater  owner  or 
cabaret  proprietor  who  attracts  peop'e  to  his  place 
of  business  and  offers  them  copyrighted  music  as 
part  of  his  performance. 

The  Supreme  Court  decision  refusing  a  review 
of  the  Circuit  Court's  decision,  is  equal  in  im- 
portance with  its  decision  in  the  now  famous  de- 
cision in  Herbert  vs.  Shanley,  242  U.  S.,  591, 
which  is  a  cornerstone  in  our  present  Copyright 
Law. 

The  latest  decision  tends  further  to  strengthen 
our  Copyright  haw  and  to  confirm  the  copyright 
holder  in  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  his 
creations,  which  others  may  not  use  without  due 
acknowledgement  to  himself.

The  past  year  has  produced  a  number  of  im- 
portant decisions  by  the  courts  affecting  the  thea- 
rical  and  motion  picture  industries.  Of  the  cases 
adjudicated,  however,  it  is  here  possible  to  refer 
to  only  ai  limited  number  which  are  particularly 
significant.  The  decisions  which  I  will  consider 
have  not  as  yet  been  decided  by  a  court  of  last 
resort.  They  are  however,  made  the  subject  of 
comment  because  of  the  significant  questions  raised 
in  the  various  litigations. 

The  decision  of  the  United  States  District  Court 
in  the  case  of  the  Winter  Garden  Company  v. 
Globe  &  Rutgers  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  discussed 
in  my  aTticle  for  the  1925  Film  Year  Hook,  has 
been  affirmed  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals.  This  case  involved  the  rights  of  the- 
atrical managers  under  the  ordinary  form  of  policy 
to  insure  theatrical  properties  against  the  usual 
and  ordinary  risks  of  travel.  The  suit  arose 
out  of  an  insurance  policy  isucd  bv  the  Globe 
&  Rutgers  Fire  Insurance  Company  <T  the  Winter 
Garden  Company  for  the  production  known  as 
"Tlu  Passing  Show  of  1921."     While  the  show 


was  traveling  from  Montreal  to  Toronto,  a  fire 
occurred  en  route,  destroying  the  scenery  and 
costumes.  In  an  action  on  the  policy  the  Globe 
&  Rutgeis  Fire  Insurance  Company  set  up  as  a 
defense,  an  alleged  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
policy  covering  agreements  with  carriers.  The 
warranty  of  the  policy  breach  of  which  was 
claimed,  is  the  following: 

"The  assured  may  accept  without  prejudice  to 
this  insurance  the  ordinary  bills  of  lading  issued 
by  the  carrier,  but  it  is  agreed  that  the  assured 
shall  not  enter  into  any  special  agreement  with 
the  carrier  releasing  them  from  their  common  law 
or  statutory  liability." 

On  the  trial  the  Winter  Garden  Company  estab- 
lished that  theatrical  properties  were  shipped  by 
special  baggage  cars,  that  this  method  of  shipment 
was  because  of  the  necessities  of  the  business, 
the  only  practical  method  of  shipment  and  be- 
cause of  the  nature  of  the  property  shipped  and 
the  construction  of  ordinary  freight  cars,  the 
only  possible  method  of  shipment. 

It  further  established  that  the  so-called  special 
agreements  signed  by  the  Winter  Garden  and  al- 
leged to  be  in  violation  of  the  policy,  were  the 
only  agreements  which  railroads  would  or  could 
lawfully  make  for  transportation  by  special  bag- 
gage cars.  The  insurance  company  contended 
that  the  permissoin  to  accept  the  ordinary  bill 
of  lading  had  no  application  to  the  ordinary  agree- 
ment with  carriers  for  the  transportation  of  the- 
atrical properties.  Rather,  the  insurance  company 
urged,  that  the  language  of  a  policy  on  its  face 
drawn  to  insure  theatrical  properties  against  the 
recurrent  risks  of  travel  must  be  construed  apart 
from  the  customs  and  necessities  of  the  theatrical 
trade.  An  argument  was  made  that  the  insured, 
in  order  to  come  within  the  terms  of  the  policy, 
was  compelled  to  ship  by  freight. 

Judge  Learned  Hand  when  sitting  in  the  United 
States  District  Court,  directed  a  verdict  against 
the  insurance  company,  holding  that  theatrical 
companies  were  not  compelled  to  completely  revo- 
lutionize their  long-established  practices  in  order 
to  come  within  the  terms  of  the  usual  insurance 
policy  drawn  for  the  theatrical  trade.  Judge  Hand 
stated  in  his  opinion : 

"The  policy  must  be  understood  to  allow  the 
assured  to  do  his  business  in  a  reasonable  way." 

In  affirming  Judge  Hand's  opinion,  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Second 
Circuit,  very  definitely  based  its  affirmance  upon 
the  simple  and  direct  ground  that  the  insurance 
policy  being  drawn  for  the  theatrical  trade,  must 
be  read  and  understood  in  relation  to  the  estab- 
lished usages  and  customs  of  that  trade. 

Judge  Hough  writing  the  decision  for  a  unani- 
mous court,  held  that  the  policy  was  not  vio- 
lated in  shipment  by  special  baggage  and  making 
the  agreements  necessarily  incident  thereto  because 
this  was  the  ordinary  and  established  custom  of 
the  trade. 

The  decision  as  it  stands,  affords  insurance  to 
theatrical  managers  that  insurance  policies  drawn 
for  their  particular  trade,  permit  of  the  usual  and 
established  usages  of  that  trade  without  forfeiting 
their  rights. 

Export  &  Import  vs.  Schulberg 

A  decision  of  considerable  importance  involving 
distributors  of  film  rights,  is  that  of  the  Export 
&  Import  Film  Co.,  Tnc.  against  B.  P.  Schulberg 
Productions,  Inc.  The  action  arose  out  of  a 
contract  between  Export  &•  Import  Film  Co.,  Inc. 
and  B,  P.  Schulberg  Productions,  Inc.,  whereby 
the  former  undertook  the  exploitation  and  foreign 
distribution  of  its  various  productions.  For  this 
purpose,  the  producer  and  distributor  entered  into 
a  contract  in  April,  1924,  whereby  the  distributor 
undertook  to  exploit  and  dispose  of  the  foreign 
rights  of  all  motion  pictures  manufactured  or  ac- 
quired by  the  producer  for  five  years.  The  con- 
tract granted  to  the  distributor  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive right  to  sell  and  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
exhibition  rights  to  the  aforesaid  productions 
within  a  stipulated  territory. 

In  consideration  of  the  rights  granted,  the 
distributor  agreed  to  [iay  as  compensation,  a  defi 
nitc  and  stipulated  percentage  of  all  sums  received 
by   the  distributor   through   the   sale   and  distri- 
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hution  of  the  foreign  rights.  This  proportion  was 
definitely  fixed  for  the  entire  term  of  the  agree- 
ment. 

There  was,  however,  contained  in  the  said  agree- 
ment, an  incidental  and  subsidiary  provision  cover- 
ing the  payment  of  an  advance  against  profits 
to  be  earned  on  each  picture.  By  the  contract 
it  was  agreed  that  the  distributor  would  advance 
to  the  producer  upon  the  delivery  of  the  foreign 
negative  an  advance  against  the  producer's  share 
in  the  profits  to  be  earned  from  the  foreign  rights 
to  such  picture.  The  sum  so  paid  according  to 
the  contract,  was  merely  an  advance  and  not  a 
guarantee.  The  distributor  by  the  terms  of  the 
contract  was  to  recoup  this  advance  from  the 
producer's  share  of  the  first  money  earned  by 
the  pictures. 

For  the  first  year,  an  exact  and  specified  sum 
was  fixed  as  the  advance  to  be  paid  for  each 
picture  to  be  delivered.  The  amount  of  the 
advance  for  the  subsequent  four  years  was  fixed 
so  as  to  permit  the  producer  to  receive  a  larger 
advance  if  the  value  of  the  picture  warranted 
such  larger  allowance. 

Having  a  due  regard  for  the  trade  necessities 
of  both  producer  and  distributor,  it  was  provided 
that  the  advances  each  season  were  to  be  pro- 
portionate to  the  quality  of  the  picture.  However, 
if  the  producer  saw  fit  to  advance  the  scale  of 
his  production,  the  amount  of  his  advance  would 
be  increased  accordingly.  The  contract  with  re- 
spect to  the  advances  to  be  paid  on  pictures  sub- 
sequent to  the  first  year  of  the  contract  contained 
a  provision  whereby  the  producer  and  exporter 
were  at  the  beginning  of  each  season  to  mutually 
agree  upon  "a  minimum  of  upset  value"  for  each 
of  the  pictures  to  be  delivered  by  the  producer 
during  the  following  year.  Of  this  agreed  mini- 
mum value,  the  producer  would  receive  a  definite 
and  stipulated  proportion.  The  sole  purpos*  of 
fixing  the  minimum  or  upset  value  was  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  the  advance  which  bore  an 
exact  and  specific  rate  to  the  advance.  The 
producer's  share  of  the  profits  earned  by  the 
foreign  rights  was  in  no  wise  affected  by  the 
minimum  or  upset  value  and  remained  the  same 
stipulated  proportion  originally  fixed  in  the  con- 
tract for  the  entire  term  of  that  contract.  The 
contract  specifically  provdied  that  this  agreed 
minimum  or  upset  value  in  no  wise  constituted  a 
guarantee  that  such  sum  would  be  earned  or  that 
the  producer's  share  in  such  picture  would  be 
in  amount  equal  to  the  advances  paid. 

The  contract  was  carried  out  for  the  first 
year.  The  producer  delivered  pictures  thereunder, 
received  advances  and  was  paid  its  share  of  the 
profits.  In  *he  Spring  of  that  year,  the  distributor 
communicated  with  the  producer  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  the  minimum  of  value  on  the  18  new 
pictures  announced  by  the  producer  for  its  1925- 
1°26  season. 

As  was  pointed  out,  the  sole  purpose  of  fixing 
such  minimum  or  upset  value  was  to  determine 
the  amount  of  the  advance  payable  on  the  de- 
livery of  each  negative.  Without  furnishing  any 
data  from  which  it  was  possible  for  the  producer 
to  fix  the  quality  of  the  productions  announced, 
or  furnishing  proof  of  any  that  productions  for 
the  coming  season  would  in  any  way  be  superior 
to  those  already  supplied,  the  producer  arbitrarily 
demanded  that  the  distributor  agree  to  a  minimum 
or  upset  value  for  the  season  of  1925-1926  which 
was  more  than  double  that  fixed  by  the  contract 
for  the  1924-1925  season.  The  only  evidence 
before  the  distributor  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
proposed  productions,  was  an  announcement  made 
by  the  producer  to  the  trade  that  the  pictures 
for  the  1925-1926  season  would  be  of  the  same 
consistency  of  those  of  the  previous  year.  While 
the  distributor  was  seeking  to  reach  a  figure 
which  might  fairly  be  said  to  represent  the  mini 
mum  or  upset  value,  the  producer  delivered  an 
ultimatum  to  the  distributor  that  if  the  distri 
rutor  did  not  agree  to  the  price  arbitrarily  fixed 
by  the  producer  by  a  certain  date,  the  producer 
would  dispose  of  the  foreign  rights  to  its  pro- 
ductions to  the  competitors  of  the  distributor. 
In  order  ot  prevent  the  producer  from  disabling 
itself    from    carrying    out    its    obligations  under 


the  contract,  the  distributor  moved  for  a  temporary 
injunction  restraining  the  producer  from  else- 
where disposing  of  those  rights  already  granted 
to  the  distributor. 

The  injunction  was  denied  by  the  lower  court. 
An  appeal  has  been  taken  by  the  distributor  to 
the  Appellate  Division  and  its  decision  is  earnestly 
awaited  in  view  of  the  similar  contracts  which 
have  been  entered  into  by  the  trade. 

The  lower  court  proceeded  on  the  theory  that 
the  agreement  was  too  indefinite  and  uncertain 
to  be  enforced.  With  all  due  respect  to  the 
learned  court  below,  it  is  believed  that  the  court 
failed  to  take  into  consideration  a  Ions  line 
of  decisions  sustaining  similar  contracts  as  suf- 
ficiently definite  and  certain.  There  have  been 
before  the  courts  numerous  cases  wherein  con- 
tracts similar  to  the  present  were  attacked  as 
indefinite  and  uncertain.  The  rule  laid  down  by 
the  courts  is  that,  where  an  incidental  and  sub- 
sidiary provision  of  a  contract  provides  for  pay- 
ments on  the  basis  of  a1  value  to  be  determined 
at  some  future  date,  in  the  event  that  the  parties 
fail  to  fix  the  value  in  the  manner  stipulated,  the 
court  will  for  itself  determine  such  value  and  give 
judgment  accordingly.  In  such  cases  the  method 
to  be  used  in  determining  the  value  is  regarded 
as  a  matter  ot  form  which  will  be  disregarded 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  dominant  and  major 
intent  of  the  parties  in  making  the  contract. 

It  is  be'ieved  that  the  Appellate  Division  will 
sustain  rather  than  defeat  such  agreements.  Be- 
cause of  the  frequency  of  provisions  for  valuation 
to  be  fixed  in  the  future  in  numerous  similar 
agreements  between  producer  and  distributor,  the 
decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  is  awaited  with 
much  eagerness  and  interest. 

Ticket  Agencies 

By  far  the  mcst  significant  decision  in  recent 
years  affecting  the  theatrical  trade  is  that  of  the 
Special  Constitutional  Court  on  the  constitution- 
ality of  recent  legislation  in  this  State  limiting 
the  charges  of  theater  ticket  agencies.  That  de- 
cision sustaining  the  power  of  the  Legislature 
to  control  prices  of  admission  to  the  theater, 
is  of  vast  significance  in  that  it  seemingly  places 
theaters  and  other  places  of  public  amusement  in 
the  category  oi  public  utilities  and  lays  open 
the  way  to  further  legislation  which  may  control 
the  theater  to  an  extent  far  beyond  any  regulation 
hitherto  exercised.  The  legislative  control  over 
prices  has  always  been  considered  an  unusual  and 
drastic  exercise  of  power.  Hitherto  the  industries 
subject  to  such  regulation  have  been  inn  keeper, 
common  carrier  and  their  descendants,  the  hotel, 
the  restaurant,  the  taxicab,  etc.  These  particular 
trades  have  always  been  regarded  as  so  intimately 
affected  by  a  public  interest,  that  they  have  been 
subject  to  regulation  and  control  far  beyond  that 
which  might  lawfully  be  applied  to  other  indus 
tries.  Limitation  or  control  of  prices  has  always 
been  considered  such  a  drastic  measure  that  its 
application  to  anything  other  than  public  utilities 
has  been  held  to  be  in  violation  of  one's  consti- 
tutional rights. 

The  sole  ground  on  which  a  statute  aflfecting 
re  sale  charges  on  theater  tickets  can  be  sustained 
is  that  the  theater  is  a  public  utility,  affected  with 
a  public  interest  sufficient  to  warrant  the  control 
of  prices.  Once  the  theater  is  held  a  public 
utility,  it  may  be  subjected  to  regulation  as  thor 
ough-going  as  that  which  now  affects  railroads 
and   other  common  carriers. 

The  case  in  which  the  constitutionality  of  the 
statute  was  raised  is  that  of  Tyson  versus  Banton. 
A  statute  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State 
provides  that  theater  agencies  may  not  sell  tickets 
for  more  than  fifty  cents  in  excess  of  the  price 
printed  upon  the  ticket,  and  makes  a  charge  of 
more  than  fifty  cents  above  the  printed  price  a 
penal  offense. 

Tyson  &  Bro.,  a  ticket  agency,  brought  suit  to 
restrain  District  Attorney  Joab  H  Banton  from 
enforcing  this  law  upon  the  ground  that  the 
statute  was  unconsitutional.  The  case  was  heard 
b>  a  Special  Constitutional  Court  composed  of 
Judge  Rogers  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  and  Judges  Knox  and  Coddard  of  the 
United  States  District  Court.    The  legislation  was 
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sustained  as  constitutional  and  properly  within  the 
scope  of  legislative  discretion.  Judge  Knox,  writ- 
ing the  opinion  for  the  statutory  court,  said  that 
the  business  of  catering  to  the  entertainment  and 
amusements  of  the  public  is  affected  with  a  public 
interest,  was  apparent.  Judge  Knox  also  pointed 
out  that  supervision  and  control  may  be  exer- 
cised over  performances  which  offend  the  publii 
sense  of  decency,  and  the  Legislature  may  prohibit 
owners  of  amusement  places  from  enforcing  dis- 
criminatory regulations  with  respect  to  persons 
who  may  seek  admission  thereto. 

He  also  points  out  that  tne  ticket 
brokers  taking  such  chances  in  purchasing  large 
block  of  tickets  in  advance,  it  is  natural  that 
the  most  desirable  seats  should  be  sold  to  them 
and  that  the  resultant  tendency  is  toward  "monop- 
olistic   control"   of   the   theater   ticKet  business. 

An  appeal  will  be  taken  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  If  the  decision  is  sustained,  it 
marks  a  new  era  in  legis  ative  control  over  the- 
aters and  similar  places  of  amusement.  The 
significance  of  such  a  decision  to  the  theatrical 
and  film  trades,  is  not  in  the  specific  provisions 
of  this  particular  statute,  but  in  the  foundation 
which  is  being  laid  for  further  legislation.

WORK   OF   ARBITRATION  BOARDS 

Advance  reports  on  work  of  Arbitration  Boards 
for  1925  tend  to  show  that  the  actual  complaints 
filed  between  distributors  and  exhibitors  have 
been  reduced  to  less  than  6,000  which  will  not 
involve  over  $1,000,000. 

In  1924  there  were  a  total  of  11,195  disputes 
involving  $2,119,622,56  between  distributors  and 
exhibitors  disposed  of.  In  the  thirty-three  dis- 
tributing centers  where  Boards  of  Arbitration 
are  located. 

Disputes  requiring  seventh  arbirators  were  less 
in  1925  than  was  the  case  in  1924. 

In  1924  fifteen  disputes  required  the  services 
of  a  seventh  arbirator. 

In  1924  five  disputes  were  litigated.  Up  to 
Dec.  10  litigation  on  only  two  disputes  has  been 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  home  office  of  Film 
Boards  of  Trade.

MOTION    PICTURE    STOCKS    AS  SECURITIES 


In  June  the  Standard  Daily  Trade  Service — a 
statistical  and  forecasting  bureau,  issued  an  import- 
ant survey  of  motion  picture  corporations  and  their 
standing  as  first  class  securities,  for  investors. 

In  part  the  survey  said: 

Although  there  are  about  15,000  theaters  in  the 
United  States  the  number  of  houses  which  furnish 
a  regular  market  for  good  pictures  is  nearer  10  000. 
The  picture  houses  in  all  foreign  countries  will 
total  less  than  the  aggregate  for  the  United  States. 
The  total  yearly  attendance  in  the  United  States  is 
about  2,750,000.000,  which  brings  in  nearly  $700,- 
000,000    in    paid   admissions.     Fully  two-thirds  of 


the  population  of  the  United  States  attend  the  mo- 
tion pictures  more  or  less  regularly. 

From  700  to  800  program  feature  pictures  are 
produced  each  year.  Fully  80  per  cent  of  the  pic- 
tures shown  in  Great  Britain  are  made  in  America. 
About  25  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the 
American  industry  is  derived  from  foreign  busi- 
ness. 


In  1923  the  distribution  of  all  motion  pictures 
cost  about  $40,000.000 — or  30  per  cent  of  the  total 
revenue  for  rentals. 
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The  producer's  dollar  of  income  may  he  analyzed

Organization  and  Control 

The  bulk  of  the  motion  picture  business  in  the 
United  States  is  controlled  by  a  dozen  concerns, 
while  six  companies  do  fully  80  per  cent  of  the 
business.  *  *  * 

Of  the  pictures  made  by  the  three  largest  com- 
panies during  the  past  year  less  than  5  per  cent 
have  failed  to  pay  expenses  and  some  of  these  by 
a  small  margin.  *  *  * 

Of  $200,000,000  going  into  new  films  in  1924 
about  35  per  cent  came  from  banks.  In  recent 
years  the  larger  companies  have  secured  bank 
loans  readily  and  without  any  unusual  procedure.

It  is  unnecessary  to 
relate  any  of  the  detailed  information  given  with 
reference  to  the  various  corporations,  inasmuch  as 
it  is  believed  that  people  within  the  industry  are 
thoroughly  posted  with  reference  to  the  development 
of  various  large  concerns.

BANNER   YEAR   IN  SIGHT 

With  the  country  in 
he  prosperous  conditio 
which  prevails  today,  I 
expect  that  1926,  so  far 
as  the  motion  picture  in- 
dustry goes,  will  he  one 
of  the  banner  years  in  the 
history   of   the  business. 

However,  all  prosper- 
ity in  the  motion  picture 
business  depends  on  one 
thing— -the  quality  of  the 
pictures. 

This  brings  into  sharp 
focus  a  weakness  in  the  picture  industry  which  has 
grown  up  because  of  force  of  habit  through  the 
years.  This  weakness  is  the  belief  that  good  pic- 
tures cannot  be  profitably  made  and  shown  during 
the  Spring  and  Summer. 

A  little  thought  will  show  the  fallacy  of  this  rea- 
soning. There  are  no  seasons  in  the  motion  pic- 
lure  business.  The  public  has  shown  repeatedly 
that  it  will  patronize  good  pictures  just  as  well  in 
the  Spring  and  Summer  as  in  the  Fall  and  Winter. 
We  know  this  as  a  result  of  our  experience  in 
our  own  theaters.  We  know  it  also  from  the  tes- 
timony of  those  progressive  showmen  who  have 
refused  to  believe  that  the  public  cannot  be 
attracted  to  the  theaters  in  the  Summer,  and, 
by  installing  cooling  plants,  have  made  their 
houses  the  most  attractive  spots  in  town  even  in 
the  hottest  days  of  mid-Summer. 

Therefore,  Paramount  this  year  proposes  to  take 
another  great  step  forward  and,  beginning  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  will  release  a  group  of  thirty  pictures, 
which  in  investment  and  screen  value  represent 
the  best  that  this  company  has  ever  put  out  for 
any  season  of  the  year.  We  do  this  in  the  firm 
belief  that  progressive  showmen  will  appreciate 
our  efforts  toward  raising  the  income  of  the  pic- 
ture business  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  to  the 
high  peak  of   Fall  and  Winter. 

We  are  making  this  heavy  investment  in  nega- 
tive and  we  aTe  making  this  extraordinary  effort 
in  exploitation  to  correct  a  habit  of  mind  which 
has  cost  this  industry  millions  of  dollars.  We  are 
making  this  negative  investment  because  we  ap- 
preciate thoroughly  that  if  theaters  are  to  be  as 
prosperous  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  as  in  the 
Fall  and  Winter,  they  must  have  pictures  that 
represent  the  best  in  screen  entertainment. 

We  expect — we  hope — that  other  producing  com- 
panies will  follow  our  example.  If  they  do  it 
will  mean  that  once  and  for  all  the  bugaboo  of 
poor  business  in  the  Spring  will  be  killed.  How- 
ever, whether  other  companies  follow  our  example 
or  not  Paramount  is  committeed  to  this  new  and 
progressive  policy,  which  can  be  summed  up  in 
the  words,  "There  are  no  seasons  in  the  motion 
picture  business." 

But,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning,  the  basis  of  box- 
office  prosperity  in  this  business — whether  it  be 
in  the  Fall  or  in  the  Spring — depends  entirely  on 
good  pictures.  That  is  what  we  propose  to  give 
the  motion  picture  industry  for  this  Spring  and 
Summer.

the  better.  Patient  still  suffering  from  bad  ad- 
vice from  its  former  physician  who  refuses  to 
be  discharged.  Liable  for  a  relapse  but  hoping 
for  the  best." 

For  distribution,  "High  fever,  patient  can  nevei 
be  entirely  well  until  it  comes  down.  When  he 
knows  that  it  takes  $3.50  to  deliver  a  feature 
to  a  little  exhibitor  in  a  town  of  under  5,000,  gets 
pretty  sick.  If  the  small  exhibitor  is  the  back 
bone  of  the  industry  as  he  has  been  called, 
we  better  look  to  our  backbone." 

General  diagnosis,  general  condition  good.  If 
those  in  charge  will  just  look  to  the  future  with 
wide  open  eyes,  not  attempt  to  force  on  the 
exhibitors  a  contract  the  equity  of  which  can- 
not be  found  with  a  magnifying  glass,  if  all  ele- 
ments of  the  industry  continue  to  cooperate  on 
common  problems  as  they  have  been  doing  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  the  future  cannot  help  but  be 
bright  in  this,  the  newest  essential  industry. —

Now  we  are  be- 
ginning to  hear  it  gener- 
ally discussed  in  this 
country. 

Makers  of  pictures  have 
more  power  than  any  as- 
D.  W.  Griffith  sociation  of  workers  ever 

known.  All  advertising, 
all  sales  efforts  have  never  spread  commercial 
America  through  the  world  as  motion  pictures  have 
done.  Our  manners,  our  customs,  our  standards 
are  becoming  current  in  the  most  distant  lands.  A 
picturesque  illustration  is  the  recent  outcry  from 
the  elder  statesmen  in  Japan  against  the  Japanese 
kissing-  on  the  lips  after  the  American  manner. 

It  is  an  old  adage  that  the  finest  weapon  belongs 
to  him  who  can  best  use  it.  So  it  is  with  motion 
pictures.  As  long  as  the  makers  employ  an  ex- 
pansive intelligence  in  creating  the  films;  and  the 
exhibitors  employ  methods  of  showing  these  pictures 
to  their  true  advantage;  and  the  public  releases  it- 
self from  the  petty  and  prejudiced  apery  of  so 
called  'high  brows'  in  affected  disdain  that  nothing 
worthy  is  shown  in  the  pictures:  then  American  life 
will  experience  an  age  of  world  dominance  as  dis- 
tinctive as  that  of  Greece  or  Rome.  Every  patron 
of  a  motion  picture  should  feel  that  by  his  or  her 
approval  of  real  merit  in  a  film  he  or  she  is  play- 
ing an  important  part  in  world  influence. 

This  is  an  age  of  flourishing  art  in  America. 
And  motion  pictures  are  leading  literature,  music 
and  drama  in  prosperous  progress  of  efforts  and 
perfections.  In  their  influence  on  the  people  of  the 
world,  all  the  grains  and  the  metals  and  the  tex- 
tiles that  are  of  America,  are  little  when  compared 
to  the  force  that  is  in  motion  pictures.  And  films 
will  be  as  powerful  in  culture  as  they  are  in  en- 
tertainment as  soon  as  the  audiences  are  ready. 
May  the  day  speed.

periods  of  three  or  four 
years.

.«iile  se£OIwI  Phase  appears  to  have  started  about 
1922  until  the  end  of  1925  which  would  also  seem 
to  luiisll  the  first  half  with  the  "Battle  Arrav  of 
(jiants  all  set  for  a  considerable  offensive  on  all 
fronts. 

Thus,  I  lie  third  quarter  promises  much  of  inter- 
est albeit  much  of  the  apprehension  on  all  sides. 

No  doubt  every  individual  in  the  business  sighs 
with  regret  when  contemplating  what  this  busi- 
ness could  have  meant  to  so  many  more  individ- 
uals if  each  could  have  been  contented  with  one 
theater,  each  producer  with  his  one  unit,  each 
star  with  his  own  individuality  and  each  of  many 
distributors  maintaining  impartiality  between  the 
several  producers  he  represented. 

Modern  American  business  methods  are  highly 
scientific  and  a  grouping-together  of  individuals  fol- 
lowed by  amalgamations  of  groups  by  means  of 
mergers  under  the  very  liberal  provisions  of  cor- 
poration law  is  the  order  of  the  day  in  nearly 
all  industries. 

Until  this  grouping  leading  eventually  to  some 
one,  two  or  three  groups  so  gigantic  that  no  un- 
conquered  worlds  remain,  the  process  is  relent- 
less and  necessarily  tempered  with  no  more  of 
good  sportsmanship  than  might  of  competition 
compels  or  tear  of  numbed  but  outraged  public 
will  endure. 

Big  business  as  individuals  (with  rare  excep- 
tions) wants  to  be  fair  but  when  opposing 
groups  come  to  grips,  humaneness  to  each  other 
and  innocent  bystanders  must  give  way  to  ap- 
parent necessity. 

Thus  the  individual  regardless  of  prior  self 
promises  must  perforce  regretfully  agree  or  give 
way  to  those  whose  ambitions  are  sufficient  to 
cauterize  scruples. 

These  very  regrettable  developments  should  not 
materialize  until  along  towards  the  end  of  the 
third  quarter  of  the  present  phase  and  certainly 
not  very  noticeable  until  after  1926. 

Meantime  it  will  have  been  observed  that  some 
of  our  most  active  captains  during  the  first  half 
have  given  it  as  their  profound  opinion  that  cor- 
poration control  of  dominance  in  this  business  was 
an  impossibility. 

And  while  one  can  hopefully  agree  with  that 
Opinion  one  must  admit  that  there  seems  nothing 
known  to  the  industry  just  now  to  prevent  and 
certainly  there  are  some  very  extensive  localities 
veritably    monopolized    right  now. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  facts  is  that  this 
industry  should  have  had  so  little  to  contend  with 
in  the  nature  of  mechanical  and  technical  revolu 
tionization  in  the  many  years  since  its  inception. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  it  will  go  many  more 
years  (perhaps  only  months)  until  we  shall  see 
one  or  several  mechanical  and  technical  develop- 
ments that  can  readily  knock  into  a  cocked  hat 
all  previous  gravitation  toward  centralization  of 
power  in  this  great  and  useful  industry. 

h'.ven  now  many  minds  are  concentrating  upon 
developments  most  revolutionary — someone  points 
the  way  and  as  though  overnight  we  may  be 
deluged  by  changes  that  make  all  previous  efforts 
worthless  and  ridiculous. 


Again  the  performers,  the  stars,  who  have  held 
such  promise  of  being  different  from  similar  in- 
dividuals in  other  lines  continue  to  suffer  them- 
selves to  be  moved  about  as  mere  pawns  on  a 
gigantic  chess-board — might  do  something;  even 
a   worm  turns. 

I  really  don't  know  that  this  has  much  to  do 
with  1926  except  as  a  year  fits  into  a  ten  year 
phase  of  this  industry. 

Certain  it  is  that  such  tremendous  sums  of 
money  as  a  generous  public  pours  into  the  box- 
offices  of  the  world  should  provide  ample  profit 
for  all  concerned  besides  paying  copiously  for 
increasing  magnificence   in  production. 

Production  after  all  is  the  most  difficult,  calling 
as  it  does  for  all  of  75  per  cent  of  all  the  original- 
ity expended  in  this  business  and  must  be  prop- 
erly paid,  but  so  far  no  phase  of  theater  ownership 
has  been  lair  to  the  producer.  If  it  had  been 
ever  greater  production  progress  would  have  been 
witnessed.  1926  will  witness  the  solution  of  many 
a  theater's  buying  problem  by  making  a  success 
of  the  diversified  program. 

The  public  has  been  oversold  on  the  theory 
that  a  long  dramatic  offering  is  essential  to  an 
evening's  entertainment. 

Just  now  the  short  subject  producers  and  dis- 
tributors are  content  to  urge  and  secure  even 
secondary  recognition  for  their  worthwhile  product 
on  a  bill  with  a  feature  length  picture,  but  the 
time  is  not  very  far  distant  when  any  theater  in 
any  community  will  secure  greater  attendance  by 
confining  his  entire  program  to  a  careful  selec- 
tion of  short  subjects,   solid  comedy   bills,  etc. 

In  fact  there  are  many  theaters  so  situated 
right  now  that  they  could  snap  their  fingers  at 
all  competition  if  they  would  but  take  all  of  their 
present  him  rental  appropriations  into  the  short 
subject  exchanges  and  buy  all  of  the  best  of  that 
market's  output  and  utilize  his  present  advertising 
appropriation  together  with  real  exploitation  origi- 
nality instead  of  relying  solely  on  canned  stuff 
which  got  him  into  this  star  and  feature  de- 
pendence. 

Also  when  looking  for  a  good  theater  chain  idea 
why  not  start  with  a  few  strictly  comedy,  news 
weekly  and  short  subject  theaters?  They  need 
not  be  very  large — 500  to  1,000  seats — one  could 
install  a  hundred  of  them  for  the  price  of  one 
Roxy  theater. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  by  far  the 
greatest  this  industry  has  enjoyed,  and  so  far  as 
it  is  possible  to  peer  into  the  future  1926  ought 
easily  to  excel  1925  by  a  very  comfortable  mar- 
gin. 

This  will  also  mean  great  progress.  Most  any- 
one can  hang  on  during  duli  or  stationary  times 
but  to  keep  up  with  progress  requires  real  origi- 
nality and  progressiveness  fully  consistent  with 
industry  progress. 

Truly  an  inspiring  era  in  which  to  live. 

Truly  an  inspiring  business  with  which  to  be 
connected. 

Such  conditions  makes  one  glad  to  be  alive 
and  the  physical  and  mental  ability  to  work  a 
great  Blessing.

CURING  THE  SPRING  ILLNESS 

While  I  am  confident 
that  1926  will  be  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  in 
the  history  of  this  busi- 
ness, at  the  same  time 
1  am  grateful  for  this 
opportunity  to  call  atten- 
tion to  one  problem 
which  demands  the 
thought  of  everybody 
who  has  the  welfare  of 
this    business    at  heart. 

The  problem  I  refer  to 
is  the  state  of  mind  which 
takes  it  for  granted  that 
big  special  productions 
cannot  be  produced  or 
shown  during  the  Spring  and  Summer,  This  be- 
lief has  grown  up  through  years  of  lazy  thinking

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until  it  has  become  a  fixed  habit  of  thought  that 
has  cost  this  industry  millions  of  dollars. 

The  time  is  here  to  cure  this  weakness.  We 
in  Paramount  have  proved  to  our  own  satisfac- 
tion that  there  are  no  seasons  in  the  exhibition 
of  motion  pictures.  We  know,  from  experience 
in  our  own  theaters,  that  the  public  wants  and 
will  support  big  productions  just  as  much  in  the 
Spring  and  Summer  as  in  the  Fall  and  Winter. 
Testimony  from  other  progressive  showmen  who 
refused  to  be  licked  by  a  ghost  has  corroborated 
this. 

Moreover,  the  motion  picture  business  is  too 
big  to  play  football  with  the  support  of  its  pub- 
lic. This  business  cannot  continue  on  a  cream- 
or-skim-milk  policy.  If  we  give  the  people  a 
feast  of  good  attractions  in  the  Fall,  we  cannot 
starve  them  in  the  Spring. 

This  is  not  a  six-months  business.  A  theater 
overhead  ticks  along  just  as  loudly  in  April  as 
in  October.  Why  should  you  take  your  profits  in 
the  Fall  and  throw  them  away  in  the  Spring? 

That  is  the  question.  Its  answer  is  pictures — 
good  pictures,  big  pictures,  pictures  made  with 
the  same  care  and  negative  value  that  go  into 
production  released  for  Labor  Day. 

Summing  up,  therefore,  the  problem  is  simply 
this : 

Shall  we  continue  the  feast?  Or  shall  we  go 
on  our  annual  hunger  strike?

Every  indication  points 
to  a  remarkable  year,  be- 
cause the  competition  will 
be  so  keen  every  individ 
ual  producer  will  have  to 
be  on  his  mettle  to  meet 
the  high  class  product  of 
his  rival.  This  goes  for 
big  companies  as  well  as 
for  the  smaller  producing 
units. 

A  picture  educated 
public  has  demonstrated 
more  forcibly  than  ever 
that  they  no  longer  will 
accept  the  poor  pictures, 
and  on  the  other  hand 
that  they  will  give  the  fullest  measure  of  support  to 
the  higher  grade  product.  First  run  houses  are  now 
closed  to  a  certain  type  of  product  which  a  few 
years  ago  were  big  money  makers  for  the  pro- 
ducer, if  not  for  the  exhibitor.  And  during  the 
new  year  the  exhibitor  is  going  to  demand  only 
the  kind  of  pictures  which  with  the  aid  of  proper 
exploitation  will  bring  him  the  biggest  box  office 
results,  and  give  his  patrons  the  utmost  satisfac- 
tion. 

"You  cannot  escape  from  the  fact  that  a  popular 
star  is  a  great  goodwill  asset  for  any  theater. 
There  are  countless  thousands  who  never  go  to  a 
picture  theater  except  when  their  favorite  star,  or 
stars,  are  playing  there.  Take  for  example^  the 
tremendous  run  enjoyed  by  "The  Freshman"  at 
the  Colony,  New  York.  Mr.  Lloyd's  picture  ran 
there  for  ten  weeks — every  one  of  them  a  record 
breaker.  New  Yorkers  in  the  industry  figured 
no  oicture  ever  could  do  that  at  the  Colony.  Yet 
'The  Freshman'  did.  But  the  point  I  want  to  em- 
phasize is  that  this  production  attracted  thousands 
to  the  Colony  who  never  before  had  been  there. 

"The  new  year  may  bring  some  technical  devel- 
opments that  will  be  most  interesting.  Color  photog- 
raphy is  being  developed  to  a  high  state  of  ef- 
ficiency and  already  several  of  the  foremost  stars 
have  announced  their  intention  of  appearing  in 
all  colored,  or  partially  colored  pictures.  The 
greatest  development  from  a  technical  standpoint, 
would  of  course  be  the  stereoptican  motion  pic- 
tures. For  the  last  several  years  we  have  heard 
rumblings  about  the  perfection  of  the  stereo- 
scopic picture,  but  nearly  all  such  reports  have 
proved  false  alarms.  However,  there  are  several 
prominent  film  men  working  on  the  proposition, 
and  perhaps  the  new  year  will  bring  their  experi- 
ments to  a  successful  conclusion.  It  -vould  be  a 
great  forward  step  for  the  industry  if  this  hap- 
pens."

I  suggested  recently 
drastic  measures  to  elim- 
inate misunderstanding 
between  producers,  dis- 
tributors and  exhibitors. 
The  false  promises  of 
producers,  exaggerating 
their  production  schedule 
for  this  year,  and  the 
disloyalty  among  exhibi- 
tors and  distributors  in 
deliberately  turning  down 
product  they  had  con- 
tracted for,  I  blamed  for 
the  acute  situation  which 
existed  in  the  independent 
Joe  Brandt  neld. 
"This  situation  brought  about  conditions  where- 
in the  relationship  of  producers  and  exhibitors 
became  strained  and  a  mutual  distrust  flourished. 
This  distrust  hurt  both  financially,  an  experience 
which  will  prevent  any  similar  situation  arising 
in  the  future. 

"The  coming  year  will  see  these  harmful  con- 
ditions entirely  eradicated,  and  while  1925-26  has 
been  a  very  successful  year  for  the  majority  01 
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independent  producers  and  exhibitors,  the  lesson 
they  have  learned  bodes  well  for  the  coming 
year,  which  1  hope  will  be  one  of  perfect  har- 
mony. The  mutual  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
such  an  harmonious  relationship  can  readily  be 
seen,  and  I  believe  that  common  sense  will  over- 
come all  prejudice  now  existing  between  producers 
and  exhibitors. 

"This  year  has  established  the  one  great  fact 
that  independent  productions  are  just  as  good  as 
those  made  by  the  large  national  organizations, 
and  equal,  and  in  many  instances  exceed,  the 
profits  on  productions  distributed  by  national  or- 
ganizations. 

"The  '26'27  season  will  without  doubt  be  the 
most  prosperous  and  progressive  one  yet  experi 
enced  by  independent  producers,  distributors  and 
exhibitors."

NEW    SCREEN  PERSONALITIES 

While  the  foundation  of 
photoplay  construction 
will  always  be  novel,  un 
usual,  and  interesting 
stories,  the  public  must 
have  individuals  whom 
they  can  place  on  the 
pedesta[  of  especial  prefer- 
ence. 

We    are    entering  an 
era  when  many  new  stars 
are  about   to   be  created 
and  I  prophecy  that  dur- 
ing 1926,  more  new  out- 
Cecil  B.  De  Mille       standing  personalities  will 
be      raised      to  stellar 
heights    than   at    any    time   during   the   past  five 
years. 

The  reason  for  this  is  very  simple.  Since  1920 
motion  pictures  have  been  in  a  period  of  transi- 
tion. Many  old  stars  have  been  desperately  hold- 
ing to  their  laurels,  lighting  at  every  point  against 
the  inroads  of  fresher,  newer  faces. 

These  old  timers  have  held  on  in  many  cases 
due  to  superior  experience,  hut  it  is  inevitable 
that  they  will  he  succeeded. 

The  public  demands  youth,  and  it  demands 
change  and  novelty  in  its  screen  personalities. 
1926  will  he  a  year  during  which  many  of  the 
older  screen  idols  will  crash.  In  two  years,  I 
am  willing  to  venture  that  the  list  of  stars  will 
contain  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  names 
which  are  so  prominent  today. 

During  1926,  we  will  continue  to  make  ex- 
cellent strides  in  technical  fields.  Color  photo- 
graphy and  stereoscopic  photography  have  both 
advanced  and  in  the  months  to  come  it  will  be 
easier  than  ever  to  place  beauty  upon  the  silver 
sheet. 

New  and  vibrant  young  people  now  compara- 
tively unknown  will  be  a  feature  of  the  coming 
year.  T  don't  say  that  we  are  clue  for  a  re- 
vival of  the  old  time  star  system,  but  I  d^ 
contend  that  new  people  and  personalities  will 
figure  prominently  in  the  progress  and  develop- 
ment of  screen  art  during  the  next  twelve  months. 


THE  NEW  YEAR

1926  should  promise  much,  inasmuch  as  1925 
gave  us  so  little.  In  my  humble  opinion,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  greater  number  of  persons  with 
whom  I  have  discussed  the  situation,  1925  gave 
to  the  industry  more  "weak  sisters"  than  in 
many  years  past.  The  programs  of  all  the  bigger 
companies  by  whose  product  the  standard  is 
more  or  less  judged  showed  a  material  decrease 
in  quality  standing  over  the  previous  years. 

This,  to  me,  means  that  1926  should  be  at 
least  a  bit  brighter  and  better  year,  from  the 
fan's  viewpoint  at  least,  as  it  seems  a  certainty 
that  the  lesson  learned  by  the  producers  this 
year  should  result  in  a  material  improvement 
the  coming  year. 

As  regards  the  Independent  Picture,  speaking 
for  my  own  company,  we  surpassed  all  our  ex- 
pectations for  the  year  by  twenty  per  cent,  which 
in  itself  speaks  well  for  the  future  of  the  Indc 
pendent  market.  The  foreign  market  continues 
good.— W.  RAY  JOHNSTON,  RAYART  PIC- 
TURES.

BETTER  RELATIONS  COMING 

The  outstanding  devel- 
opment of  the  motion  pic- 
ture business  in  1926 
will  lie  the  development 
of  better  contractural  re- 
lations between  exhibitors 
and  distributors,  to  the 
benefit    of    both  parties. 

Pictures  are  improving. 
Theaters  are  better.  Meth- 
ods of  showmanship  are 
developing.  Those  things 
go  without  saying. 

The  one  thing  that  ex- 
hibitors and  distributors 
wish  most  for  are  methods  for  improving  their 
business  relations.  Arbitration  is  helping  and  will 
continue  to  help,  becoming  more  effective  as  the 
Film  Boards  of  Trade  and  the  various  exhibitor 
units  cooperate  more  closely. 

A  MYTH  EXPLODED 

Ninteen  twenty-five  has 
been  a  year  of  readjust 
ment.  It  was  not  what 
cou'd  be  called  an  easy- 
year,  but  it  did  yield  one 
thing  of  immeasurable 
value ;  it  brought  the  in- 
dependents to  the  grim 
realization  that  they  do 
not  get  any  exhibitor  sup- 
port merely  by  reason  of 
their  independent  posi- 
tion. The  idea  that  ex- 
hibitors would  bring  their 
patronage  to  independ- 
ents ;  bring  it  on  a  sil- 
ver platter  just  to  give  support  to  independents, 
was  an  empty  myth,  a  beautiful  dream.  It  is 
good  to  have  the  myth  exploded ;  it  lets  us  all 
get  down  to  the  bedrock  of  economic  principles, 
the  only  lasting  basis  of  profitable  trading. 

The  shattering  of  this  idle  dream  was  one  im- 
portant step  forward.  Another,  equally  import- 
ant and  related,  was  the  awakening  of  the  ex- 
hibitors  to  the  fact  that/  independent  product 
has  been  as  worthy  this  year  of  their  patron- 
age as  the  product  of  the  "old-line"  companies. 
This  was  reflected  in  their  1926  buying. 

Symptomatic  of  general  good  business  to  be 
enjoyed  in  the  Near  Year  is  the  great  amount 
..I  new  theaters  already  built,  building  and  con- 
templated, Tluse  many  new  outlets  for  film 
products  will  lulp  producers  and  distributors  to 
get   their  fair  share  of  general  prosperity. 

In  my  opinion.  1925  was  a  good  motion  picture 
year,  but  the  division  of  profits  was  too  pre- 
pordcrantly  among  exhibitors,  not  enough  among 
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producers  and  distributors.  I  look  to  see  a  more 
evenly  prosperous  industry  during  the  New  Year. 

Certainly  the  situation,  particularly  as  regards 
the  independent  producers  and  distributors,  will 
be  improved  next  year.  Their  realization  that 
their  "label"  will  play  no  part  in  attracting 
business  to  them ;  the  realization  by  exhibitors 
that  independent  product  is  as  worthy  and  profit 
able  to  them  as  any  other;  the  great  theater 
building  movement — all  these  point  to  favorable 
expectations  in  1926.

FURTHER  IMPROVEMENT 

The  year  1926  can 
mean  only  one  thing  to 
the  motion  picture  busi 
ness — that  is,  bigger  and 
better  productions  than 
this  business  has  ever 
seen  before. 

Every  year  has  seen  an 
improvement  in  the  qual- 
ity of  the  pictures  shown 
to  the  public.  This  year 
now  closing  has  been  no 
exception.  A  number  of 
'truly  wonderful  produc- 
tions have  been  released 
and  the  acclaim  which  has 
Jesse   L.   Lasky  greeted  them  proves  bet- 

ter than  anything  else  that  the  public  will  support 
the  very  best  we  can  offer. 

Howiver,  pictures  must  contain  showmanship  and 
must  be  made  by  showmen  if  the  exhibitors  are  to 
get  the  greatest  possible  return  out  of  them.  With 
that  thought  in  mind  we  have  formed  this  policy 
for  the  coming  year: 

The  pictures  which  Paramount  will  release  in  the 
Spring  and  Summer  of  1926  will  equal,  if  not  sur- 
pass, in  box  office  value,  any  group  of  pictures  ever 
released  for  any  season  in  the  history  of  the  busi- 
ness. By  that  I  mean,  that  we  have  thrown  over- 
board the  old  idea  that  revenue  at  the  box-office  is 
controlled  by  the  season  of  the  year.  We  have  wiped 
out  all  seasonal  lines.  We  believe  that  business  in 
the  Spring  and  Summer  can  be — should  be — just 
as  good  as  in  the  Fall  and  Winter. 

However,  we  realize  that  Spring  and  Summer 
business  cannot  be  brought  up  to  the  level  of  Fall 
and  Winter  unless  the  exhibitor  has  attractions  in 
the  Spring  and  Summer  that  are  just  as  good  as 
those  for  colder  weather.  Therefore,  we  have  gone 
to  unusual  expense  and  effort  to  insure  that  our 
Spring  product  will  be  up  to  the  highest  standards 
of   Fall  and  Winter  entertainment. 

The  second  part  of  our  policy  involves  our  pro- 
due' ions  for  next  year.  It  is  a  little  early  to  dis- 
cuss our  plans  in  detail,  but  for  next  season  our 
production  schedule  calls  for  a  series  of  the  biggest 
pictures  that  this  company  has  ever  made.  Several 
of  these  pictures  will  be  of  road  show  calibre,  all 
cf  them  will  be  of  outstanding  quality,  because  the 
day  of  the  program  picture  has  gone  forever. 
Covering  our  production  schedule  for  this  Spring

and  next  Fall  is  a  general  policy  which  calls  for 
pictures  based  upon  showmanship  principles.  It  is 
not  enough  that  a  picture  be  well  made.  It  is  not 
enough  that  it  tell  an  interesting  dramatic  story  or 
that  it  be  enacted  by  a  good  cast.  Our  belief  is 
that  every  picture  should  have  some  basic  theme  or 
clement  which  lends  itsefi  to  exploitation.  That  is 
the  type  of  picture  which  will  register  most  heavily 
during   the    coming  year. 

ANOTHER  OPTIMISTIC  VIEW 

Prosperity  is  undimin- 
ished in  the  United  States 
and  that  is  a  sure  indica- 
tion of  the  continued 
great  success  of  the  mo- 
tion picture  industry.  I 
feel  that  1926  will  be 
the  banner  year  in  the 
cinema  world.  We  of 
the  Stanley  Company  are 
most  optimistic  and  we 
are  preparing  to  give  the 
public  the  greatest  enter- 
tainments ever  provided. 
We  are  constantly  ex- 
tending our  activities  and  are  intending  to  open 
ued  theaters  from  time  to  time.  Our  new  Stan- 
ley in  Camden,  New  Jersey,  and  our  new  Earle, 
Atlantic  City,  are  to  represent  the  last  word  in 
theater  construction  and  are  to  present  as  part 
of  each  program  the  newest  and  finest  films. 

There  has  been  steady  advance  in  the  quality 
of  picture,  and  I  am  willing  to  predict  that  in 
1926  we  will  have  such  a  tremendous  improve- 
ment along  all  lines  of  the  industry  that  the 
period  will  be  epochal.

POSSIBILITIES  UNLIMITED 

"The  general  condition 
is  one  of  progress  and 
prosperity  *  *  *  We  are 
going  in  the  right  direc- 
tion." 

These  w  or  d  s  from 
President  Coolidge's  mes- 
sage to  Congress  may 
well  be  applied  to  the 
1926  outlook  in  the  mo- 
tion picture  industry. 
The  past  year  has  wit- 
nessed most  gratifying 
forward  steps  in  our  busi- 
ness. Jt  has  been  an  era 
of  common  sense  in  pro- 
duction, common  sense 
in  distribution,  and  com- 
mon sense  in  showman- 
ship. These  give  us  a 
firm  foundation  on  which 
to  fashion  the  future,  and  the  year  1926  looms 
before   us   as   one   of   unlimited  possibilities. 

National  prosperity  has  a  very  vital  effect 
on  the  motion  picture  industry.  If  the  public 
prospers,  it  is  anxious  and  willing  to  spend 
money  for  its  entertainment.  This  receptivity  on 
the  part  of  the  ultimate  consumers — the  men  and 
women  who  pay  their  money  into  the  box-offices 
— reacts  instantly  on  the  exhibitor  who  is  thus 
encouraged  to  provide  for  them  bigger  and  bet- 
ter programs,  and  this,  in  its  turn,  prompts  the 
distributor  to  provide  himself  with  an  adequate 
supply  of  worthwhile  product  and  the  producer 
to  make  that  product  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  most  outstanding  advance  in  the  industry 
in  1925,  in  my  opinion,  was  made  in  the  two 
reel  comedy  field.  Greater  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  exhibitors  in  the  matter  of  advertising, 
exploiting  and  publicizing  the  comedies  on  their 
bills  accomplished  its  great  work  in  two  di- 
rections. In  the  first  place,  it  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  picture-going  public  to  the  im- 
portance of  short  subjects,  and  thus  vastly  in- 
creased the  demand  for  them.  In  the  second 
place,  this  recognition  on  the  part  of  ex- 
hibitors and  public  gave  the  short  subject  pro- 
ducers an  incentive  which  they  have  lacked  in 
former  years.  The  result  of  this  is  manifest  in 
a  consistent  output  that  is  characterized  by  merit 
never  before  looked  for  in  anything  but  feature 
productions. 

The  year  1925  was  but  the  start  of  this  move 
ment.  The  coming  year  will  see  it  developed  to 
huge  proportions.  The  demand  for  diversified 
programs  has  been  created  in  most  effective 
manner  anil  it  will  make  a  continuation  of  the 
past  year's  program  on  a  much  larger  scale  ab- 
solutely necessary. 


COMEDIES  WANTED— AND  NEEDED 


I  could  join  the  host 
of  optimists  and  say  off- 
hand "GREAT,"  without 
presenting  a  good  and  suf- 
ficient reason  for  my  par- 
ticular hopeful  attitude. 
Hut  to  my  mind,  there  is 
more  than  the  mere  say- 
ing that  the  outlook  is 
"great''  is  based  upon  the 
usual  check-up  of  increas- 
ing box  office  receipts, 
bigger  and  better  pic- 
tures,    more  intelligent 


exploitation,  or  similar  arguments.  There  IS  still 
another  element  that  is  proving  a  material  factor 
in  bringing  the  motion  picture  to  the  peak  ot 
popularity.  And  that  element  is  comedy— good 
old  fashioned,  hilarious,  unadulterated  comedy. 
The  public  crave  this  sort  of  film  entertainment, 
and  the  wise  producers  have  just  begun  to  wake 
up  and  meet  the  demand.  This  coming  year  will 
see  more  comedies  produced  than  ever  before. 
In  making  my  production  schedules  and  plans, 
I  have  foreseen  this  crying  need  for  wholesome 
laugh  inviting  subjects.  A  certain  few  may  still 
demand  their  spectacles,  their  sexy  dramas,  their 
tragedy  and  wild  and  wooley  melodrama,  but  I 
intend  to  cater  to  the  majority  and  give  them 
comedy.  Some  of  it  may  be  built  up  to  what 
we  term  "slapstick,"  but  there'll  be  no  bedroom 
scenes  to  delete  for  the  benefit  of  censors,  or 
no  near  comedy  situations  brought  about  by  the 
questionable  morals  of  the  film  characters.  Even 
those  misguided  producers  thereby  acknowledge 
the  absolute  necessity  for  comedy  and  inject 
this  material  into  the  script,  with  the  label 
"comedy  relief."

Hut  let  no  one  think  that 
general  prosperity  means, 
ipso  facto,  a  big  picture 
year.  Audiences  have 
taught  us  in  the  past  that 
they  will  not  part  with 
their  money  at  the  box-office  if  the  entertainment 
offered  is  not  to  their  liking. 

Despite  the  hue  and  cry  about  theater  com- 
bines, the  independent  exhibitor  has  nothing  to 
tear.  There  has  never  been  any  dearth  of  in- 
dependent product  and  in  1926  there  will  not  only 
be  a  quantity  but  quality  offered  to  the  independ- 
ent exhibitor.

Editor's  Note: — It  is  suggested  that  exhibitors 
secure  from  the  "tax  free  publishers"  a  written 
authority  that  their  works  arc  not  subject  to  license. 
This,  for  the  reason  that  regardless  of  membership 
in  the  American  Society  of  Composers,  Authors  & 
Publishers,,  under  the  law,  no  copyright  music  may 
lawfully  be  publicly  performed  for  purposes  of 
profit  without  consent  of  the  copyright  owner,  and 
for  the  reason  that  from  time  to  time  it  is  reason- 
ably to  be  expected  that  firms  listed  as  "tax  free 
publishers"  may  decide  to  withdraw  their  music 
from  such  classification. 

Exhibitors  who  do  not  desire  to  pay  music  tax 
should  remember  the  following: 

1st.  Absolute  instructions  should  be  given  to 
those  in  charge  of  the  theater  music  as  to  just 
whose  music  should  be  made  use  of  and  that  if 


there  is  any  doubt  the  music  should  not  be  used 
until  the  tacts  are  known. 

2nd.  Cue  sheets  and  scores  offered  for  sale  or 
distributed  should  not  be  used  by  those  who  do 
not  wish  to  pay  the  tax  unless  the  statement  is 
made  and  guaranteed  that  the  music  recommended 
is  not  subject  to  tax.  Where  scores  are  sold  or 
rented  a  guarantee  should  go  with  each  copy  that 
all  liability  is  assumed  by  the  publisher  should 
trouble  arise. 

3rd.  Every  theater  man  not  wishing  to  pay  the 
tax  should  see  that  his  library  of  music  contains 
only  selections  '-.hich  are  issued  by  those  compa- 
nies whose  music  is  tax  free  and  are  non-members 
of  the  society. 

4th.  When  those  in  charge  of  the  music  supply 
the  music  for  the  theater  the  theater  owner  should 
instr»£t  and  demand  that  non  taxable  music  only 
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should  be  played,  and  when  cues  are  supplied  see 
to  it  that  the  musicians  substitute  non-taxabl« 
music  wherever  taxable  music  is  specified.  The 
theater  owner  is  liable  if  this  is  not  done. 

Trouble  and  lawsuits  may  result  trom  the  use 
of  music  inadvertently  used  which  is  taxable,  three- 
fore  too  much  care  cannot  be  used.  Spotters  may 
be  in  the  audience  or  other  methods  used  for  lo- 
cating houses  using  taxable  music. 

Some  houses  believe  that  the  tax  is  so  small 
that  it  is  better  to  pay  it  than  fight  and  go  to  the 
trouble  of  inspecting  all  music-  This  is  an  open 
question  to  be  settled  by  each  theater  owner  indi- 
vidually or  by  the  united  action  of  the  theater 
owners'  organization.  If  the  tax  is  to  be  fought 
it  must  be  done  by  united  action  of  theater  in- 
terests. 

A  warning  should  be  given  to  every  maker  of 
cue-sheets  and  every  maker  of  scores  that  he  owes 
it  to  the  theater  to  label  every  cue — stating  wheth- 
er or  not  it  contains  taxable  music  and  if  so  each 
of  the  selections  should  be  so  labeled.

To  all  persons,  firms  and  corporations  operating 
hotels,  restaurants,  cabaTets,  dance  halls,  theaters, 
radio  broadcasting  stations,  and  in  all  classes  of  es- 
tablishments in  which  music  is  publicly  performed 
for  profit,  copyrights  of  musical  composition  be- 
longing to  members  of  the  American  Society  of 
Composers,  Authors  &  Publishers  may  not  be  law- 
fully publicly  performed  for  purposes  of  profit,  with- 
out license  issued  by  the  Society,  and  any  such 
performance  'without  license  constitutes  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Copyright  Law  of  1909,  and  subjects 
the  infringer  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $250 
and  not  more  than  $5,000  for  each  infringement. 

No  agent,  employee  or  representative  of  any 
member  of  the  Society  is  vested  with  authority  or 
power  under  any  circumstances,  to  grant  to  any 
firm,  or  individual,  the  right  to  publicly  perform 
for  profit,  the  musical  compositions  owned  by 
members  of  the  Society.  The  possession  of  a 
printed  copy  or  orchestration  of  any  such  composi- 
tion does  not  imply  or  convey  to  the  holder  or 
owner  thereof  any  right  to  public  performance  tor 
profit,  irrespective  of  whether  such  printed  copy 
is  received  as  a  gift,  obtained  by  purchase,  or 
otherwise.

KATZ    IDEA    OF    THEATER  OPERATION 

During  the  year,  through  the  arrangement  made 
between  Famous  Players  and  Balaban  &  Katz 
to  manage  the  Famous  theaters,  Sam  Katz  of 
Chicago  became  a  national  figure  in  the  exhibi- 
tion field.  His  views,  therefore,  relative  to  theater 
operations,  are  of  interest.  These  ideas  devel- 
oped during  an  address  made  by  Katz  before  the 
T.  O.  C.  C.  of  New  York  on  April  14.  In  part, 
Katz  said: 

"In  every  place  that  we  have  gone,  particularly 
in  the  smaller  towns,  we  have  immediately  tried 
to  improve  the  situation  through  additional  ex- 
ploitation— more  uniform  service — and  a  bit  more 
presentation — all  in  the  hopes  of  increasing  the  re- 
turns from  that  town  so  that  it  could  do  its 
share  to  contribute  to  bigger  and  better  pictures. 
In  every  town  and  every  zone  we  have  entered 
we  have  applied,  in  the  proportion  that  it  would 
fit  that  particular  town  or  zone,  the  same  prin- 
ciples of  consistency  and  quality  that  made  pos- 
sible the  success  of  our  larger  theaters  in  the 
larger  cities. 

"We  have  proceeded  on  the  theory  that  every 
town  in  America,  properly  regulated,  must  and 
should  show  a  profit,  and  that  a  consistent  policy 
operation  would  bring  increasing  profit.  This 
has  worked  out  in  a  most  interesting  manner. 
We  have  found  that  in  proportion  to  population, 
the  same  theory  of  consistent  quality  has  been 
applicable  and  has  resulted  in  profitable  operation. 
Oppose  Price-Cutting 

"There  has  been  considerable  discussion  re- 
cently regarding  the  situation  of  booking  com- 
binations. Whde  I  have  felt  for  many  years  that 
many  basic  economies  might  be  offered  through 
intelligent  co-operation  I  wish  to  state  em- 
phatically that  I  am  opposed  to  any  booking 
combination  that  has  as  its  basis,  price-cutting 
of  pictures  because  this  defeats  the  very  funda- 
mental necessities  of  our  business. 

"We  are  not  now  engaged,  or  never  will  be, 
in  any  combination  that  has  for  its  aim  price- 
cutting,  and  we  will  never  participate  in  any 
movement  that  doesn't  recognize  as  its  fust  aim, 
ever-increasing  quality,  and  simultaneously  a  sym- 
pathetic understanding  of  the  producer's  problems 
in  bringing  that  quality  to  the  exhibitor." 
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Now  in  its  Tenth  Year

As  to  Serials 

A  NEW  REGIME 
By  E.  Oswald  Brooks 
Patheserial  Sales  Manager 

We  long  ago  decided  that  there  was  no  logical 
reason  why  the  millions  of  readers  of  magazine 
serial  stories  should  not  be  delighted  to  see  the 
same  type  of  story  run  serially  on  the  screen. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  all  of  the  million 
circulation  magazines  such  as  The  Saturday  Eve-  N 
ning   Post,   Liberty,   Collier's,   Cosmopolitan,  de- 
pend mainly  upon  dramatic  serial  stories  for  the 
maintenance  of  their  huge  circulations. 

We  compared  magazine  circulation  with  film  dis- 
tribution. Our  line  of  reasoning  was  that  the 
average  theater  audience  is  made  up  for  the  most 
part  of  the  kind  of  people  who  read  the  popular 
magazines,  the  Sunday  supplements,  and  the  news- 
papers which  cater  to  the  masses. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  pride  in  being  able 
to  state  that  Pathe-serials  have  been  playing  regu- 
larly for  the  past  18  months  in  such  houses  as 
the  Newman,  Kansas  City ;  the  Missouri,  St.  Louis ; 
the  Crandall  Circuit;  many  of  the  Loew  Circuit 
theaters,  and  hundreds  of  others  of  equal  caliber; 
and  that  Frank  Newman  recently  inaugurated  a 
Pathe  serial  policy  at  the  Metropolitan,  Los  Ange- 
les. 

Just  as  the  newspaper  or  magazine  can,  and  does, 
increase  its  circulation  and  maintain  that  increase 
steadily,  by  running  high  class  dramatic  fiction 
serials,  so  do  enterprising  showmen  increase  and 
maintain  their  "circulation"  (i.  e.,  their  regular 
weekly  attendance)  by  properly  presenting  serials. 


WHAT     DOES     THE     EXHIBITORS  SAY 
ABOUT  SERIALS? 
By  F.  J.  McConnell,  Universal 

The  marketing  of  serial  pictures  today  presents 
a  very  unique  problem  in  that  the  state  of  mind 
of  your  possible  customers  is  either  one  of  two  ex- 
tremes. Either  the  exhibitor  thinks  that  serials 
are  the  greatest  pictures  he  can  run  on  his  program, 
or,  he  wouldn't  have  them  on  a  bet.  There  is  no 
middle  ground.  In  analyzing  the  serial  market, 
of  course,  we  have  no  worry  about  the  exhibitor 
who  is  running  serials  regularly  and  making  money. 
Our  problem  is  to  make  the  exhibitor  "who 
wouldn't  run  a  serial  on  a  bet"  see  serials  in  their 
proper  light. 

What  is  the  state  of  mind  of  this  class  of  exhibi- 
tor and  what  is  the  reason  for  it? 

My  observation  is  that  there  are  hundreds  of  ex- 
hibitors that  don't  want  to  be  bothered  with  a 
serial  picture.  They  realize  that  this  particular  pic- 
ure  requires  a  special  kind  of  handling  in  order  to 
make  money  on  it.  They  realize  that  there  is  no 
use  putting  on  a  serial  just  to  satisfy  their  regular 
patrons  they  would  get  anyway.  That  unless  they 
brought  in  hundreds  of  new  people,  not  regular  pa- 
trons of  the  theater,  to  see  the  first  episode,  so  that 
the  serial  itself  would  bring  them  back  week  after 
week  for  ten  or  fifteen  weeks,  it  wouldn't  be  worth 
while  putting  one  on  their  program.  This  type  of 
exhibitor  likes  to  follow  the  same  old  path  week 
after  week.     He  is  certainly  not  progressive. 

Again,  many  an  exhibitor  has  been  frightened 
because  a  few  people  came  to  the  box  office  and 
complained  about  the  showing  of  a  serial  claiming 
that  they  wanted  their  entire  show  on  one  night. 
These  exhibitors  didn't  take  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  these  same  people  would  be  back 
week  after  week  until  they  saw  the  entire  serial. 
They  might  come  back  kicking  but  they  brought 
their  money  with  them  which  in  the  end  is  what 
the  exhibitor  wanted. 

If  the  readers  of  the  average  national  magazine 
were  asked  whether  they  wanted  their  fiction  com- 
plete in  one  issue,  95  per  cent  of  them  would 
say  "yes".  They  would  fight  against  serial  stories, 
still  the  publishers  realize  that  if  they  discon- 
tinue serial  stories  that  their  circulation  would  so 
fluctuate  from  week  to  week  and  month  to  month 
that  they  couldn't  sell  their  advertising  on  any 
definite  basis.  The  magazine  publishers  realize 
that  serials  stabilize  the  circulation  of  magazines. 
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The  exhibitors  that  are  running  serials  have 
solved  the  problem  of  stablizing  their  patronage. 
They  know  that  on  the  night  the  serial  runs  that 
they  will  do  at  least  a  minimum  of  business  judging 
from  the  number  of  people  that  are  following  the 
serial  picture.  They  know  that  if  they  want  to 
spend  a  little  extra  money  at  the  beginning  of  the 
serial  and  drag  in  people  from  a  larger  radius  than 
their  usual  patronage  comes  from,  that  the  serial 
will  bring  these  people  back  week  after  week. 

It's  a  cinch  that  on  the  night  the  successful  serial 
is  running  that  the  people  will  not  sit  at  home  for 
the  radio  concert  or  for  a  card  game,  but  will  go 
and  see  the  serial  picture  and  then  make  other 
plans  for  the  evening. 

While  serials  today  are  fundamentally  the  same 
as  they  have  been  for  the  last  12  years,  neverthe- 
less, there  is  a  decided  tendency  to  improve  the 
pictures  themselves  from  every  angle.  Better 
stories  are  being  sought  which  are  written  by 
authors  that  have  well-known  names.  Feature 
directors  and  well-known  feature  actors  are  now 
being  used  in  serial  pictures  exclusively.  Serial 
producers  recognize  the  fact  that  quality  in  serials 
predominates  just  as  well  as  do  producers  of  fea- 
tures.

NEWSREEL  PROGRESS 

By  R.  V.  Anderson,  International  Newsreel  Corp. 

The  year  1925  has  been  a  great  year  for  news- 
reels.  It  is  natural,  of  course,  that  the  news- 
reel  game  should  progress,  but  the  forward  ac- 
celeration of  the  newsreel  during  the  past  twelve 
months  has  been  phenomenal.  Speaking  for  the 
International  Newsreel,  I  can  say  that  we  have 
jumped  far  ahead  in  the  amount  of  business  we 
are  doing,  in  the  apparent  good-will  we  have 
among  exhibitors  and  in  the  organization  we  have 
built  up. 

The  outstanding  phase  of  the  newsreel  game 
in  1925  has  been  the  increased  importance  of 
football  pictures.  There  have  been  newsreel 
"shots"  of  football  games  in  past  years,  but 
nothing  compared  to  the  extent  to  which  football 
has  been  covered  this  year.  Edgar  B.  Hatrick, 
general  manager  of  the  International  Corporation, 
had  the  foresight  to  see  this  demand  in  advance. 
Consequently,  the  International  Newsreel  went  to 
unheard  of  pains  to  make  its  football  service  of 
especial  value.  Our  service  not  only  included 
picturizing  the  big  games,  but  also  meant  get- 
ting the  pictures  on  the  screen  with  the  least 
possible  delay  in  the  cities  where  the  interest 
in  such  games  was  highest. 

Perhaps  the  newsreel,  by  its  early  season  foot- 
ball service,  did  much  to  turn  1925  into  an 
epochal  year  for  fooball.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
covering  big  football  games  now  is  almost  as 
important  as  covering  the  world  series  base- 
ball games. 

The  special  service  on  football  pictures  has 
been  accompanied  by  an  enlarged  local  circulation 
service,  in  which  International  Newsreel  camera- 
men, posted  in  the  various  cities,  have  "shot" 
much  more  footage  for  local  showing  only.  This 
is  a  great  step  in  the  march  of  the  newsreel 
to  the  status  of  a  newspaper.  In  all  big  cen- 
ters, now,  International  Newsreel  cameramen 
supply  exhibitors  with  pictures  of  all  local  events 
of  especial  interest.  This  service  is  invaluable 
to  the  theater  man  and  has  proven  a  tremendous 
box-office  puller.

The  above-named  bureau  is  one  of  the  most 
active  departments  of  the  National  Catholic  Wel- 
fare Conference,  an  organization  operated  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  under  the  supervision  of  arch- 
bishups  and  bishops  representing  the  Catholic 
Hierarchy  of  the  United  States,  organized  prin- 
cipally for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  the  Catho- 
lic lay  activity  in  matter  of  social  welfare. 

The  N.  C.  W.  C.  Motion  Picture  Bureau  main- 
tains a  regular  department  in  the  N.  C.  W.  C. 
Bulletin,  official  organ  of  the  Welfare  Confer- 
ence, in  which  worth  while  pictures  are  reviewed 
for  the  information  of  several  thousand  rational, 
state,  dioceson  and  local  organizations  affiliated 
with  the  National  Council  of  Catholic  Women 
and    the    National    Council    of    Catholic  Men. 

The  bureau,  through  its  director,  furnishes  a 
regular  motion  picture  critique  to  the  N.  C.  W.  C. 
News  Service,  one  of  the  departments  of  the 
Welfare  Conference,  which  serves  the  entire 
Catholic  press  of  the  United  States  (approxi- 
mately 100  daily  and  weekly  newspapers),  this  in 
an  effort  to  divert  Catholic  patronage  toward  the 
better  class  of  motion  picture  offerings.  The 
N.  C.  W.  C.  Bureau  does  not  black  list  any 
motion  picture. 

The  plan  and  policy  of  the  N.  C.  W.  C.  Motion 
Picture  Bureau  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  develop  among  the  Catholic  people  of 
the  United  States  a  proper  appreciation  of 
the  motion  picture  as  an  instrument  of  enter- 
tainment, recreation  and  education. 

2.  To  work  constructively  with  the  members  of 
the  National  Association  of  Motion  Picture 
Producers  and  other  film  manufacturers  for 
the  further  advancement  of  the  screen,  the 
elevation  of  the  standards  of  motion  picture 
production,  and  the  development  of  the  high- 
est usefulness  of  the  motion  picture  industry. 


3.  To  direct  the  flow  of  Catholic  patronage 
toward    worth-while   motion  pictures. 

4.  To  invoke  public  opinion,  especially  Catholic 
opinion,  as  the  most  effective  kind  of  censor- 
ship in  remedying  the  evils  in  motion  picture 
production  and  exhibition. 

5.  To  work  for  clean,  truthful  and  inoffensive 
advertising  and  exploitation  of  motion  pic- 
tures. 

6.  To  encourage  the  presentation  of  motion  pic- 
tures which  appeal  to  the  whole  family  and  the 

exhibition  at  special  matinees  of  films  suit- 
able for  juvenile  patronage  only. 

7.  To  promote  the  further  use  of  motion  pictures 
in  Catholic  parishes,  schools,  colleges  and 
community  circles  as  a  force  for  education 
and  for  good  citizenship. 

&.  To  release  regularly,  through  the  N.  C.  W.  C. 
News  Bureau,  a  motion  picture  critique  recom- 
mending worth-while  productions  to  the  patron- 
age of  the  Catholic  people  of  the  United 
States.  Only  pictures  of  merit  will  receive 
consideration  and  no  black  list  will  be  pub- 
lished. 

9.  To  conduct  a  regular  Motion  Picture  Depart- 
ment in  the  N.  C.  W.  C.  Bulletin,  official 
organ  of  the  National  Catholic  Welfare  Con- 
ference, for  the  information  of  affiliated  organi- 
zations and  individuals. 
10.  To  coordinate  the  motion  picture  activities 
of  the  organizations  affiliated  with  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Catholic  Men  and  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Catholic  Women  and  the 
several  million  Catholic  men  and  women  in- 
cluded within  the  membership  of  said  organi- 
zations, and  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the 
Catholic  clergy,  parents,  teachers  and  indi- 
viduals generally  in  support  of  this  program 
and  policy.

Australia 

The  Australian  Commonwealth  has  imposed  a 
number  of  more  severe  censorship  restrictions 
against    American    and    other    imported  pictures. 

Productions,  the  theme  of  which  deal  with  the 
adventures  of  female  crooks,  will  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  the  country  under  any  circumstances. 
This  will  hold  forth  even  if  the  character  should 
reform   before  the  conclusion  of  the  film. 


Belgium 

Censors  have  no  fixed  rule  to  go  by,  and  take 
their  decision  only  in  accordance  with  their  own 
judgment.  Nevertheless,  on  April  19,  1921,  the 
Minister  of  Justice  issued  a  circular  letter  giv- 
ing some  advice  as  to  the  censors'  duties,  trans- 
lated hereafter : 

1.  The  law  of  September  1,  1920  is  not  a 
censorship  law.  The  commission  has  not  to  judge 
concerning  the  political,  philosophical  or  religious 
tendencies  of  the  films  presented  for  authoriza- 
tion. 

2.  The  commission  must  only  consider  mea- 
sures for  the  protection  of  children. 

Therefore  the  following  films  must  be  prohibited 
for  family  or  juvenile  representations: 

(a)  Films  snowing  scenes  of  theft,  inasmuch  as 
they  may  induce  young  people  to  imitate  them. 

(b)  Films  showing  acts  of  roughness  or  cruelty; 
murder,  suicide,  executions,  torture,  etc. 

(c)  Films  liable  to  awaken  prematurely  in  minds 
of  minors  improper  sensibilities,  even  when  such 
films  are  not  precisely  immoral. 

Nevertheless  in  this  case,  the  censors  will  a^oid 
an  excess  of  puritanism  in  order  not  to  lose  public 
approval. 

Must  also  be  prohibited  for  children  and  family 
representations  films  showing  violent  practices,  ter- 
rifying surgical  operations  under  pretense  of  sci- 
entific documentation,  or  anything  able  to  impress 
violently  children's   minds   and  injure  their  moral 

health.   

Bulgaria 

While  it  is  believed  that  sensational  films  are 
the  most  popular  in  Bulgaria,  several  recent  pro- 
hibitions of  the  Ministry  of  Education  make  the 
future  of  such  films  in  Bulgaria  somewhat  doubt- 
ful. It  is  claimed  by  the  authorities  that  they 
exert  a  bad  influence  upon  certain  classes  of 
the  population  who  are  inclined  to  emulate  the 
feats  which  they  witness  on  the  screen.  The  cen- 
sorship in  such  cases  appears  to  be  carried  much 
too  far,  especially  in  the  case  of  American  films, 
and  an  effort  is  now  being  made  to  have  several 
films  re  instated  which  have  already  been  pro- 
hibited. 


Brazil  (Sao  Paulo) 
There  is  a  rigid  censorship  of  motion  pictures  by 
the  police  authorities  of  Sao  Paulo  and  no  film 
can   be   exhibited   without   the   approval    of  the 
police  authorities. 


Dutch  East  Indies 
The  Motion  Picture  Commission,  consisting  of 
nine  members,  acts  as  the   Board  for  the  whole 
Dutch  East  Indies.     They  are  appointed  by  the 
Resident. 

All  pictures,  imported  in  the  D.  E.  I.  are 
censored  immediately  after  being  handled  by  the 
Customs.  Banned  pictures  are  not  to  be  re- 
turned to  the  importer,  but  are  re-exported  by 
the  Censor. 

The  importer  is  charged  F  10  per  reel  for  Cen- 
sor fee.     (4  American  dollars.) 

Import  duty:  12%  of  the  value. 

The  Censor  has  no  clea-rly  defined  Standards 
of  Censorship.  Each  picture  is  judged  at  its  own 
merits.  However,  the  Board  judges  on  the  fol- 
lowing basis: 

Not  allowed :  nude  figures,  criminal  story,  fight- 
ing with  knives,  shooting,  close-ups  of  women 
in  bathing  suits,  pickpockets,  theft  stories,  mur- 
der, assassinations,  hanging  or  other  executions, 
viewing  women's  bare  legs  or  busts,  vulgar  scenes, 
righting  of  two  or  more  women  together,  rough 


handling  of  a  woman,  disturbing  of  railways, 
cruejty,  indecorous  dances,  passionate  love  scenes, 
prostitution,  disrespect  of  the  law.

During  the  year,  however,  President  T.  P. 
O'Connor,  issued  a  bulletin  to  the  trade  with 
reference  to  "crime"  films,  which,  in  part,  said: 

"In  March,  1917,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
trade  dealing  with  the  question  of  "crime"  films. 
In  view  of  ■  recrudescence  of  films  coming  within 
this  category,  I  think  it  well  to  recapitulate  the 
principles  then  laid  down,  which  are  as  follows : 

"(a)  No  serial  dealing  with  "crime"  will  be 
examined  except  as  a  whole. 

"(b)  No  film  in  which  "crime"  is  the  dominant 
feature,  and  not  merely  an  episode  in  a  story,  will 
receive  a>  certificate. 

"(c)  No  film  will  be  passed  in  which  the  methods 
of  "crime"  are  shown  or  illustrated. 

"(d)  No  "crime"  film  will  be  passed,  even  in 
cases  where,  at  the  end  of  the  film,  retribution 
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is  supposed  to  have  fallen  on  the  criminal,  or  where 
actual  crime  is  treated  from  the  comic  point  of 
view. 

"This  question  of  "crime"  as  a  main  theme  for 
films  has  been  further  accentuated  of  late  by  a 
tendency  to  present  stories  in  which  sympathy  is 
enlisted  for  the  criminals,  and  in  which  they  are 
made  out  to  be  either  the  victims  of  unavoidable 
circumstances  or  of  early  environment,  and  as 
such,  to  be  held  more  or  less  irresponsible  for  their 
social  delinquencies.  There  is  also  an  almost  in- 
variable tendency  in  such  films  to  hold  up  the 
recognised  authority  of  the  law  either  to  odium  or 
ridicule,  a  procedure  of  which  the  constant  repeti- 
tion cannot  be  considered  to  be  if.  the  best  in- 
terests of  society. 

"For  these  reasons,  the  Board  will  have  to  re- 
frain from  issuing  its  certificate  for  films  of  this 
character,  and  think  it  advisable  to  give  this 
public  note  of  warning  in  the  hope  that  it  may 
have  some  effect  upon  producers,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad." 


Esthonia 

The  Esthonian  Minister  of  the  Interior  ordered 
that  after  May  20,  1925,  all  films  imported  into 
Esthonia  are  subject  to  censorship  before  being 
allowed  to  be  shown.  Thus,  a  permanent  control 
of  the  motion  picture  theaters  is  established  in 
Esthonia.  » 

According  to  the  new  law,  films  imported  into 
Esthonia  must  have  a  censor's  certificate  issued 
by  the  country  of  origin.  Likewise,  no  films  are 
admitted  for  exportation  unless  found  fit  for  dis- 
play by  the  Commission  appointed  for  this  pur- 
pose. Without  the  approval  of  this  Commission 
neither  imported  nor  locally  produced  films  can 
be  displayed,  except  films  of  scientific  and  artistic 
nature,  which  are  displayed  at  educational  and 
scientific  institutions. 

The  inscription  on  films  must  be  made  in  the 
Esthonian  language,  whereas  the  German,  Rus- 
sian and  Swedish  may  serve  as  explanatory  lan- 
guages. 


France 

"The  Journal  Officiel"  of  May  24,  1925  (page 
4841)  publishes  a  decree  of  the  Ministry  of  Publi- 
Instruction  and  Fine  Arts  making  further  amend- 
ments to  the  decree  of  December  11.  1924,  which 
laid  down  certain  regulations  for  the  taking  of 
motion  pictures  in  public  buildings  and  grounds. 

The  original  decree  required  that  no  motion 
pictures  should  be  taken  in  such  places  without 
authorization  from  the  Ministry  of  Public  In- 
struction and  Fine  Arts.  The  amendment  is  now 
made  that  authorization  will  only  be  given  where 
the  scenario  contains  scenes  presenting  an  actual 
historic  character.  Such  a  character  will  be  con- 
sidered as  presented  either  when  the  scenes  actu- 
ally form  a  part  of  the  plot  for  which  authoriza- 
tion to  film  is  asked ;  or  in  an  imaginary  plot 
in  which  historic  characters  have  actually  figured 
in  the  places  shown. 

The  second  part  of  the  new  decree  requires 
that  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  that  no  damage  is  done  to  the  buildings 
or  grounds  during  the  filming.  These  inspectors 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  film  company  concerned. 

French  censors  will  not  allow  : 

Licentious  or  immoral   titles  or  sub-stitles; 

Scenes  of  capital  punishment; 

Scenes  showing  burglary  in  general,  but  par- 
ticularly in  banks,  post-offices  or  private  houses ; 

Murder  scenes  must  he  reduced  to  a  minimum  ; 

As  a  rule,  no  immoral  or  violent  scenes; 

No   opium    smoking,    no    displeasing  Mexicans. 

Chinese  or  niggers; 

No  violent  strikes ; 

No  unpatriotic  manifestations ; 

No  scenes  likely  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  for- 
eigners ; 

No  jokes  on  religious  subjects; 
No  scenes  showing  ill-treatment  of  children  and 
animals. 

In  "The  Morals  of  the  Movie"  Dr.  Oberholtzer, 
formerly  secretary  of  the  Penna.  State  Board  of 


Censors  says  (p.  107)  :  "Since  1916  France  has  had 
a  commission  of  five  members  to  examine  and  con- 
trol the  exhibition  of  film.  Unless  it  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  which  they  have  issued 
no  picture  may  be  shown  in  any  theater  of  the 
country.  So  long  ago  as  in  1913  the  prefects 
of  the  departments  were  authorized  to  prohibit 
"les  representations,  par  les  cinematographes,  des 
crimes,  executions  capitales  et  d'une  facon  gen- 
erale  de  toutes  scenes  a  caractere  immoral  et 
scandaleux." 


Germany 

There  are  in  Germany  two  Censor  Boards. 
One  of  these  offices  is  in  Berlin,  the  other  in 
Munich.  If,  for  some  reason,  these  boards  decline 
to  pass  on  a  film,  an  appeal  can  be  lodged 
against  their  decision  with  the  Filmoberprufungs- 
stelle  (the  upper  Censor  Board)  which  in  its 
turn  examines  the  film  submitted  for  inspection 
and  whose  decision  is  final. 

Each  Censor  Board  is  composed  of;  a  Presi- 
dent, who  is  always  a  Government  officer,  and 
of  assistants  who  are  chosen  as  follows :  cine- 
matograph enterprises  are  represented  for  one 
quarter;  artists  and  writers  for  another  quarter; 
and  the  two  remaining  quarters  are  chosen  amongst 
members  of  the  University. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  visa  of  the  Censor, 
application  must  be  filed,  but  German  firms  alone 
are  authorized  to  file  these  applications  for  visas, 
whatever  be  the  nationality  of  the  film  to  be 
vised. 


Greece 

In  Greece  there  are  no  special  laws  or  pro- 
visions relating  to  the  censorship  of  motion  pic- 
tures, and  no  special  censors.  The  control  of 
public  spectacles  is  operated  by  the  police,  in 
accordance  with  the  general  laws  and  regulations 
which  provide  that  any  shameful  (sic)  spectacle 
or  action  (i.e.  any  spectacle  or  action  offensive 
or  detrimental  to  the  public  morals  may  be  for- 
bidden by  the  police;  and  that  the  responsible 
party  or  parties  may  be  taken  before  the  justice 
of  the  court  of  peace  and  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment.  There  is  only  one  case  on  record 
of  a  film  having  been  prohibited  in  Greece ; 
and  this  is  said  to  have  been  an  extreme  case. 


Holland 

The  censor  at  Amsterdam  rarely  forbids  the 
showing  of  a  film  completely.  Consideration  is 
given  to  whether  certain  films  have  to  be  shown 
either  to  everybody  without  regard  of  the  age,  in 
the  second  place  if  the  pictures  are  to  be  shown 
to  folks  above  16  and  in  the  third  place  to  folks 
above  18  yeaTs  of  age.  It  happens  now  and  again 
that  by  cutting  certain  films  slightly,  thus  taking 
out  offensive  parts,  films  are  passed  without  dif- 
ficulty. Films  chiefly  objected  to  are  those  of  a 
sexy  nature. 

Eighteen  laTge  and  small  catholic  communities 
have  combined  and  selected  a  censor  to  consider 
films  from  the  moral  aspect,  chiefly. 

Practically  every  small  city  or  town  has  cen- 
sorship surveillance  either  through  the  police  or 
local  organizations. 


Hungary 

(Consul  Walter  S.   Reineck,  Budapest,  Hungary, 
March  26,  1925.) 

Foreign  films  must  be  submitted  for  censor- 
ship by  the  licensed  film  distributing  firm  which 
obtains  the  sole  right  of  exhibition  or  the  per- 
mission   for   its  importation. 

The  applicalion  must  contain: 

(a)  The  title  (and  subtitles,  if  any),  of  the 
film. 

(b)  In  case  of  a  foreign  film  the  original  title 
(and  subtitle,  if  any)  of  the  film. 

(c)  If  possible  the  name  of  tht  author  of  the 
text  (scenario). 

(d)  In  case  of  films  prepared  from  a  novel  or 
theatrical  piece,  etc.,  if  possible  the  title  of  the 
novel  or  theatrical  piece  and  the  name  of  its  au- 
thor. 
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(e)  The  name  of  the  producing  factory,  the 
place  of  the  production  and  if  possible  the  date 
of  production. 

(f)  The  name  (firm)  and  exact  legal  address 
of  the  applicant. 

(g)  The  number  of  reels. 

(h)  The   approximate    length   of   the  film. 

(i)  In  case  of  necessity  a  statement  of  the  oc- 
cupation and  age  of  the  public  before  whom 
the   applicant   intends  to   show   the  film. 

(j)  In  case  of  the  exportation  of  a  film  pro- 
duced in  Hungary  the  indication  of  country  of 
destination. 

(k)  The  number  of  copies  in  which  the  appli- 
cant desires  to  have  the  license  issued. 

If  the  applicant  substantiates  that  the  data 
mentioned  under  b,  c,  d,  and  e,  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, the  President  of  the  National  Film  Cen- 
soring Committee  is  authorized  to  dispense  the 
party  from  the  obligation  of  furnishing  these 
data  especially  in  the  case  of  educational  films 
to    be    shown    by    Public  Institutions. 

The  application  must  be  accompanied  by  (1) 
the  film;  (2)  a  short  description  of  the  text 
of  the  picture;  (3)  the  explanatory  part  of  the 
text  legends;  (4)  in  case  of  a  theatrical  sketch, 
the  text  of  the  theatrical  part;  (S)  the  receipt 
covering  the  payment  of  the  examination  fee. 

In  case  of  foreign  films  the  original  title  or 
subtitle  of  the  film,  the  name  of  the  producing 
factory  and  the  place  and  date  of  the  production 
are  to  be  proved  in  an  acceptable  manner. 

The  license  for  the  public  exhibition  of  a  film 
must  be  refused  if  the  subject,  plot  or  tendency 
of  the  film : 

(a)  Infringes  upon  a  law  or  decree. 

(b)  Endangers  or  injures  the  safety  of  the 
State  or  the  relations  of  the  State  to  a  foreign 
country. 

(c)  Is  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  govern- 
ment. 

(d)  Injures  the  prestige  of  the  State,  Army 
or   authorities  (officials). 


(e)  Offends    against    public    order,    morals  or 

good  taste. 

0)  Or  is  apt  to  offend  religious  feelings. 


INDIA 

Bombay 

From  Wilbur  Keblinger,  American  Consul 
Laws  and  Regulations 
The  Bombay  Board  of  Film  Censors  was  cre- 
ated by  the  Bombay  Presidency  Government  in 
July,  1920,  under  authority  of  the  Government 
of  India  "Cinematograph"  Act,  1918  (II  of  1918), 
as  amended  by  the  Cinematograph  (Amendement) 
Act. 

Films  Examined 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Board  and  up  to  June 
23.  1925,  4,164  films  have  been  examined.  Of 
this  number  15  have  failed  of  certification  and 
135  have  been  passed  after  certain  deletions  have 
been  made. 

Co-Operation  of  Indian  Boards 

There  are  four  Censor  Boards  in  India  and 
these  Boards  exchange  information  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  pictures  examined,  their  names  and  whether 
they  have  been  certified  or  deleted. 

Suggestions  of  Bombay  Board  to  Inspectors. 
General  Principles 

1.  No  generally  and  rigidly  applicable  rules  of 
censorship  can  be  laid  down. 

2.  It  is  essential  to  be  consistent  but  impos- 
sible to  aim  at  strictly  logical  decisions. 

3.  Each  film  must  be  judged  on  its  own  merits. 

4.  Nothing  should  be  approved  which  in  the 
Inspector's  honest  opinion  is  calculated  to  de- 
moralize an  audience  of  any  section  of  it. 

5.  The  following  kind  of  films  are  liable  to 
objection.     Those   which : 

(a)  Extenuate  crime;  or  which  familiarize  young 
people  with  crime,  so  as  to  make  them  conclude 
that  theft,  robbery,  and  crimes  of  violence  are 
normal  incidents  of  ordinary  life  and  not  greatly 
to  be  reprobated ;  or  which  exhibit  the  actual 
poses  and  make  the  methods  of  crime  the  chief 
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methods  by  which  thieves  carry  out  their  pur- 
poser,  and  make  the  methods  of  crime  the  chief 
theme ;  or  in  which  crime  is  the  dominant  feature 
of  a  serial  and  not  merely  "an  episode  in  the  story. 

(b)  Undermine  the  teachings  of  morality,  by 
showing  vice  in  an  attractive  form  even  though 
retribution  follows ;  or  casting  a  halo  of  glory 
or  success  around  the  heads  of  the  vicious;  or 
suggesting  that  a  person  is  morally  jusitfied  in 
succumbing  to  temptation  in  order  to  escape  from 
bad  circumstances  or  uncongenial  work  or  bring- 
ing into  contempt  the  institution  of  marriage ; 
of  suggesting  abnormal  sexual  relations  or  lower- 
ing the  sacredness  of  the  family  ties. 

c)  Exhibit  indecorous  dress  or  absolute  nudity 
of  the  living  (except  infants  and  small  children) 
or  nude  statues  of  figures  in  suggestive  positions ; 

(d)  Bring  into  contempt  public  characters  act- 
ing as  such,  e.  g.,  soldiers  wearing  His  Majesty's 
uniforms,  ministers  of  religion,  ministers  of  the 
crown,  ambassadors  and  official  representatives 
of  foreign  nations,  judges,  the  police,  civil  ser- 
vants  of   government,  etc. 

(e)  Are  calculated  to  wound  the  susceptibility 
of  foreign  nations  or  of  members  of  any  religion. 

(f)  Are  calculated  or  possibly  intended  to 
foment  social  unrest  and  discontent,  i.e.,  not 
scenes  merely  depicting  realistically  the  hard  con- 
ditions under  which  people  live,  but  depicting  the 
violence  that  results  in  an  actual  conflict  between 
capital  and  labor. 

(g)  Are  calculated  to  promote  disaffection  or 
resistance  to  Government  or  to  promote  a  breach 
of  law  and  order. 

6.  Inspectors  should  consider  the  impression 
likely  to  be  made  on  the  average  audience  in 
India,  which  includes  a  not  inconsiderable  pro- 
portion of  illiterate  people  or  those  of  immature 
judgment. 

7.  Inspectors  should  remember  that  a  film  may 
be  in  itself  innocent  yet  dangerous  because  of 
the  bad  reputation  of  the  book  it  reproduces,  and 
that  a  book  may  be  harmless  but  a  film  of  it 
dangerous. 

8.  Inspectors  should  distinguish  between  errors 
of  Conduct  caoised  by  love,  even  guilty  love, 
and  those  that  result  from  the  pursuit  of  lust. 

9.  Objections  to  films  may  be  removed  by 
the  Board  either:  (1)  by  modification  or  re- 
moval of  titles  or  sub-titles  or  of  the  film  nar- 
rative or  description;  or  (2)  by  cutting  out  por- 
tions of  films,  or  (3)  by  both. 

10.  Two  Inspectors  or  the  Secretary  and  one 
Inspector  should  be  present  at  the  inspection  of 
a  film. 

The  objections  of  the  Bombay  Board  to  certain 
scenes,  etc.,  practically  follow  those  of  the  British 
BoaTd  of  Censors  of  London. 


Suggestions  for  India  Censors 
Censorship  suggestions  to  American  trade  for 
India,  made  by  Consul  General  A.  W.  Weddell, 
Calcutta : 

There  are  three  boards  of  censorship  in  India — 
at  Bombay,  Calcutta,  and  Rangoon — which  repre- 
sent the  educational,  religious,  political,  and  com- 
mercial organizations  of  those  cities.  The  charge 
for  censoring  a  picture  is  5  rupees  per  100  feet, 
and  the  picture  is  usually  viewed  by  one  paid 
official  before  its  public  exhibition. 

From  interviews  with  the  various  operators  in 
Calcutta,  the  following  suggestions  are  made  as 
to  producing  and  exporting  American  films  to 
India:  (1)  A  reduction  in  price  by  the  manu- 
facturers for  exhibition  rights  in  India,  (2)  more 
caution  as  to  the  nature  of  the  film  sent  to 
India,  (3)  more  attention  to  detail  in  films  depict- 
ing Indian  life,  (4)  establishment  of  an  American 
agency  in  India  for  the  distribution  of  films  and 
general  management  of  the  trade. 


Irish  Free  State 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Censorship  of  Films 
Bill,  1923,  passed  by  Dail  Eircann  on  May  28, 
1923,  to  become  operative  six  months  after  that 
date,  all  motion  pictures  and  other  "efforts  pro- 
duced by  means  of  cinematograph  or  other  similar 
apparatus''  must  be  officiality  censored  and  passed 
before  being  exhibited  in  the  Irish  Free  State,  re- 
ports Vice  Consul  Harold  M.  Collins,  Dublin. 


Italy 

La  Gazetta  Ufficiala  de  Rome  of  Dec.  6th 
last,  has  published  a  Royal  Decree  of  September 
24th,  1923,  approving  of  the  regulations  of  Super- 
vision of  Cinematographic  Films. 

We  reproduce  herewith  some  points  of  these 
regulations : 

No  film  can  be  projected  in  the  Kingdom  with- 
out first  having  been  examined  by  the  competent 
Service  of  the  Home  Department.  In  order  that 
the  film  may  be  submitted  to  this  examination, 
it  is  previously  necessary  to  present  to  the  Home 
Department  a  recapitulation  of  Vhe  scenario, 
same  has  to  be  accompanied  by  an  application 
in  duplicate,  drawn  up  on  stamped  paper  and 
addressed  to  the  Central  Bureau  of  Cinemato- 
graphic Supervision,  (Home  Department).  How- 
ever, the  presentation  of  this  recapitulation  is  not 
compulsory  for  films  of  actualities  and  instruction 
bearing  on  one  of  the  following  subjects  : 

(a)  Sports,  monuments,  works  of  art,  towns, 
scenery. 

(b)  Morals  and  habits  of  the  populations, 
natural  history,  phenomena  and  scientfiic  experi- 
ments. 

(c)  Agricultural  works,  agricultural  methods, 
installations  and  industrial  experiments. 

The  "nulla  osta"  of  the  projection  cannot  be 
granted  if  the  subject  of  the  film  is  immoral, 
contrary  to  the  prestige  of  the  nation,  the  good 
international  relations,  the  dignity  of  public  in- 
stallations or  authorities,  officials  and  agents  of 
the  public  forces  or  army  or  if  same  contain  acts 
of  cruelty  or  repulsive  scenes  also  in  regard  to 
animals,  delinquencies  or  exciting  suicides,  sur- 
gical operations  or  hypnotic  phenomena,  and  in 
general  all  those  scenes  based  on  subjects  apt 
to  induce  to  misdemeanor  or  disturb  the  public 
order. 

The  request  for  "nulla  osta"  has  therefore  to 
be  addressed  to  the  Home  Department,  accom- 
panied by  the  film  in  question  and  has  to  be 
drawn  up  in  duplicate  one  speciman  on  stamped 
paper,  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  example 
reproduced  at  the  end  of  this  article.  This  re- 
quest has  to  be  made  for  the  account  and  in  the 
name  of  the  importer  by  the  person  who  legally 
represents  him. 

Foreign  firms  have  to  install  a  branch-office 
in  the  Kingdom  and  appoint  a  legal  represen- 
tative and  to  submit  themselves  to  the  stipula- 
tions of  articles  230,  etc.,  of  the  Commercial 
Code.  The  fulfillment  of  these  obligations  has  to 
be  proved  by  the  production  of  a  certificate  is- 
sued by  a  public  notary  or  by  the  Court's  Chan- 
cery. The  two  specimens  of  the  request  have 
to  be  identical  and  have  to  contain : 

(a)  The  indication  of  the  firm  for  whom  the 
demand  is  made,  its  seat,  also  the  name  and  domi- 
cile of  their  representative  in  Italy. 

(b)  The  indication  of  the  title,  the  manufac- 
turers name  and  the  exact  length  of  the  film. 

(c)  A  detailed  description  of  the  title,  the 
sub-titles  and  of  the  explanatory  text,  in  the 
order  of  the  projection,  so  that  in  projecting  the 
film  the  text  corresponds  exactly  with  the  scenes 
it  refers  to. 

(d)  A  declaration  certifying  that  the  film  is 
for  the  first  time  submitted  to  the  Censor. 

The  titles  and  sub-titles  both  on  the  film  and 
on  the  copies  of  the  request  have  to  be  drawn 
up  in  the  Italian  language.  They  can  also  be 
written  in  a  foreign  language  but  in  this  case 
only  on  the  condition  that  they  are  accompanied 
by  an  accurate  and  exact  translation  in  the 
Italian  language. 

The  tax  for  the  revision  of  the  contents,  the 
subject  and  that  pertaining  to  each  Meter  of  the 
declared  length  of  the  film  has  to  be  directly  paid 
in  to  the  Registration  Bureau  (Manomorta  econ- 
cessioni  governative)  in  Rome;  or  either  by  postal 
order  to  the  same  Bureau.  The  Receiver  issues 
in  each  case  a  special  receipt  which  has  to  be 
fixed  on   the   request  hereunder. 

If  it  is  found  that  the  length  of  the  film  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  length  given  on  the  declaration, 
the  revision  is  suspended  until  the  person  inter- 
ested has  proved  that  he  has  deposited  the  sup- 
plementary tax. 
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In  case  that  the  ministerial  or  prefectoral  "nulla 
osta"  is  refused  or  if  same  is  only  granted  on 
special  conditions;  the  person  interested  can 
within  a  period  of  30  days  appeal  to  the  Home 
Department.  Unless  he  sends  a  written  statement 
declaring  that  he  renounces  the  right  thus  granted 
to  him  until  settlement  of  the  litgation  has  been 
made  or  after  the  term  for  the  presentation  of 
the  appeal  has  expired. 


Japan 

Rough  Translation  of  Decree  No.  10— Depart- 
ment of  Home  Affairs,  Tokyo.  National  Film 
Censorship  Regulations  to  go  into  effect  July  1, 
1925.   As  announced  in  Official  Gazette  of  May  26. 

1.  — All  films  to  be  exhibited  to  the  public  are 
subject  to  censorship. 

2.  — Applicants  are  required  to  present  two 
copies  of  the  story  of  each  film  to  the  Department 
of  Home  Affairs,  except  films  containing  pictures 
of  current  events,  such  as  news  reels,  which  may 
be  exhibited  by  permission  of  prefectural  gov- 
ernors. 

3.  — Government  will  stamp  or  seal  each  film  and 
story,  (translation)  passed. 

4.  — The  period  for  which  censorship  will  be 
effective  is  three  years. 

5.  — The  censor  (inspector)  is  authorized  to 
take  action  limiting  the  period  of  effectiveness 
or  the  districts  where  films  are  to  be  shown  as 
considered  necessary. 

6.  — Censors  are  authorized,  in  case  they  find 
films  injurious  to  the  public  order,  customs  or 
health,  to  prohibit  showing  of  films  or  restrict 
ruch  exhibition,  even  though  previously  authorized. 

7.  — If  owners  of  films  desire  to  change  titles 
of   films  they  must  secure   permission  to   do  so. 

S. — Charges  for  censorship  will  be  5  sen  per 
3  meters  of  original  film  and  2  sen  per  3  meters 
for  copies  or  duplicates  of  the  same  film,  which 
are  submitted  within  3  months  after  passing  of 
original,  and  2  sen  for  any  required  re-inspection 
of  the  same  film  within  6  months  of  having  been 
passed. 


For  such  films  as  news  reels,  etc. : 

Charges  for  inspection  by  prefectural  authori- 
ties (Governors  of  Prefectures)  will  be  1  sen 
per  three  meters. 

All  above  charges  will  be  waived  in  cases  where 
the  authorities  consider  it  advisable,  i.e.,  when  it 
would   be   considered   a   public   service  to  do  so. 

9.  — Government  officials  of  the  Censorship  Bu- 
reau and  police  shall  be  free  to  enter  motion 
picture  theaters  or  places  of  exhibition  at  any 
time  and  to  request  to  see  the  story  translations 
or   explanations   of  films. 

10.  — In  case  owners  of  films  spoil  the  official 
seal  or  lose  the  story  books  or  seals  thereon, 
they  can  request  new  seals  by  stating  reasons. 

11.  — Penalties : 

Persons  will  be  subject  to  arrest  or  imprison- 
ment or  fines  of  amounts  up  to  Yen  100  for 
violation  of  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Violation  of  Article   1  above. 

2.  In  case  of  false  representation  in  the  docu- 
ments required  under  Articles  2  and  10. 

3.  Violation  of  Articles  5  and  6. 

12.  — Persons  will  be  subjected  to  fines  for  vio- 
lation of  the  following  provisions: 

1.  Article  6.  2.  Article  7.    3.  Article  9. 

13.  — These  penal  regulations  will  be  applied  to 
statutory  acent  in  case  the  persons  are  incom- 
petent or  minors. 

14.  — These  penal  regulations  will  also  be  ap- 
plied to  persons  who  exhibit  the  films  to  the 
public  in  case  the  violation  was  made  not  by  him, 
but  by  his  representative,  members  of  his  family 
or  other  of  his  employees. 

15.  — These  penal  regulations  will  also  be  ap- 
plied, in  case  of  corporations,  ot  their  represen 
tatives. 

Supplementary  Provisions : 

This  regulation  is  effective  from  July   1,  1925. 

For  those  films  inspected  by  former  local  regu- 
lation prior  to  the  enforcement  of  the  present 
provisions,  the  application  of  the  present  regulation 
is  exempted  for  one  year  and  six  months  follow- 
ing the  enforcement.

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Palestine 

All  films,  due  to  the  religious  character  of 
the  country  and  especially  those  likely  to  foment 
possible  trouble  amongst  the  populace,  are  cen- 
sored by  a  representative  of  the  Moslem,  Jewish 
and  Christian  communities  and  by  the  police. 


Poland 

Censorship  of  all  films  is  compulsory.  The  Na- 
tional Board  of  Censorship  is  located  at  the  Press 
Bureau  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  Nowy 
Swiat  69,  Warsaw.  It  is  central  in  and  holds 
jurisdiction  over  all  Poland.  The  time  required 
for  censorship  varies  from  8  to  30  days. 

It  is  compulsory  that  titles  appear  in  the  Polish 
language.  In  case  of  bi  lingual  titles,  the  Polish 
title  must  precede.  The  conversion  of  a  foreign 
language  to  Polish  titles  can  readily  be  accom- 
plished in  Warsaw  at  a  nominal  cost. 

Moving  picture  films  tending  to  provoke  emi- 
gration agitation  fall  under  general  restrictions 
prohibiting  such  agitation.  The  showing  of  scenes 
in  the  United  States  incidental  to  current  events 
or  to  plot  development  would  not  normally  fall 
under  this  restriction  although  such  scenes  are 
eagerly  viewed. 


Roumania 

All  films  shown  in  this  country  are  required  to 
be  censored  by  a  national  board  of  censors.  The 
customary  procedure  to  be  followed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  authorization  for  the  exhibit 
of  films  is  to  deposit  the  films  to  be  exhibited 
at  the  Prefecture  of  Police  in  Bucharest,  with  a  full 
description  thereof  and  a  formal  application  for 
permission  to  exhibit  them,  which  should  con- 
tain a  declaration  replying  to  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

Does  the  film  contain  nudes? 

Is  the  good  or  bad  victorious? 

Are  the  bad  punished  for  their  sins? 

Is  the  film  directly  or  indirectly,  prejudicial  to 
the  existing  social  order? 

After  having  been  examined  and  censored,  if 
necessary,  by  one  of  the  five  members  of  the 
board  of  censors,  the  films  are  returned  to  the 
Prefecture  of  Police,  which  cuts  out  all  ob- 
jectionable parts  and  then  delivers  the  necessary 
authorization  for  the  presentation  of  the  films. 
The  board  of  censors,  in  conjunction  with  the 
police  authorities,  does  not  permit  the  exhibition 
of  criminal  or  immoral  films  or  of  films  which 
are  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  Roumania.  All 
titles  must  be  in  the  Roumanian  language. 


South  Africa 

Ernest  Morrison,  in  "Kine"  reports: 
"Censorship   is   another   bothersome   matter  for 
the   Trust.     The   Cape   Province    Censor  Board 
operates  where  the  natives  have  the  same  rights 
as   Europeans,  as  defined  by  the  Act  of  Union. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  Transvaal  conditions 
are  different ;  the  native  is  subject  to  more  re- 
strictions. As  a  consequence  a  film  which  would 
suit  Cape  Province  would  be  barred  in  the 
Transvaal  purely  on  the  color  question.  There 
is  no  appeal.  This  makes  for  ultra-carelessness 
in  the  purchase  of  films,  and  many  which  would 
willingly  be  shown  have  to  be  given  the  go-by 
altogether.  The  censorship  certificate  has  to  be 
shown  on  the  screen  in  both  English  and  Dutch." 


Sweden 

58  Drottninggatan,  Stockholm 
Governor  of  the  Royal  Board,  Dr.  Gunner  Bjurman 
Censorship  in  Sweden  is  regulated  by  the  Law 
of  June  22,  1911,  with  later  additions.  According 
to  this  law,  there  exists  in  Stockholm  a  special 
governmental  board  of  censors  "Statcns  biograf- 
byra."  Films  may  not  be  exhibited  which  may  be 
supposed  to  affect  unfavorably  the  relations  of 
Sweden  to  other  countries,  to  brutalize  or  unduly 
excite  the  spectators,  or  to  awake  criminal  propen- 
sities or  to  injure  the  respect  for  the  Swedish  laws. 
Special  caution  is  to  be  exercised  in  respect  to  films 


representing  grave  offences,  suicides,  and  the  like, 
which  are  pictured  in  such  a  way,  or  in  such  a 
connection,  that  such  undue  influence  is  to  be 
feared. 

For  children  below  the  age  of  15,  films  may  not 
be  shown  which  are  calculated  to  excite  their  im- 
agination in  an  injurious  manner  or  to  act  preju- 
dicially on  their  mental  development  and  health. 

Complaints  against  the  decisions  of  the  Royal 
Board  of  Censors  may,  within  30  days,  be  nWe  di- 
rectly to  His  Majesty  the  King.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Board  in  1911,  there  have  been  23  such 
complaints  made,  yet  without  success. 

No  film  may  be  shown  before  a  registered  num- 
bered certificate  has  been  obtained  from  the  Board, 
and  the  film  has  been  stamped  by  the  Board  with 
a  number  corresponding  to  that  on  the  certificate. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  police  to  see  that  the  show- 
men really  have  such  certificates  and  that  their 
films  are  stamped  with  the  same  numbers  as  those 
on  the  certificates  which  belong  to  the  films. 

The  work  of  the  Royal  Board  is  carried  out  by 
three  permanent  censors.  There  are  also  for  cer- 
tain cases  five  experts,  two  of  which  are  medical 
men.  One  of  the  permanent  censors  is  Governor 
of  the  Board. 


THE  FORWARDER'S  SERVICE 
By    William  Massce 

The  modern  tendency  in  medicine  is  to  keep 
the  patient  well  rather  than  to  wait  until  he  is 
sick  before  attempting  a  cure. 

I  feel  the  forwarder  should  stand  in  the  same 
relation  to  his  clients  as  does  their  doctor  or 
lawyer,  for  it  is  on  his  care,  knowledge,  ability 
and  honesty  that  the  film  distributor  must  de- 
pend. 

Thousands  of  dollars  are  needlessly  wasted 
each  year  through  fines,  penalties,  excess  freights 
and  insurance  premiums ;  thousands  more  are  lost 
annually  through  inability  to  recoup  losses  due 
to  inadequate  insurance  protection. 

The  forwarder  who  wishes  to  be  of  real  ser- 
vice to  the  film  industry  must  be  ever  on  the 
alert  for  the  opportunity  to  secure  any  such  ad- 
vantages for  his  clients;  and  in  this  business, 
paradoxical  as  it  may  seem,  cheap  service  does 
not  mean  economical  service,  but  too  often,  un- 
fortunately, the  reverse,  due  to  losses  caused  by 
carelessness  of  that  cheap  service. 

The  forwarder  must — even  though  a  labora- 
tory is  late  in  getting  its  prints  ready,  still  be 
able  to  get  them  properly  measured,  weighed, 
packed  and  placed  on  board  the  steamer  without 
losing  sight  for  a  moment  of  the  necessity  of 
getting  accurate  figures  on  his  shipping  docu- 
ments in  order  to  save  his  clients  heavy  penalties 
abroad.  In  some  Latin  American  countries,  for 
example,  fine  as  high  as  50%  of  the  value  of 
the  shipment  are  assessed,  should  consular  papers 
show  any  discrepancy. 

Shipping  documents  and  instructions  to  his 
representatives  abroad  must  be  in  the  mail  before 
the  steamship  sailing  time  doses,  else  storage 
charges  and  other  penalties  accrue.  The  for- 
warder must  also  arrange  with  his  clients  to  get 
wherever  possible,  refunds  of  duties  in  connection 
with  drawback  to  which  they  arc  entitled ;  he 
must  see  that  his  representatives  abroad  collect 
C.  O.  D.'s  and  charges  which  a  client  may  have 
taken  forward  on  his  goods;  in  short,  you  will 
see  that  of  necessity,  he  is  a  mighty  busy  man. 


French  Statistics 

From  Jan.  1,  1923  to  Dec.  31,  1924,  the  total 
length  of  films  projected  on  French  screens  was 
8,530,600  feet,  which  total  included  only  1,706,120 
feet  of  French  films.  Therefore,  the  proportion 
is  as  follows:  19.45  per  cent  of  French  films  and 
80.55  per  cent  of  foreign  films. 

The  percentage  of  French  films  is  certainly 
inferior  for  1925,  the  proportion  must  be  approxi- 
mately 15  per  cent.

Berlin  Theaters 

The  317  motion  picture  theaters  now  operating 
in  the  city  of  Berlin  provide  a  total  seating 
capacity  of  123,902,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
this  number  will  be  greatly  increased  when  sev- 
eral new  big  theaters  will  be  constructed.  Among 
these  will  be  the  2,000  seat  house  which  Phoebus 
will  open  in  the  Neukoelin  district.  This  com- 
pany through  its  consolidation  with  the  B.  S. 
P.  Co.,  now  controls   16  theaters  in  Germany. 

Of  the  theaters  now  operating  69  have  a 
capacity  of  150  to  200;  200  have  a  capacity  of 
200  to  250;  and  14  have  1,000  or  more  seats. 


In  July  the  Asso.  Press  reported  there  were  317 
moving-picture  theaters  in  Berlin.  They  have  aggre- 
gate seating  capacity  of  124,000.  Five  new  theaters 
are  in  course  of  construction  in  the  west  end. 


BRITISH  FOREIGN  TRADE 

The  following  special  report  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  by  Alfred  Nutting,  clerk  in 
the  American  Consulate  General  in  London,  gives 
an  analysis  of  British  exports  and  imports  of 
motion  picture  films  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
1925. 

For  the  nine  months  to  September,  1925,  the 
aggregate  quantity  of  British  imports  reached 
170,587,388  linear  feet,  contrasted  with  79-191,- 
467  linear  feet  in  the  same  period  of  1924,  and 
90,459,407  linear  feet  in  1923.  This  extensive 
rise,  however,  was  not  accompanied  by  a  corres- 
ponding advance  in  value,  which  increased  this 
year  to  £1,114,953  against  £887,500  a  year 
ago. 

Of  the  above  aggregate  for  the  current  period, 
no  less  than  154,742,426  linear  feet  were  imported 
in  the  first  six  months  (compared  with  48,898,631 
linear  feet  in  1924)  and  87,849,206  linear  feet 
in  June  last  (only  6,691,309  linear  feet  being 
imported  in  June  1924),  in  consequence  of  the 
two  months'  notice  of  the  intention  to  subject 
films  to  customs  duty  on  imports  arriving  on  and 
after  July  1,  1925.  It  should  be  remembered, 
however,  that  in  the  Budget  Statement  of  1924 
it  was  announced  that  there  was  no  intention 
of  continuing  the  McKenna  duties  on  films  and 
certain  other  goods,  and  consequently  shipments 
were  held  back  until  the  duties  expired  in  August, 
1924.  and  a  comparison  of  the  figures  is  vitiated 
by  these  changes  of  fiscal  policy.

Greater  interest  in  the  proper  presentation  of 
high  class  pictures. 

Decided  progress  in  the  development  of  real 
motion  picture  theaters. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  influence  in  bringing  about 
the  first  development  has  been  the  wonderful  suc- 
cess scored  by  "The  Ten  Commandments," 
"The  Covered  Wagon"  "Scaramouche,"  and  others 
of  the  very  best  features  produced  in  the  last 
two  years.  Exhibitors  in  every  important  country 
have  enjoyed  such  unprecedented  business  wher- 
ever and  whenever  they  have  applied  modern 
methods  to  the  exploitation  of  the  features  of  the 
above  classification  that  they  are  no  longer  con- 
tent to  proceed  along  old  fashioned  lines.  As 
examples  there  are  the  splendid  record  breaking 
runs  of  "The  Ten  Commandments"  in  London, 
Paris,  Sydney,  Adelaide,  Melbourne,  Berlin,  Well- 
ington, Tokyo,  Kobe,  Copenhagen,  Rome,  Rio  de 
Janerio,  Buenos  Aires,  Mexico  City,  etc. 

So  great  has  been  the  public  response  to  ag- 
gressive and  well  planned  exploitation  and  adver- 
tising in  Australia  that  nine  road  shows  have  been 
required  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  theaters 
in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  Tasmania.  In 
Great  Britain  every  known  box-office  record  for 
volume  of  business  and  duration  of  run  has  gone 
by  the  boards  in  the  marvelous  business  enjoyed 
by  the  exhibitors  who  have  given  their  keenest 
thought  and  attention  to  exploitation. 

The  second  development  which  has  added  greatly 
to  the  exhibition  arm  of  the  industry  has  been  the 
increased  attention  paid  to  the  presentation  of  the 
screen  programs.  Better  music,  prologues  and 
more  beautiful  settings  and  surroundings  for  the 
program  have  added  immensely  to  the  drawing 
power  of  the  best  in  the  motion  picture  art. 
Larger  orchestras  are  being  installed  in  the  lead- 
ing cinemas  in  the  principal  cities,  such  as  London, 
Paris,  Berlin,  Stockholm,  Sydney,  Buenos  Aires, 
Amsterdam,  Melbourne,  Tokyo,  etc.,  and  in  no 
single  instance  has  the  wide  awake  exhibitor  failed 
to  reap  the  increased  benefits  from  such  progres- 
sive action.  Exhibitors  in  Europe  and  South 
America  have  visited  the  United  States  by  the 
score  to  study  the  best  American  methods  of  pres- 
entation and  have  built  up  alert,  keen-minded  thea- 
ter staffs  who  have  shown  great  ingenuity  in  ap 
plying  the  most  up  to  date  methods  for  the  further 
enhancement  of  their  own  programs. 

There  has  been  noted  a  well  defined  trend 
towards  the  construction  of  more  and  better  class 
theaters-  throughout  the  most  progressive  countries. 
This  applies  particularly  to  Great  Britain,  France, 
Germany,  Australia  and  a  number  of  other  coun- 
tries. In  London,  our  own  beautiful  Plaza  theater 
will  be  in  operation  during  the  coming  year.  Al- 
ready a  number  of  beautiful  houses  have  been 
finished  in  London  and  the  provincal  cities,  with 
the  result  that  practically  every  important  key 
center  is  well  taken  care  of  with  the  very  best 
first  run  theater  facilities,  and  greatly  increased 
business  has  been  the  rule  in  all  centers  where  the 
acute  need  for  more  modern  theaters  has  been 
rectified. 

Australasia  has  made  marvelous  progress  in  this 
respect,  with  its  Prince  Edward  at  Sydney,  the 
Capitol  at  Melbourne  and  the  De  Luxe  at  Well- 
ington, three  of  the  finest  and  most  modern  thea- 
ters to  be  found  in  the  entire  world.  All  three 
theaters  had  as  their  opening  attraction  "The  Ten 
Commandments"  and  all  established  marvelous 
long  run  records,  the  Prince  Edward  run  of  36 
weeks  being  second  only  to  the  record  of  62  weeks 
for  "Ten  Commandments"  at  the  Criterion  in  New 


York.  The  engagement  at  the  Capitol  was  for  19 
weeks,  while  the  Wellington  run  also  constituted 
a  record  for  New  Zealand.  It  is  impossible  to 
exaggerate  the  good  will  for  the  industry  which 
has  been  built  up  by  these  new  theaters  and  the 
wonderful  manner  in  which  their  programs  have 
been  exploited  and  presented. 

Japan  has  its  truly  wonderful  Kabuki-Za  thea- 
ter in  Tokyo,  built  along  the  lines  of  the  finest 
motion  picture  palace  in  this  country. 

The  augury  for  the  coming  year  is  bright  in- 
deed. Greater  success  and  greater  prosperity  for 
the  exhibition  arm  of  the  industry  throughout  the 
world  has  meant  and.  will  insure  for  the  future 
greater  prosperity  for  the  entire  industry,  both 
here  and  abroad. 


PROBLEMS 

The  uncertainty  and  demoralization  prevailing 
at  the  moment  in  the  independent  market  is 
peculiarly  reflected  in  the  foreign  market.  With 
the  growing  expansion  of  direct  foreign  distri- 
bution by  the  first  line  companies — the  available 
product  for  the  independent  distributor  in  foreign 
markets  is  becoming  scarcer. 

And  here  is  the  paradox :  Coupled  with  the 
increasing  difficulty  that  the  independent  has  for 
placing  his  product  as  advantageously  as  here- 
tofore domestically — the  foreign  field  offers  him 
a  larger  source  of  income  than  he  has  ever  en- 
joyed heretofore. 

The  profitable  marketing  of  product  therefore 
assumes  an  importance  never  before  paralleled 
and  requires  the  best  of  knowledge,  discrimination 
and  resourcefulness.  This  can  only  be  acquired 
by  years  of  experience,  consequently  it  behooves 
the  producer  to  entrust  his  foreign  revenue  to 
men  with  a  thorough  acquaintance  and  apprecia- 
tion, not  only  of  export  conditions  but  also  Ameri- 
can production  and  distribution  problems. 

Agitation  against  American  films  is  reported 
from  many  centers.  Barriers  are  being  erected 
to  shut  out  much  American  film.  But  so  long 
as  American  producers  continue  to  make  a  high 
standard  of  pictures — the  best  American  produc- 
tions will  still  find  their  way  to  foreign  screens.

THE  FOREIGN  OUTLOOK 

It  seems  that  more  and  more  do  the  foreign 
companies  find  it  an  absolute  necessity  to  have 
the  American  product.  As  long  as  the  foreign 
producing  companies  do  not  acquire  theaters  in 
America)  and  open  their  own  rental  organizations 
there  will  be  nothing  to  fear  in  regard  to  the  com- 
petition of  foreign  pictures  in  foreign  countries, 
as  they  cannot  profitably  produce  pictures  for 
home  consumption  only.  In  each  individual 
country  there  always  will  be  a  decided  interest 
in  home  product,  but  the  quality  of  the  home 
product  in  the  foreign  countries  has  been  so 
poor  that  notwithstanding  the  great  propaganda 
used  in  the  press  in  almost  every  country  against 
American  pictures  and  the  taking  up  of  home 
product,  it  has  met  with  very  little  success 
owing  to  the  fact,   first,  of  the  poorness  of  the 


quality  of  the  pictures,  which  have  affected  the 
running  of  the  theaters,  and  secondly,  owing  to 
the  home  product  having  practically  no  outlet 
in  other  countries,  the  theaters  and  exchange- 
men  purchasing  home  product  have  to  pay  such 
exorbitant  prices  for  the  home  product  that  they 
cannot  make  any  money  by  exhibiting  same. 

It  is  an  absolute  necessity,  however,  for  the 
American  concerns  to  produce  a  certain  percent- 
age of  pictures  in  European  countries,  thereby 
making  the  American  pictures  more  valuable  in 
Europe,  and  through  this  medium  will  even  get 
bigger  prices  for  their  pictures  than  they  have 
heretofore.  The  extensive  buildinrr  of  theaters 
throughout  Europe  today,  will  enable  American 
producers  to  get  a  bigger  return  for  their  pic- 
tures, because  there  will  be  more  competition 
in  European  theaters  for  good  product,  and  this 
will  of  itself  increase  the  value  of  the  pictures  of 
American  producers. 

The  various  countries  that  have  been  formulat- 
ing plans  of  contingent  have  found  that  this  has 
not  aided  their  home  product,  and  has  generally 
only  benefited  one  concern  in  each  country  to 
the  detriment  of  the  entire  industry.  Notwith- 
standing all  the  propaganda  that  is  being  made 
for  this  purpose,  I  think  these  contingents  will 
soon  be  abrogated  all  over.

CONDITIONS  DIFFICULT 

From  the  viewpoint  of  the  exporter  of  inde- 
pendent product,  the  conditions  of  the  foreign 
market  become  more  and  more  difficult  every  day. 
The  important  American;  national  distributor^ 
are  opening  their  own  branches  in  nearly  every 
country  on  the  globe,  putting  in  such  countries, 
the  native  independent  distributors  out  of  busi- 
ness. This  fact  becomes  more  and  more  evident 
in  the  smaller  countries  where  the  outlet  for 
product  is  limited  and  does  not  as  yet  prevail 
in  territories  with  a  large  number  of  theaters.

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The  cry  of  all  the  independent  distributors 
throughout  the  foreign  field  is  for  big  pictures, 
but  unfortunately  there  are  only  a  very  few  such 
independent  productions  made  yearly.  Good  prod- 
uct is  always  salable  anywhere,  for  smaller  pro- 
gram pictures  and  westerns,  there  is  no  demand. 

American  stars  become  more  and  more  known 
in  foreign  countries  and  have  a  drawing  power 
accordingly.  Where  a  few  years  ago,  a  buyer 
would  look  in  the  first  place  for  production 
value,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident 
that  the  names  of  the  stars  in  the  production 
become  a  principal  factor.  This,  of  course,  is 
caused  by  the  exploitation  of  the  American  na- 
tional distributors  in  such  countries,  who  have 
made  various  stars  popular. 

The  outlook  for  the  export  business  of  inde- 
pendent pictures  to  the  United  Kingdom  is  fairly 
good  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  independent 
exporter,  who  has  decent  product,  will  suffer  on 
account  of  the  proposed  contingent  measures,  now 
being  talked  of  in  England.  As  long  as  the 
present  independent  distributors  of  good  standing 
remain  in  existence  there  always  will  be  an  out- 
let for  good  independent  product  in  Great  Britain. 

Conditions  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  how- 
ever, are  deplorable.  Scandinavia  becomes  more 
and  more  monopolized  by  the  big  American  con- 
cerns. Germany  with  its  severe  kontingent  sys- 
tem has  no  demand  for  program  pictures.  The 
business  in  Italy  is  practically  in  the  hands  of 
two  big  Italian  concerns.  France  buys  very  little 
independent  product  and  if  she  does,  pays  very 
poor  prices,  while  the  rest  of  the  continent  is  un- 
important. 

The  conditions  in  South  America,  are  still 
splendid  for  the  independent  exporter  where  prac- 
tically  100%   can  be  sold. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  as  long  as  there  will  be 
independent  product,  better  than  program  pic- 
tures, there  will  be  an  outlet  in  about  60ro  of  the 
foreign  territories. — T.  C.  BARNSTYN,  THE

ONLY  THE  BEST  WANTED 

Vastly  improved  business  conditions  in  the  for- 
eign market,  which  characterized  the  motion  picture 
industry  in  1925,  bid  fair  to  continue  through  1926. 
The  signs  are  unmistakable.  They  cannot  be  mis- 
read. 

It  is  significant  of  the  general  trend  of  affairs 
in  filmdam  that  this  improvement  has  been  espec 
ially  marked  in  the  case  of  short  subjects,  a  situa- 
tion that  has  become  outstanding  in  the  United 
States  during  the  past  year.  No  longer  do  foreign 
exhibitors  look  on  two-reel  pictures,  excluding 
IJoyds  and  Chaplins,  in  the  light  of  mere  filler. 
This  idea,  which  prevailed  for  many  years,  is  being 
gradually  supplanted  by  an  inclination  to  give  the 
short  subject  its  due. 

In  great  measure,  this  move  has  been  helped  by 
the  trade  press  in  America,  particularly  through 
the  agency  of  short  subject  issues  of  the  various 
magazines  and  editorial  articles.  The  British  trade 
publications  are  also  deserving  of  much  credit  for 
their  perspicacity  in  picking  up  the  subject,  and  it 
will  not  be  long  before  the  British  exhibitors  will 
thank  them  for  their  good  advice,  for  increased 
box-office  returns  are  bound  to  follow  the  proper 
exploitation  of  short  subjects. 

From  all  indications,  the  coming  year  will  see  a 
market  only  for  the  best  pictures  as  was  the  case 
last  year,  both  in  the  feature  and  short  subject  di- 
visions. Although  European  exhibitors  do  not  stage 
their  programs  as  elaborately  as  their  American 
colleagues,  nevertheless  they  demand  the  best  pic- 
tures available  and  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  for 
them. 

There  is  some  trouble  ahead  in  the  countries 
where  there  is  local  production,  and  if  we  are  to 
be  faced  with  either  Kontingent  or  duty,  the  former 
is  the  lesser  of  two  evils,  since  duty  merely  en- 
grosses the  coffers  of  the  Government,  whereas  the 
Kontingent  system  keeps  the  money  within  the  in- 
dustry  and   provides   work  for   the   national  pro- 


ducers who  deserve  encouragement,  and  are  laboring 
at  such  a  tremendous  disadvantage  that  their  com- 
petition is  hardly  to  be  feared.  A  great  deal  of 
the  Kontingent  trouble  is  caused  by  the  establish- 
ment by  American  distributors  of  their  own  ex- 
changes in  European  countries.  These  distribu- 
tors, after  asking  prices  which  their  former  cus- 
tomers cannot  afford  to  pay,  finally  rent  their  pic- 
tures at  any  price  obtainable.  This  quite  naturally 
causes  dissatisfaction  as  the  national  distributors 
are  entitled  to  a  fair  profit,  considering  the  fact 
that  they  have  to  advance  the  money,  and  further 
more,  they  claim  that  their  profit  is  made  up  by 
the  higher  prices  which  exhibitors  are  prepared  to 
pay  for  them  for  sentimental  and  patriotic  reasons. 
The  policy  of  "live  and  let  live"  and  the  afore- 
mentioned sentimental  reasons  play  a  much  greater 
part  in  the  foreign  than  in  the  domestic  market. 

Unquestionably,  our  exploitation  methods  are  su- 
perior to  those  of  the  foreign  exhibitor^  and  in- 
stead of  antagonism,  a  considerable  amount  of  good 
will  could  be  created  in  favor  of  American  produc- 
tion if  we  were  to  give  our  foreign  customers  a 
chance  by  releasing  our  pictures  through  them  on 
a  percentage  basis,  while  retaining  supervision  over 
the  sales,  through  representatives  who  could  show 
them  how  to  handle  exploitation. 

PATHE'S  foreign  business,  during  1925,  showed 
an  increase  of  nearly  50  per  cent  over  1924,  and 
with  increased  recognition  of  the  short  subject 
throughout  the  entire  world,  we  expect  to  show  the 
same  rate  of  increase  next  year  over  1925.

INDEPENDENTS   GAINING  A  FOOTHOLD 
AUSTRALIAN  THEATERS 

American  pictures  still  maintain  supremacy  in 
the  foreign  field  and  are  destined  to  maintain  that 
position,   apparently    for   some   years   to  come. 

A  careful  analysis  made  of  the  foreign  market 
by  some  of  my  associates  while  abroad  during  the 
current  season  convinces  me  that  the  Independent 
picture  has  become  as  strong  in  the  foreign  mar- 
ket, as  the  National  release.  I  am  told  that 
everywhere  abroad,  including  half  a  dozen  capitals 
of  Europe,  you  find  pictures  from  leading  In- 
dependent studios  playing  in  many  theaters. 

Speaking  for  ourselves,  I  can  say  that  the  re- 
sults we  have  obtained  in  the  foreign  market  even 
exceed  our  original  expectations  as  we  have  intro- 
duced our  product  in  territories  that  we  had  been 
told  were  closed  to  American  Independent  pic- 
tures and  to  all  but  a  few  of  the  American  Na- 
tionals. 

Reaction  to  picture  values  seems  to  be  the 
same  the  world  over.  My  own  opinion  is  that  a 
good  picture,  finding  a  ready  market  in  the  states, 
will  find  just  as  ready  a  market  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.

THE  FAR  EAST 

Only  two  thousand  motion  picture  theaters 
serve  a  population  of  a  billion  people  in  the 
Orient,  with  an  average  of  one  theater  for  66 
million  persons  in  China  alone,  said  Edmund 
H&wells,  Far  Eastern  representative  of  Producers 
International  Corp.,  the  foreign  distributing  agency 
of  Producers  Distributing  Corporation,  on  his 
return  from  a  business  tour  in  the  Far  East  in 
December. 

Keen  competition  in  selling  is  the  result  of  the 
scarcity  of  theaters  and  in  addition  the  fact  that 
in  most  countries  they  arc  part  of  chains,  Howells 
said. 

While  Japan  is  regarded  as  the  most  prosper- 
ous of  the  Oriental  countries,  there  are  less  than 
1.000  theaters  for  the  75  million  inhabitants  living 
within  a  prescribed  area  of  275,000  square  miles, 
this  meaning  that  Japan  has  one  theater  to  every 
275  miles  or  75,000  persons.  Of  the  750  pictures 
exhibited  each  year  almost  400  are  American 
made  and  the  general  price  of  admission  is  25 
cents. 
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China  has  one  theater  to  each  64,000  square 
miles  but  the  class  of  attendance  is  for  the  most 
part  of  the  higher  type  of  Chinese,  Howells 
found.  China's  population  of  400,000,000  lives  in 
3,850.000  square  miles,  and  there  are  only  60 
picture  houses,  only  25  of  these  of  the  class  of 
first  run  houses. 

In  the  Philippine  Islands  there  are  not  more 
than  a  dozen  first  run  houses  out  of  the  250 
houses  there,  while  the  rate  of  admission  is  around 
20  cents.  Twelve  first  run  houses  comprise  the 
leaders  in  the  Dutch  West  Indies,  Straits  Settle- 
ments, Indo-China  and  Siam,  which  are  generally 
considered  one  territory.  These  chief  theaters  are 
in  Bata-via,  Bandoeng,  Sourabava,  Singapore,  and 
Bangkok.  In  the  territory  that  includes  India, 
Burma  and  Ceylon  there  are  about  250  houses, 
the  most  important  of  which  are  in  Calcutta, 
Bombay  and  Rangoon. 

'CONDITIONS   IN  RUSSIA 

Ivor  Montague,  of  the  British  Museum  ex- 
pedition to  Russia  presented  a  series  of  articles 
in  "Kine,"  London,  beginning  in  October,  on 
"Present  Day  Russia  and  the  Film."  In  part, 
Montague  writes : 

The  film  industry  in  Russia  is  very  young 
indeed,  but  already  it  gives  the  appearance  of 
a  stable  and  abundant  activity.  Its  organization 
since  it  is  based,  like  most  things  in  Russia 
nowadays,  on  State,  or  co-operative  activity,  dif- 
fers sufficiently  from  the  kinema  world  with  which 
we  are  familiar  to  make  description  necessary. 

The  center  pivot  of  the  whole  is  the  Sovkino. 
This  is  a  governmental  organization,  situated  in 
Moscow  and  depending  from  the  central  Soviet 
Commissariat  of  education  and  fine  art  (Nar- 
kompros).  In  its  hands  are  concentrated  all  the 
duties  associated  with  the  import  of  foreign  films, 
such  as  selection,  and  censorship ;  and  also  the 
rights  of  export.  Not  only  does  it  thus  replace 
importers  but  it  also  fulfills  the  functions  of  the 
several  renters  characteristic  of  any  other  coun- 
try.    Both  imported  films  and  home  productions 


pass  through  its  hands  for  direct  distribution 
to  the  State  kinemas,  the  workmen's  clubs  and 
other  exhibiting  media. 

Sovkino  itself  only  rarely  engages  in  the  pro- 
duction of  story  pictures,  but  it  is  responsible 
for  the  taking  of  news  films,  and  for  a  series 
of  hygienic  teaching  films,  on  syphillis,  tuber- 
culosis and  the  like.  It  also  inspires  the  sending 
out  of  caravans  and  motor-cars,  which  spread 
films  through  the  remoter  and  less  densely  popu- 
lated parts  of  the  Union,  and  it  undertakes  scien- 
tific expeditions  such  as,  for  example,  one  that 
is  now  far  North  preparing  ethnographic  pictures 
of  the  Samoyeds,  and  at  the  same  time  taking 
a  straight  story  with  the  help  of  certain  Moscow 
actors  and  actresses  who  are  accompanying  it. 

There  is  a  similar  body,  called  Proletkino,  with 
a  more  special  and  limited  function ;  it  depends 
upon  the  trade  unions  and  concerns  itself  chiefly 
with  the  kinema  in  so  far  as  it  affects  them, 
often  inspiring  the  production  of  some  film  with 
special  trade  union  subjects,  by  one  or  other  of 
the  producing  groups. 

State  Production 

Of  these  producing  groups,  the  most  import- 
ant amount  to  five.  They  are  the  Goskino  Lenin- 
grad, the  Goskino  Moscow,  Mejrabpom  of  Mos- 
cow, the  Ukraine  Goskino  at  Odessa,  and  the 
Georgian  Goskino  at  Tiflis.  Each  of  these  de- 
pends financially  and  in  nominal  direction  on 
the  local  state  or  town  governmental  authority, 
and  each  has  developed  a  separate  tradition 
and  reputation  in  picture  making. 

They  have  all  accomplished  a  good  deal  of 
work,  and  are  busily  engaged  at  the  present  time. 
Mejrabpom,  for  example,  the  most  independent 
and  most  reputable  of  them,  expects  to  finish 
six  further  pictures  before  the  end  of  the  autumn. 
Each  is  equipped  with  laboratories  of  its  own, 
in  which  can  be  carried  out  all  the  necessary 
processes  up  to  the  completed  positive  copy. 
With  anything  else  but  production,  however,  they 
are  not  concerned,  their  films  being  afterwards 
handled  by  Sovkino.

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The  most  interesting  feature  of  this  organiza- 
tion, from  our  point  of  view,  is  the  elimination 
of  the  renter  and  exhibitor,  or  rather  the  in- 
fluence of  their  special  psychology.  In  all  other 
countries,  the  importer  or  producer  is  forced  to 
determine  his  selection  of  a  film  not  on  its 
popular  appeal  alone,  but  on  the  likelihood  of 
its  proving  agreeable  to  the  renter  and  exhibitor. 
In  Russia  the  producer  or  the  import  selecting 
committee  of  Sovkino  concern  themselves  only 
with  the  public  taste,  for  all  films  are  either 
planted  directly  on  the  State  "kinos,"  or  booked 
directly  by  the  consumer  through  the  workman's 
clubs.  Anyone  familiar  with  the  idees  fixes  of 
many  exhibitors  will  realize  the  importance  of 
this  fact  in  allowing  for  the  growth  of  new  de- 
velopments in  the  kinema.  And,  of  course,  it 
obviates  the  necessity  for  Trade  papers,  and 
saves  the  expenditure  of  vast  sums  on  advertising 
the  film,  which  goes  on  here  long  before  it  ever 
reaches  the  public. 

The  Theaters 

In  every  large  town  there  are  a  great  many 
State,  or  partly  State,  kinos,  in  the  smaller  at 
least  one  or  two.  In  addition,  every  workers' 
club,  trade  union  club,  rest  room,  or  institution 
of  the  like  kind  possesses  a  hall  fitted  out  and 
used  as  a  kinema  three  or  four  nights  a  week. 

In  a  few,  the  projection  is  fairly  good,  in  most 
it  is  extremely  bad;  indeed,  the  general  level 
of  projection  is  certainly  low.  The  trade  unions, 
among  their  hygiene  propaganda  against  epidemic 
diseases,  careless  motherhood,  and  so  forth,  are 
forced  by  this  fact  to  include  fearful  warnings 
against  a  malady  called  "kinema  eye."  The  pro- 
jection is  little  better  in  the  public  kinos. 

I  am  inclined  to  attribute  this  general  weak- 
ness to  the  lack  of  good  machinery.  It  is  at 
least  true  that  the  more  recently  installed  the 
equipment,  the  higher  is  the  standard  of  pro- 
jection. 

The  public  theaters  show,  as  in  most  Contin- 
ental countries,  only  in  the  evening.  The  pro- 
grams run  for  a  week  as  a  rule,  but  occasionally 
for  longer.  There  may  either  be  two  perform- 
ances a  night  of  a  full  program  or  several  runs 
of  a  single  picture  at  a  cheaper  admission  price. 
The  workers'  clubs  show  three  or  four  different 
single  pictures  each  week,  either  in  two  per- 
formances in  one  night,  or  else  only  once  in 
the  middle  of  a  gala,  mixed  with  speeches  and 
the  amateur  theatricals  called  "The  Blue  Blouses." 

Imports 

Pictures  are  imported  from  all  countries ;  though 
American,  of  course,  predominate,  I  do  not  think 
they  do  so  to  the  extent  they  do  in  England. 
I  have  seen  French,  and  Italian,  and  Austrian 
(with  Linder),  and  naturally  very  many  German. 
The  Swedish  "Pat"  and  "Patachon"  are  abund- 
antly popular. 

Douglas  Fairbanks  and  Mary  Pickford  had 
each  two  or  three  films  running  all  the  time 
I  was  in  Moscow  and  Leningrad.  They  almost 
invariably  head  star  popularity  competitions  in 
the  Russian  fan  newspapers.  Lloyd  and  Keaton 
are  great  figures;  and  of  course,  Chaplin  has 
fan  books  written  about  his  art.  BaTthelmess, 
Charles  Ray,  Douglas  MacLean,  Pola  Negri, 
William  S.  Hart,  Corinne  Griffith,  Carol  Demp- 
ster, Jackie  Coogan  and,  of  course  Baby  Peggy 
are  among  those  whose  films  I  saw  announced. 
Indeed,  if  such  a  list  were  completed,  it  would 
probably  be  found  to  contain  the  names  of  all 
the  prominent  American  stars,  save — notable  ex- 
ceptions— such  players  as  Pauline  Frederick,  who 
specialize  in  social  comedy  and  melodrama.  This 
is  not  taken  in  Russia. 

Why  "Society"  Films  Fail 
By  this  I  do  not  mean  that  pictures  of  this 
kind  are  banned.  I  have  seen  one  such  film,  but 
that  was  so  old  that  it  might  well  have  been 
imported  before  a  settled  policy  was  worked 
out.  It  is  simply  that  this  kind  of  film  is  not 
appreciated  or  understood.  *  *  " 

Home-made    films    have    always    been  popular 


with  Russian  audiences,  even  in  the  days  when 
they  were  badly  photographed,  invariable  tech- 
nical abominations.  To  this  day  only  the  produc- 
tions of  Mejrabpom*  persistently  maintain  a  level 
high  enough  to  bear  comparison  in  this  re- 
spect with  the  average  technique  of  American 
films,  and  yet  the  first  releases  of  Russian  pic- 
tures are  always  as  enthusiastically  attended  as 
those  of  any  others. 

*  The  films  of  Mejrambpom-Russ  (their  direc- 
tors include  Messiano  and  Ulrich,  and  their  ex- 
port is  handled  by  the  Workers  International  Re- 
lief), are  invariably  excellently  photographed,  and 
are  generally  admitted  in  Russia  to  be  better 
than  those  of  the  other  producing  groups. 


KONTIGNEN  ALLOWANCES 

Berlin — On  Jan.  13  the  Minister  of  Social 
Economy  issued  the  following  regulation : 

1.  Allowances  for  the  Censure  of  Foreign  Films 
are  given  in  the  year  1925  if  the  firm  in  question 
by  contracts  or  other  documents  can  verify  a  com- 
pensation in  the  way  that  for  each  foreign  film,  for 
which  she  wants  to  get  the  allowance  she  will  lend 
a  German  film,  made  at  least  in  the  year  1923, 
censured  later  as  the  31st  of  December  1923  and 
never  lent  before  of  nearly  the  same  photo-length 
under  her  own  direction,  or  at  least  in  the  season 
1925-26. 

To  get  the  allowance  such  films  cannot  serve,  of 
which  it  is  suspected  by  considering  the  peculiarity 
of  their  production  or  from  other  reasons  that  they 
were  manufactured  only  to  get  the  allowance. 

2.  The  allowance  can  only  be  requested  by  an 
inland  firm  lending  out  films. 

The  firm  by  which  the  allowance  is  asked  can 
use  the  asked  for  film  only  under  her  own  direction 
and  may  not  transmit  this  allowance  director  in- 
direct to  another  firm. 

Such  firms  (district  lenders)  which  lend  or  will 
lend  a  German  film  only  in  some  districts  have 
to  be  charged  with  1-4  film,  each  film  and  each 
district.  Shares  of  district  lenders  can  be  put  to- 
gether with  the  shares  of  other  district  lenders, 
These  films  again  may  be  only  lent  by  district 
lenders. 

3.  For  foreign  comedies  and  grotesks  of  a  photo- 
length  of  500  m  allowance  can  be  attained  without 
the  proof  of  a  compensation.  The  same  avails  for 
instruction — or  culturfilms  without  acting,  special- 
ties, drawing  trick  films,  or  such  like. 

4.  All  proofs  have  to  be  vested  by  a  committee 
consisting  of  6  representatives  of  different  kinds  of 
the  film-industry,  which  is  entitled  to  form  a 
resolution  when  four  members  are  assembled. 

Before  declining  the  firm  in  question  has  to  be 
heard. 

Against  the  definite  resolution  only  a  complaint 
at  the  Minister  of  Social  Economy  is  admissible. 


For  reason  of  this  decision  all  firms  asking  for 
an  allowance  are  requested  to  present  their  appli- 
cations for  getting  a  compensation  for  already 
censured  films  until  the  15th  of  February  1925  to 
the  Foreign  Trade  Company. 

Later  than  the  15th  of  February  the  applications 
for  compensations  have  to  be  presented  from  case 
to  case.  The  attention  is  especially  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  all  applications  have  to  be  presented  to 
the  committee;  therefore  a  regulation  cannot  take 
place  immediately.  It  is  urgently  requested  to 
present  the  applications  in  time. 

For  the  applications  for  an  allowance-note  the 
printings  are  and  will  be  had  by  the  Foreign  Trade 
Film  Company.  Also  these  have  to  be  presented 
in  time,  as  they  have  to  be  shown  to  the  commit- 
tee.   An  immediate  regulation  cannot  be  requested. 

In  advance  on  awaiting  the  compensation  al 
Iowances  are  not  to  be  issued  . 

All  films  for  which  an  allowance  without  com- 
pensation is  requested  have  to  be  shown  to  the 
Foreign  Trade  Film.

Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  Reports 


A  motion  picture  section  has  been  created  in 
the  Specialties  Division  of  the  Department  of. 
Commerce.  This  section,  in  charge  of  C.  J. 
North,  endeavors  to  serve  the  motion  picture 
industry  in  every  legitimate  way  in  maintaining 
and  developing  the  exhibition  of  American  mo- 
tion pictures  in  foreign  markets.  As  a  means  of 
doing  this,  close  contacts  have  been  formed  with 
the  Motion  Picture  Producers  and  Distributors 
of  America,  Inc.,  and  with  the  Independent  Mo- 
tion Picture  Association  of  America,  Inc.,  and  to 
them  are  sent  all  reports  received  in  the  Depart- 
ment from  its  44  foreign  offices  and  also  from 
the  more  than  400  consular  officers  in  the  De- 
partment of  State.  These  reports  serve  to  keep 
the  Department,  and  through  it  the  motion  pic- 
ture industry,  in  the  closest  touch  with  foreign 
market  possibilities,  and  also  the  activities  of  our 
competitors  in  their  endeavors  to  limit  the  show- 
ing of  American  films  within  their  borders.  Many 
of  such  reports  also  appear  in  the  motion  pic- 
ture trade  press,  with  which  the  Department  en- 
deavors to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  degree. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Commercial  Intelli- 
gence Division,  the  motion  picture  section  of  the 


DepaTtment  is  in  a  position  to  furnish  lists  of 
producers,  distributors  and  exhibitors  of  motion 
pictures  in  all  foreign  markets,  as  also  lists  of 
theaters.  Through  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Tariffs,  furthermore,  it  can  supply  information 
as  to  the  tariff  treatment  and  duties  on  Ameri- 
can films  into  all  foreign  countries  and  through 
the  Division  of  Commercial  Laws  information  as 
to  foreign  trade-mark,  copyright  and  taxation 
regulations. 

The  following  reports  on  the  chief  foreign 
markets  for  American  motion  pictures  have  been 
secured  in  co-operation  with  the  motion  picture 
section  of  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

AUSTRIA 

(From  American  Commercial  Attache  Wm.  Ford 
Upson,  Vienna,  Austria,  Jan.  14,  1925) 

There  are  about  seventy  film  distributing  and 
hiring  companies  in  Vienna  but  only  about  ten 
of  thorn  are  important.  The  following  may  be 
regarded  as  leaders:

The  two  first  mentioned  firms  (Filmindustrie  and 
Sascha)  are  said  to  supply  nearly  70  per  cent 
of  the  Austrian  consumption. 

Several  other  foreign  film  companies  have  rep- 
resentatives here,  among  others  the  firms  of 
Gaumont  and   Pa  the  Freres. 

Until  recently  film  distributors  were  in  the 
habit  of  sending  purchasing  agents  to  London 
and  Paris  but  owing  to  the  unfavorable  economic 
situation  prevailing  in  Austria  during  1924  and 
consequent  losses  to  the  film  business  such  trips 
have  been  abandoned  for  the  most  part  and  dis- 
tributors are  now  buying  films  that  are  offered 
them  on  the  spot.  Positives  are  usually  pre- 
pared in  Berlin,  because  the  production  price 
there  is  cheaper  than  in  London. 

In  addition  to  purchases  of  films,  the  distribu- 
tors take  over  a  number  of  films  on  a  commis- 
sion plan. 

The  Vienna  film  trade  maintains  a  dominating 
position  for  several  countries,  chiefly  Yugoslavia, 
Bulgaria,  Rumania,  Hungary  and  Poland,  for 
which  reason  Vienna  film  dstributing  companies 
have  to  consider  the  tastes  of  their  clientele  in 
the  Succession  States  when  making  their  selec- 
tions. 

The  1923-24  consumption  of  films  is  estimated 
at  approximately  500  plays.  For  purposes  of 
comparison,  we  would  point  out,  that  according 
to  the  estimate  of  the  local  trade  Czechoslovakia 
and  Poland  are  believed  to  consume  300  films 
each.  Yugoslavia  200  and  Hungary  500  annually, 
of  which  the  greater  part  are  purchased  via 
Vienna.  In  1924  the  Austrian  film  consumption 
dropped  considerably  owing  to  the  unsound  posi- 
tion of  the  film  industry  and  general  unfavorable 
economic  conditions  in  Austria.  As  a  conse- 
quence, less  money  can  be  made  by  films  and 
the  distributors  were  unwilling  to  pay  the  high 
purchase  prices  of  the  previous  year. 

American  Films 

At  the  present  time  American  film  products 
dominate  the  market  (60  to  70  per  cent)  but 
this  state  of  affairs  is  not  considered  sound  by 
persons  in  the  trade.  On  the  one  hand  many 
American  films  now  circulating  in  Austria  have 
outlived  their  usefulness  at  home  and  are  not 
high  class.  On  the  other  hand  many  of  the 
American  films  fail  to  meet  Austrian  tastes  and 
are  not  liked  by  the  public  because  they  are 
either  too  sentimental  and  unreal  or  else  the 
rowdy  scenes,  boxing  and  fighting  make  them 
appear  exaggerated.  Most  of  the  newer  American 
stars  (Pickford,  Fairbanks,  Tom  Mix,  Chaplin, 
Coogan)  and  comic  films  (Fatty,  Harold  Lloyd. 
Dods  and  others)  find  continued  appreciation. 
Extensive  business  was  done  with  this  type  of 
films  but  the  profits  were  largely  swallowed  up 
by  losses  caused  by  films  that  failed  to  interest 
the  local  public. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  there  will  be  no 
change  in  the  near  future  in  the  position  Ameri- 
can films  now  occupy,  particularly  as  the  Suc- 
cession States  cover  their  needs  through  Vienna, 
are  much  in  favor  of  American  films,  and  it  is 
necessary  for  business  reasons  to   consider  them. 

The  film  business  in  Austria  is  on  an  unsound 
basis  inasmuch  as  a  disproportionately  large  num- 
ber of  persons  own  motion  picture  theaters  or 
act  as  film  distributors,  and  carry  on  business 
with  little  knowledge  and  small  funds.  In  1923 
business  conditions  in  Austria  were  still  favor 
able  and  huge  stock  exchange  earnings  made  it 
possible  to  conduct  business  easily.  A  full  house 
could  be  counted  upon  with  an  unpretentious 
audience.  That  was  the  time  when  Austrian  dis 
tributors  were  able  to  pay  high  prices  for  Ameri- 
can films.  Since  economic  conditions  have  be 
come  so  unfavorable  in  Austria  the  situation  has 
been  materially  changed.  A  sharp  competition 
of  foreign  film  producers  set  in  on  the  Austrian 


market    and    contributed    to    make    prices  worse. 

At  the  present  time,  the  producer  or  rather  the 
film  distributor  has  much  trouble  in  placing  films 
and  the  prices  that  can  be  offered  are  unfavor- 
able. No  marked  improvement  of  the  situation 
is  expected  for  the  near  future. 

As  a  consequence  the  market  is  flooded  and 
the  film  distributors  run  a  considerable  risk  when 
purchasing  films,  for  their  profits  are  swallowed 
up  by  the  prevailing  high  rates  of  interest  (40  to 
50  per  cent  per  aimum  and  over)  if  the  films  lie 
idle  even  for  a  short  time. 

The  fact  that  Austrian  film  distributors  are 
compelled  to  buy  American  films  via  London  with 
the  help  of  two  or  three  middlemen  is  an  addition- 
al disadvantage. 

It  is  therefore  desired  by  the  Austrian  trade 
that  American  film  manufacturers  seeking  to  ac- 
quire the  Central  and  Eastern  European  markets, 
establish  direct  agencies  in  Vienna,  as  was  done 
before  the  war  in  order  to  eliminate  the  expen 
sive  and  unnecessary  middleman.  The  economy 
thus  effected  may  be  illustrated  by  the  case  of 
the  "Kid"  film.  The  original  price  was  $3,000 
but  by  the  time  the  film  had  come  into  the  hands 
of  the  Austrian  distributor  $5,000  had  to  be  paid 
down.  Wherever  conveniently  possible  it  might 
be  well  to  appoint  reliable  and  trustworthy  firms 
in  the  film  industry  as  agents  in  order  to  save 
the  high  expenses  incurred  by  the  establishment 
of  a  branch  concern  especially  at  a  time  of 
economic  depression  when  it  is  difficult  to  cover 
the  outlay.  On  the  other  hand  by  maintaining 
branches  it  is  possible  to  make  a  wise  choice  of 
subjects  and  to  earn  more  money  with  fewer 
but  better  chosen  films. 

In  answer  to  special  question  suggested  by  the 
Bureau. 

No  new  restrictions  are  in  view,  but  the  Min- 
istry of  Commerce  would  like  to  bring  some  pres- 
sure to  bear  upon  importers  of  foreign  films  by 
making  import  permits  dependent  upon  the  pur- 
chase of  local  films  whereby  the  Austrian  film  in- 
dustry would  be  stimulated.  In  the  trade  it  is 
considered  improbable  that  this  plan  could  be 
put  into  practice  and  representatives  of  American 
films  feel  no  apprehension  about  it. 

Censorship  works  no  hardship.  One  of  the 
small  tiresome  details  is  the  difficulty  placed  in 
the  way  of  films  in  which  the  authorities  (police- 
men for  example)  are  ridiculed  and  this  applies 
to  an  even  greater  extent  to  the  Succession 
States. 

A  combine  of  film  distributors  or  theater  owners 
is  not  expected  because  the  interests  are  too 
divergent  and  because  in  many  instances  they 
indulge  in  petty  animosities.  No  new  theaters 
are  being  built,  although  a  need  is  felt  for  a 
really  good  theater  for  the  better  class  audience. 
Attempts  have  been  made  in  this  direction  but 
they  have  hitherto  failed,  owing  to  the  appre- 
hension of  the  municipal  authorities  that  it  might 
jeopardize  the  welfare  of  existing  theaters  and 
the  difficulties  encountered  in  raising  the  large 
amount  of  capital  required.  The  erection  of  such 
a  theater  would  be  most  advantageous  to  Ameri- 
can films.

Vienna,  January  14,  1925 

There  are  approximately  580  motion  picture  the- 
aters in  Austria,  of  which  186  are  located  in  Vi- 
enna and  the  rest  (approximately  400),  distributed 
throughout  the  provinces.  The  Vienna  theaters 
are  by  far  the  n  lost  important  film  consumers, 
since  they  give  three  to  four  performances  daily 
while  the  majority  of  the  provincial  theaters  in  the 
larger  towns  are  limited  to  one  or  two  perform- 
ances daily  and  in  small  towns  to  two  perform- 
ances per  week. 

The  Austrian  film  production  is  not  important. 
At  the  present  time  there  are /two  film  manufactur- 
ers in  Vienna,  the  Sascha  Film  A.  G.  and  the  Pan 
Film  A.  G.  producing  together  from  12  to  15  films 
annually.  A  third  company,  the  Vita  Film  Gescll- 
Bchaft  A.  G.,  has  recently  suspended  film  produc- 
tion. Consumption  is  consequently  almost  entirely 
limited  to  imported   films  of  which  roughly  20% 
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are  German,  10%  French  and  from  60r/c  to  70% 
American. 

Owners  of  motion  picture  theaters  hire  the  films 
from  distributing  and  hiring  companies.  New 
films  are  displayed  by  these  companies  as  the  need 
comes  up. 

Generally  the  rental  is  a  fixed  amount,  but  in 
the  case  of  new  films  it  is  customary  in  the  early 
weeks  of  presentation  to  hire  the  films  on  a  roy- 
alty basis. 


ARGENTINA 

(From  Trade  Commissioner  George  S.  Brady, 
Iiuenos  Aires,  May  2,  1925.) 

The  American  film  still  rules  the  market  here, 
and  most  of  the  European  films  are  still  used  as 
fillers  on  the  program.  They  are  very  cheap,  and 
an  occasional  one  is  worked  in  to  lessen  the  total 
cost  of  the  program.  Exceptions  to  this  were  the 
films  "Koenigsmark"  and  "Virgenes  a  Medias." 
These  two  with  "The  Hunback  of  Notre  Dame" 
were  the  most  popular  of  the  1924  season. 

There  are  no  fixed  regulations  governing  the 
quality  or  morality  of  a  film  to  be  shown  in  Iiue- 
nos Aires.  The  Board  of  Censors  use  their  own 
arbitrary  discretion,  which  is  usually  lenient.  I 
have  not  heard  of  any  American  film  being  re- 
fused permission  to  be  exhibited. 


AUSTRALIA 

(From  American  Vice  Consul  Walter  T.  Costello, 
Sydney,  Australia,  Dec.  23,  1924.) 

The  records  of  the  largest  American  film  ex- 
change located  in  Sydney  disclose  that  on  October 
25,  1924,  there  were  1,080  theaters  in  Australia 
divided  as  follows  among  the  different  states :

Very  little  competition  is  offered  by  local  pic- 
ture producers  owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced 
in  procuring  capital  to  produce  pictures  locally. 
During  the  year  1924  it  is  stated  that  no  more 
than  six  pictures  were  made  in  Australia  and  that 
the  monev  expended  in  producing  these  films 
ranged  from  $200  to  $2,000  each. 


BELGIUM 

(From  American  Consul  Herbert  O.  Williams. 
Brussel  Belgium,  Feb.  27,  1925) 

Brussels,  according  to  the  census  of  December 
31,  1923,  has  a  population  of  807,692.  There  are 
operating  at  the  present  time  88  photoplay  thea- 
ters with  seating  capacity  ranging  from  2,400 
in  the  largest  to  approximately  400  in  the  smallest. 
These  cinemas  seem  to  be  sufficient  in  size  and 
number  to  accommodate  the  picture-going  public, 
inasmuch  as  at  the  time  of  writing  there  are  no 
photoplay  theaters  in  the  course  of  construction. 

These  88  motion  picture  theaters  are  supplied 
their  films  from  110  film  exchange  companies 
or  agencies.  The  exchanges  that  furnish  films  to 
the  Brussels  theaters  also  supply  the  neighboring 
towns.  As  in  most  large  cities  the  cinemas  of 
Brussels  rent  the  films  for  a  definita  number  of 
days;  none  of  the  motion  picture  theaters  here 
buy  their  films  outright.  The  photoplays  are 
usually  those  of  the  current  year  and  it  often 
happens  that  new  plays  are  shown  in  Brussels 
before  they  find  their  way  to  Paris.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  learn  that  among  all  the  countries 
in  the  world  producing  motion  picture  films  those 
produced  by  American  companies  always  find  the 
first  and  ready  market.  The  public  recognizes  the 
faultless  photography,  the  superior  talent,  the  un 
reproachable  technique,  and  the  production  with 
no  regard  to  cost  of  American  films. 

lOur  films  have  only  held  first  place  since 
those  of  Italy  failed  to  satisfy  the  public.  Be- 
fore the  world  war  Italy  held  the  place  that  is 
now  so  securely  held  by  America.  The  Italian 
Government  has  given  large  subsidies  to  the  film 
companies  in  the  endeavor  to  regain  the  place 
held    before    1914,    but    for    some  unaccountable 


r;ason  the  Italian  films  are  now  in  the  least 
demand.  The  Danish  films  can  be  considered  as 
second  choice  while  those  of  French,  English  and 
German  production  follow  in  the  order  named. 
The  outstanding  reason  why  German  films  are 
not  looked  upon  more  favorably  is  because  of 
their  origin. 

There  is  come  fear  that  the  Belgian  Govern- 
ment may  place  a  clause  in  the  regulations  gov- 
erning cinemas,  compelling  the  use  of  non-inflam- 
able  films.  Photoplay  theater  owners  feel  that 
such  a  requirement  would  be  a  useless  precau- 
tion, because  all  cabins  are  by  regulations  re- 
quired to  be  fire-proof.  They  are  usually  built 
of  concrete  with  iron  doors  and  never  situated 
in  the  hall. 

The  construction  of  the  theaters,  generally 
speaking,  is  the  same  as  those  in  the  United 
States  with  the  exception  that  even  the  smallest 
have  balconies.  The  two  largest,  the  "Coliseum" 
and  the  "Agora"  are  equipped  in  the  most  mod- 
ern way  and  with  accommodations  which  equal 
our  up-to-date  cinemas.  These  two  photoplay 
theaters  are  considered  among  the  most  beautiful 
in  Europe.  In  order  that  the  public  in  all 
walks  of  life  can  enjoy  the  higher  grades  of  pic- 
ture plays  the  theaters  are  subdivided  into  many 
sections,  ranging  in  price  from  1  franc  or  5 
cents  to  8  francs  or  40  cents.  The  "loges" 
or  boxes  usually  form  a  sort  of  mezzanine  floor 
or  are  placed  at  the  rear  of  shallow  balconies.  In 
the  better  grade  of  theaters  there  is  a  section 
called  the  "tea  room"  where  patrons  can  watch 
the  picture  while  partaking  of  light  refreshments. 
This  section  is  usually  at  the  rear  of  the  ground 
floor.  Directly  in  front  of  the  "tea  room"  are 
the  stalls"  corresponding  to  our  orchestra  dress 
circles.  The  orchestra  is  divided  into  two  sec- 
tions, the  "reservees"  and  the  "parquets,"  the 
last  named  being  the  seats  nearest  the  screen. 
The  seats  in  the  balconies  and  at  the  rear  of 
the  ground  floor  are  considered  the  best  and  for 
this  reason  command  the  highest  prices. 

The  cost  of  admission  given  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  includes  a  29  per  cent  ta-x  which  em- 
braces a  Censor  Tax,  a  Government  Tax,  a  City 
Tax  and  a  Province  Tax.  The  cost  of  entrance 
of  5  to  40  cents  which  includes  a  29  per  cent  lux- 
ury tax  can  not  be  considered  exorbitant,  but  a 
good  margin  of  profit  is  made  due  to  the  low 
cost  of  labor. 


BRAZIL 

(Consul  Robert  R.  Bradford,  Rio  de  Janiero, 
Feb.  4,  1925.) 
According  to  information  supplied  by  Mr.  Rob- 
ert Etchebarne,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Censorship 
of  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janiero,  there  were  1,111 
films  presented  for  censorship  during  1924.  These 
films  measured  1,609,246  meters  and  were  pro- 
duced by  112  different  companies.  In  1923,  1,321 
films  were  censored,  while  in  1922,  1,341  were 
presented  for  this  purpose. 

The  films  imported  into  Rio  de  Janiero  during 
1924  were  produced  in  the  following  countries.

BULGARIA 

( From    American    Consul    Stuart    Lupton,  Sofia, 
Bulgaria,  March  19.  1925.) 
The    following    parties    import    moving  picture 
films  and   supply   the  other  houses  in    Sofia  and 
the  rest  of  Bulgaria:  Atlas  Film  Company,  Luna 
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Joint  Stock  Company,  Theater  Modeme,  Theater 
Odeon.  The  first  two  mentioned  have  made  ten- 
tative efforts  at  production  but  in  a  very  small 
way. 

There  are  at  present  five  houses  showing  mo- 
tion pictures  in  Sofia,  the  Moderne,  and  Odeon, 
and  three  small  temporary  affairs.  The  latter  do 
not  import. 

American  films  are  greatly  appreciated  by  Bul- 
garian audiences,  but  is  it  noted  that  the  number 
of  German  films  shown  is  increasing. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

(From    Commercial   Attache  James   F.  Hodgson, 
Prague,   Czechoslovakia,  March  27,  1925.) 

There  are  four  companies  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction of  moving  picture  films  in  Czechoslovakia, 
all  of  them  being  located  at  Prague.  The  chief 
activity  of  three  companies  consists  of  preparing 
captions  of  titles  in  the  Czeck  or  German  lan- 
guages for  imported  films.  This  work  is  also  the 
source  of  their  chief  revenue. 

Locally  produced  films  offer  no  serious  com- 
petition to  foreign  made  pictures  and  do  not 
even  enter  into  calculations  of  the  distributors  of 
foreign  films  in  Czechoslovakia.  The  domestic 
production  of  moving  pictures  is  declining. 
Moving  Picture  Theaters  in  Czechoslovakia 

There  are  680  moving  picture  theaters  n  Czecho- 
slovakia. The  seating  capacity  varies  from  140 
to  l;600,  the  average  being  about  300.  The 
price  of  admission  tickets  ranges  from  3-15  crowns, 
i.  e.  10  to  45  cents. 

A  peculiar  situation  exists  insofar  as  the  mov- 
ing -picture  theater  business  is  concerned  jn 
Czechoslovakia. 

Under  a  resolution  passed  by  Parliament  in 
1922  a  practical  monopoly  of  the  moving  picture 
theater  business  is  granted  to  charitable  and 
other  relief  organizations  of  the  country.  These 
societies  are  granted  licenses  by  the  Government 
to  operate  the  theaters. 

A  reliable  estimate  places  the  amount  invested 
in  moving  picture  theaters  in  Czechoslovakia  at 
50.000,000  Czech  crowns.  A  very  small  portion 
of  this  amount  is  represented  by  specially  con- 
structed buildings  most  of  the  theaters  being 
halls  or  auditoriums,  which  have  been  converted 
for  the  purpose. 

It  is  estimated  by  very  reliable  sources  that 
18  million  crowns  represents  the  capital  invested 
in  the  distributing  end  of  the  film  industry  in 
Czechoslovakia. 

A  decree  of  the  Government  required  that  all 
films  imported  into  the  country  must  be  sold 
through  Czechoslovakia  nationals  living  in  the 
country.  This  regulation  has  been  a  contributing 
cause  to  the  excessive  number  of  distributors  en- 
gaged  in   the  business. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and 
length  in  meters  of  films  imported  into  Czecho- 
slovakia in  the  years  1923  and  1924  by  principal 
countries :

A  very  rigid  censoring  of  moving  pictures  is 
maintained  under  the  direction  of  the  Minister 
of  Interior  of  the  Government.  The  Board  of 
Censors  consists  of  12  members,  who  are  con- 
sidered   representative    citizens    of    the  Republic. 

The  Board  of  Censors  is  given  authority  to 
either  reject  a  film  completely,  to  permit  it  to 
be  shown  for  adults  only,  (a  person  over  16 
years  is  considered  legally  an  adult)  to  cut  out 
objectionable  sections  or  to  pass  it  without  con- 
ditions. 

The  price  paid  for  an  American  picture  ranges 
from  200  crowns  (that  is  about  $6.00)  up  to  2.000 
crowns  (or  ($60.00)  a  day.  In  extraordinary 
cases  as  for  instance  with  such  films  as  The 
Ten  Commandments,  Robin  Hood,  and  other 
superproductions,    the     custom     is     for     the  dis- 


tributor to  charge  from  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts,  after  deduction  of  the  25  per  cent 
which  goes  to  the  Government. 

An  import  license  from  the  Ministry  of  Com- 
merce is  required  for  shipments  of  motion  pic- 
tures into  Czechoslovakia.  With  these  products, 
however,  it  is  simply  a  formality  and  the  license 
is  readily  granted. 

The  import  tariff  on  motion  picture  films  is  30 
crowns  per  kilogram. 


DENMARK 

(A.  E.  Fenselau,  Office  of  Commercial  Attache, 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  April  21,  1925.) 

Denmark  has  a  population  of  approximately 
3,500,000,  of  which  about  700,000  is  in  Greater 
Copenhagen.  The  Danish  standard  of  living  is 
high,  and  as  regards  motion  pictures,  as  well  as 
other  forms  of  entertainment,  the  public  is  criti- 
cal and  demands  offerings  of  a  high  order.  First 
Class  film  plays,  whether  of  European  or  American 
origin,  therefore,  meet  with  a  good  reception. 

The  general  interest  in  motion  pictures,  while 
well  maintained,  does  not  appear  to  be  growing 
to  any  marked  extent,  but  it  can  almost  be  taken 
for  granteil  that  such  changes  in  public  sentiment 
as  do  occur  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years 
will  be  in  a  favorable  direction,  and  that  demand 
for  high  class  productions  will  increase. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  in  Denmark  350 
motion  picture  theaters,  of  which  about  250  give 
daily  performances  part  of  the  year.  Of  the 
total  number  of  theaters  in  the  country,  38  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  almost  20,000  are  located 
in  Greater  Copenhagen,  in  which  city  several  new 
theaters  have  been  opened  during  the  past  year. 
Admission  prices  range  from  70  oere  to  two 
crowns  in  the  smaller  theaters,  to  six  to  eight 
crowns  in  the  three  or  four  large  first-run  estab- 
lishments in  Copenhagen.  The  Government  tax 
of  40  per  cent  is  embraced  in  these  prices,  and  in 
the  larger  theaters  the  cost  of  hat  checking 
service  is  also  included.  The  program  is  usually 
changed  once  or  twice  a  week  in  the  smaller  es- 
tablishments, but  in  the  first-run  theaters  a  film 
play  is,  as  a  rule,  shown  as  long  as  it  draws  a 
house. 

American  films  have  gained  a  strong  foothold 
in  Denmark,  and  appear  to  be  maintaining  their 
position  despite  the  activity  of  Scandinavian  and 
German  producers  It  can  be  said  that  about 
70  per  cent  of  the  films  shown  are  of  American 
origin.  20  per  cent  Danish,  and  the  balance  Swed- 
ish, German,  French  and  English  in  the  order 
named.  The  following  table  showing  the  films 
passed  by  the  Danish  censor  during  the  period 
April  I,  1924,  to  February  1,  1925,  gives  a  good 
indication  of  the  participation  of  the  various 
countries  in  the   Danish   film  market:

Film   plays  of  a  dramatic   or  melodramatic  na- 


ture are  by  far  the  most  popular  with  the  Danish 
public,  and  productions  based  on  biblical  or  ancient 
history  have  in  recent  times  drawn  large  houses. 
Comedies  and  farces  with  well  known  actors  in 
leading  roles  are,  however,  also  quite  popular 
with  Danish  audiences.  There  is  also  consider 
able  demand  for  scenic  and  other  classes  of 
program  fillers. 

Copenhagen  is  the  logical  film  distributing  cell 
ter  for  Denmark,  and  a  considerable  number  of 
agencies  are  located  in  this  city.  In  recent  years 
it  appears  that  the  tendency  among  foreign  pro 
ducers,  especially  American,  has  been  to  appoint 
their  own  representatives  in  this  territory  instead 
of,  as  heretofore,  distributing  through  a  local 
agency. 

Films  are  generally  rented  to  the  theaters  under 
an  arrangement   whereby  a   certain  percentage  of 
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the  income  from  the  sale  of  tickets,  after  deduction 
of  the  Government  tax  and  check  room  charges,  is 
paid  to  the  distributing  agency.  In  Greater 
Copenhagen  this  charge  is  15  or  20  per  cent,  and 
in  the  Danish  provincial  cities  and  towns,  about 
20-25  per  cent. 

Advertising  is  used  to  a  great  extent  by  theater 
owners  in  bringing  their  offerings  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public.  Press  publicity  and  posters 
on  street  kiosks  and  bill  boards  are  the  most 
popular  forms,  but  occasionally  other  schemes 
such  as,  for  instance,  a  procession  of  sandwich 
men,  are  also  employed. 

Up  to  the  present  time  there  have  been  two 
companies  in  Denmark  engaged  in  the  produc- 
tion of  film  plays,  in  addition  to  several  concerns 
making  advertising,  industrial,  and  special  films. 
The  two  companies  in  question  are  "Dansk  Films 
Industri"  (Palladicm),  at  the  present  time  en- 
gaged chiefly  in  making  comedies ;  and  "Nordisk 
Films  Compagni"  which  is  now  devoting  a  great 
deal  of  attention  to  the  filming  of  well-known 
novels.  Both  of  these  concerns  are  located  in 
Copenhagen.  It  has  just  been  announced  in  the 
press  that  the  concern  "Fotorama,"  which  until 
now  has  been  the  distributing  agent  for  the  Nor- 
disk Company,  will  also  take  an  active  part  in 
production,  and  it  is  understood  fhat  the  studio 
of  "Svensk  Filmindustri"  in  Copenhagen  has  been 
pui  chased.  A  series  of  comedy  releases  are  planned 
for  the  coming  summer. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  the  bulk  of  the  projection  machines  used 
in  Danish  theaters  are  of  German  origin,  chiefly 
Ernemann.  One  Danish  plant,  Dansk  Kinema- 
tograph  Fabrik,  Ltd.,  Copenhagen,  also  manu- 
factures projection  machines. 


EGYPT 

(Trade  Commissioner  Richard  A.  May,  Alexan- 
dria, Egypt,  April  28,  1925.) 
The  Egyptian  market  for  motion  picture  films, 
plates  and  sensitized  paper  is  progressively  devel- 
oping year  by  year.  American  films,  plates  and 
sensitized  paper  are  very  largely  imported  via  the 
United  Kingdom,  France,  and  Italy,  and,  to  a  les- 
ser degree,  Germany.  This  practice  has  grown 
up  as  a  matter  of  econmy,  it  being  the  usual 
thing  after  films  are  shown  in  the  leading  Euro- 
pean centers  to  send  them  on  to  outlying  terri- 
tories before  their  return  to  the  United  States. 
An  authority  in  the  trade  has  estimated  that  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  of  all  Egyptian  imports  of 
motion  picture  films  are  American  productions, 
with  possibly  thirty  per  cent  coming  from  French 
producers,  the  remaining  twenty  per  cent  being 
divided  principally  between  German,  Italian,  Dan- 
ish and  Swedish  concerns,  and  not  regularly  im- 
ported. 

The  censorship  which  was  established  but  a 
few  years  ago  when  Egypt  was  under  British 
martial  law,  is  most  careful  and  expert.  Ameri- 
can films  have  generally  met  with  no  difficulties 
in  connection  with  Egyptian  censorship  which 
usually  confines  itself  to  political  or  religious 
phases  which  might  be  construed  as  antagonistic  or 
detrimental  to  local  Egyptian  or  British  political 
or  religious  prejudices.  If  a  film  definitely  is  con- 
demned by  the  Egyptian  Government  Board  of 
Censorship,  it  must  be  re-exported  but  must  pay  a 
two  per  cent  advalorem  tax  covering  the  cost  of 
the  censorship  and  import  and  re-export  formalities 
entered  into  in  connection  therewith. 

Among  the  great  mass  of  the  Egyptian  theater- 
going public  adventure,  fight  films,  and  low  com- 
edy are  very  popular.  It  may  be  said  that 
probably  the  most  popular  films  in  Egypt  are 
those  of  adventure  and  those  which  accentuate 
Western  civilization  in  its  present  day  ramifica- 
tions. 


FINLAND 

(By  Assistant  Trade  Commissioner  Emil  Kekich, 
Helsingfors,  MaTch  17,  1925.) 
Finland's  business  in  motion  pictures  has  been 
gradually  increasing  in  the  past  two  years,  though 
high  interest  rates,  genera!  money  tightness  and 
taxation  have  been  the  chief  drawbacks  to  greater 
prosperity.    The  country  imports  from  300  to  350 


pictures  annually  at  the  present  time,  about  30 
of  which  are  of  German,  and  about  20  of  Swedish 
or  Danish  production.  The  remainder  originate  in 
the  United  States,  the  bulk  of  which  are  best 
attractions.  . 

There  are  four  principal  distributors  for  fin- 
land,  handling  American  and  other  films.  These 
distributors  usually  buy  royalty  rights  on  a 
three  to  five-year  basis,  films  being  shipped 
direct  to  Helsingfors  from  New  York  via  Gothen- 
burg or  Stockholm.  These  distributors  also  con- 
trol many  of  the  theaters,  particularly  in  the 
cities.  There  are  about  120  theaters  in  Finland 
at  present,  about  25  of  which  are  in  Helsingfors 
Feature  attractions  in  drama  or  comedy  with 
known  stars  are  in  demand  in  the  cities,  whereas 
in  the  provinces  Wild  West  and  serial  pictures 
are  still  in  vogue.  Censorship  is  strict  with 
reference  to  violence  or  other  objectionable  fea- 
tures The  popularity  of  American  pictures  has 
largely  been  the  result  of  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  considerable  social  intercourse  between  the 
United  States  and  Finland  through  immigration 
for  many  years. 

(There  are  apparently  no  disquieting  factors 
at  present  in  the  business  from  the  viewpoint  of 
legislation  or  competition,  as  far  as  American  in- 
terests are  concerned). 

FRANCE 

(American  Consulate  General)  1,  rue  des  Italiens, 

1  Feb.  27,  1925.) 

Price  of  seats  in  Paris  range  from  2.25  francs 
to  20  francs,  and  in  the  provincial  cities  from  1 
franc  to  5.50  francs.  The  admission  prices 
would  be  less  if  it  were  not  for  certain  taxes  im- 
posed by  the  Government,  which  vary  from  5 
ner  cent  to  25  per  cent,  depending  upon  the  gross 
receipts  In  addition,  10  per  cent  of  the  receipts 
is  collected  as  poor  tax,  for  the  maintenance 
of  poor  houses,  certain  hospitals,  etc.  A  3  per 
cent  tax  is  imposed  for  distribution  to  the  com- 
posers whose  music  is  played. 

Statistics  of  French  imports  and  exports  ot 
films  are  not  published  according  to  countries  of 
origin  or  of  destination,  but  it  is  estimated  that 
65  per  cent  of  the  films  imported  were  American 
and  the  remainder  Italian,  German,  etc. 

American  films  enjoy  considerable  popularity 
in  France,  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
leading  American  producers  of  films  are  already 
represented  in  France,  and  many  of  them  hjve 
established  offices  in  Paris.  . 

The  prices  obtainable  for  good  American  ri'm 
productions  vary  from  5.000  to  400,000  rancs. 
but  the  average  price  is  under  50,000  francs 
Only  exceptionally  good  productions  are  bought 
at  the  highest  prices. 

GREECE 

(From  Commercial  Attache  Ray  C.  Hall,  Athens, 
Greece,  April  21,  1925.)  , 
There  are  62-65  photoplay  theaters  in  Greece. 
33-35  of  which  are  of  importance.  In  Athens 
there  are  5  cinemas  of  importance,  3  popular  and 
8-10  summer  and  outdoor  photoplay  theaters.  No 
preference  is  shown  as  to  the  nationality  of  the 
films,  but  they  are  imported  from  various  coun- 
tries At  present  German  and  American  films  are 
ereatly  appreciated  by  the  public.  American  ser- 
ials and  Western  style  films  (adventures)  are  in 
use  among  popular  photoplay  theaters  and  at- 
tract the  younger  elements.  Sentimental  plays 
with  rich  scenery,  wonderful  landscapes,  of  fam- 
ous artists,  find  great  response  in  the  heart  ot 
the  Greek  audience. 

GERMANY 

Tendencies    and    Costs    of    New    German  Film 
Production 

(Assistant  Commercial  Attache  Douglas  Miller, 
Berlin,  April  24,  1925.) 
The  inauguration  in  January  of  a  new  system 
of  regulating  foreign  film  imports  marks  a  change 
in  German  film  production.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  present  plan  provides  that  a  foreign  him 
can  only  be  imported  by  a  German  renting  firm 
which  can  certify  that  it  has  also  released  a  Ger- 
man made    picture    of    approximately    the  same 
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length  as  compensation.  This  has  stimulated  the 
production  of  cheaper  German  films  for  domestic 
use  only,  in  order  that  the  owners  of  such  pro- 
ductions may  be  able  to  import  and  show  hijeh- 
class  American  feature  films  and  secure  the  profits 
therefrom.  This  means  that  less  attention  is  be- 
ing paid  to  the  production  of  large  feature  films 
which  might  be  placed  upon  the  export  market. 
German  producers  publicly  express  the  hope  that 
they  will  be  able  to  get  a  larger  share  of  the 
export  trade  in  films  but,  practically,  they  are 
devoting  themselves   to   domestic  business. 

The  production  of  a  German  film  for  home  con- 
sumption is  not  necessarily  very  expensive.  The 
minimum  cost  is  roughly  estimated  at  $20,000 
but  the  average  runs  considerably  higher,  some- 
where about  $35,000.  One  reason  for  this  low 
cost  is  the  small  salaries — according  to  American 
standards- — paid  to  film  actors.  Of  course,  the 
best  known  stars  have  their  own  companies  and, 
therefore,  participate  in  the  profits  of  the  pro- 
ductions  in   which   they  are  featured. 

Less  known  stars  and  prominent  character  play- 
ers receive  a  fixed  salary  which  runs  about  150 
marks  per  day.  This  salary  does  not  continue 
throughout  the  year  as  the  majority  of  players 
contract  with  the  producers  for  particular  films 
and  are  only  paid  while  the  film  is  being  pro- 
duced. The  large  number  of  minor  players  and 
supernumeraries  receive  only  very  poor  pay.  Some 
supers  who  have  small  individual  parts  and  stand 
in  the  front  row  of  mobs  in  mob  scenes,  receive 
25  marks  per  day  while  working.  The  lowest 
grade  of  supers  are  paid  only  10  marks  a  day 
when  actually  working.  A  large  roster  of  such 
dasual  employees  is  maintained  by  producing 
companies  in  Berlin  who  summon  them  either 
by  telephone  or  letter  whenever  their  services  are 
required.  Most  of  them  have  only  part-time 
jobs. 

This  means  that  the  salary  item  is  a  smaller  part 
of  the  production  costs  than  in  the  United  States. 
On  the  other  hand,  illumination  is  expensive.  The 
prevalence  of  cloudy  weather  in  and  near  Berlin, 
which  is  the  German  film  center,  means  more 
shots  taken  in  the  studios  and  a  large  amount  of 
work  under  artificial  light.  Many  of  the  film 
studios  produce  their  own  e'ectric  power  by  means 
of  oil  engines  in  order  to  be  independent  of  the 
municipal  lighting  plants.  One  producer  gives 
the  low  figure  of  80  Pfennigs  or  20  cents  per 
kWH  as  the  cost  of  his  electric  power;  however, 
this  figure  is  somewhat  open  to  question  and 
it  seems  possible  that  this  estimate  is  not  quite 
accurate.  In  any  case  some  film  producers  state 
that  lighting  costs  more  than  the  entire  salary 
roll. 

The  cost  of  scenery  and  settings  is  not  extrava- 
gant in  German  productions.  Those  intended  for 
domestic  use  only  are  content  with  a  very  modest 
outlay  and  the  ordinary  film  is  played  with  only 
very  few,   possibly  two  or  three  main  sets. 

The  types  of  pictures  now  being  produced  in 
Germany  can  be  divided  into  several  classes. 
First,  there  is  the  "costume"  picture,  which  draws 
upon  German  history  and  traditions  and  which  is, 
therefore,  limited  in  its  appeal  to  audiences 
which  are  more  or  less  familiar  with  this  back- 
ground. A  sample  film  of  this  type  is  "My  Leop- 
old," recently  produced  by  the  Ufa.  This  is  a 
costume  story  of  old  Berlin.  Another  type  is 
the  modern  society  picture.  As  a  sample  of  the 
photography  in  such  production,  mention  might 
be  made  of  the  "Comedy  of  Hearts,"  produced 
by  the  Ufa  and  starring  Lil  Dagover,  who  is  one 
of  the  best  known  German  stars  and  has  just 
made  another  success  in  the  "Demuetige  und  die 
Saengcrin."  This  last  picture  has  been  success- 
ful inside  Germany  because  it  dramatizes  a  recent 
serial  story,  appearing  in  the  Berlin  Illustrated 
Weekly  which  has  a  circulation  of  a  million  and 
a  half. 

In  order  to  provide  an  international  flavor  to 
German  films  and  in  an  attempt  to  meet  the 
competition  of  American  made  films,  a  number 
of  German  companies  have  been  employing  foreign 
stars.  These  include  both  British,  Scandanavian 
and  American  players,  who  have  done  well  in 
Germany.     A    member   of   this   group    is   a  well 


known  Danish  actor  who  recently  played  the  lead 
in  "Michael,"  produced  by  the  Ufa  with  con- 
siderable success. 

In  productions  for  the  German  market  con- 
siderable success  has  recently  been  attained  by  a 
number  of  military  pictures  featuring  the  former 
garrison  life  with  the  old-time  glamour  which  if 
well  adapted  to  screen  treatment  and  which  makes 
considerable  popular  appeal  in  Germany  in  these 
present  matter-of-fact-times.  A  recent  production 
of  this  sort  is  entitled  "Husarenfieber."  This 
picture  also  includes  an  American  actor,  who  took 
part  in  "Der  Demutige  und  die  Saengerin."  The 
director  of  this  picture,  Jacoby,  is  reported  as 
planning  to  bring  out  his  next  pictures — in  part 
at  least — in  America. 

In  an  effort  to  get  away  from  the  ordinary 
type  of  film  story  a  number  of  German  pictures 
have  abandoned  the  conventional  plot  entirely. 
A  recent  success  of  the  Ufa  is  "The  Way  to 
Strength  and  Beauty,"  a  physical  culture  film, 
which  has  been  having  a  long  run  in  the  Berlin 
picture  houses.  This  has  no  plot  but  is  based 
upon  studios  of  athletic  sports  and  beautifying 
exercises.  Similarly  a  number  of  German  theaters 
have  lately  had  full  houses  for  a  "Flight  Around 
the  Earth,"  a  two-part  feature,  with  Ellen  Richter 
in  the  leading  part.  This  is  a  thinly  disguised 
Travelog  film.  Another  similar  film  called  "With 
the  Camera  Around  the  World"  was  released  by 
the  Ufa  during  the  winter.  Pictures  of  travel  in 
Africa  and  South  America  have  recently  been 
popular  in  Berlin  and  show  that  the  German 
public  has  a  keen  interest  in  foreign  scenes. 

The  Central  Committee  of  the  German  Film 
Industry  has  just  published  a  report,  embodying 
recommendations  for   the   future  of  the  industry. 

(1)  A  continuation  of  the  present  import  re- 
strictions limiting  the  number  of  foreign  films 
shown  to  the  number  produced  in  Germany. 

(2)  An  agitation  to  prevent  further  censorship 
restrictions.  There  has  lately  been  some  discus- 
sion on  artistic  censorship  of  films.  This  is 
emphatically  condemned  by  producers  who  claim 
that  no  one  can  take  the  risk  of  producing  a  film 
if  its  exhibition  may  be  prohibited  according  to  its 
supposed  lack  of  artistic  merit. 

(3)  A  reduction  of  the  amusement  tax  which 
runs  at  from  10  to  50  per  cent,  varying  in  differ- 
ent municipalities.  This  is  considered  an  exces- 
sive burden  upon  theater  owners. 

The  report  goes  on  to  say  that  the  film  industry 
at  the  present  time  is  less  prosperous  than  a  yeaT 
or  two  ago.  The  business  of  film  renters  has 
declined  by  about  50  per  cent  in  the  last  two 
years.  While  in  1920,  70  per  cent  of  the  Ger- 
man picture  theaters  played  continually  now  only 
45  per  cent  are  open  every  day.  In  the  last 
six  months  about  two  hundred  film  theaters  have 
been  compelled  to  close  and  many  of  them  have 
changed   management   several  times. 

Meanwhile  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  popu- 
larity of  American  films  is  declining.  lOn  the 
contrary  the  efforts  of  German  film  producers 
to  concentrate  on  low  grade  pictures  for  the  do- 
mestic market  leave  open  a  wide  field  for  Ameri- 
can   first    class  films. 


HOLLAND 

(Consul  Edward  A.  Dow,  Rotterdam,   March  15, 
1925) 

There  are  now  about  230  picture  establishments 
in  Holland,  80  per  cent  of  which  are  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  moving  pictures. 

In  the  better  houses  prices  of  admittance  range 
frcm  sixty  Dutch  cents  ($0.24)  in  the  parquet  to 
one  gulden  and  forty  cents  ($0.56)  in  the  loge. 
The  charge  for  admittance  in  the  smaller  and 
lower  class  houses  ranges  from  thirty  Dutch 
cents  ($0.12)  to  one  gulden  ($0.40).  In  all  of 
these  charges  is  included  a  20  per  cent  government 
revenue  tax. 

Local  organization  is  thorough  from  the  stand 
points  both  of  pioduccrs  and  of  operators.  The 
latter  are  nearly  all  members  of  a  "Federative 
Bond"  which  almost  completely  controls  the  film 
trade  of  the  country.  The  renting  and  releasing 
agencies  also  have  a  similar  organization  and  the 
two  concerns  have  organized  a  committee  of  arbi- 
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tration  to  settle  disputes  between  the  producers 
and  operators. 

In  1923,  the  Netherlands  produced  about  200.000 
feet  of  moving  picture  films  most  of  which  covered 
news  and  subjects  of  similar  character.  These 
films  were  exported  chiefly  to  Germany,  Switzer- 
land, Mediterranean  countries  and  the  Baltic 
States.  Imports  during  1923  amounted  to  about 
7,000.000  feet,  two-thirds  of  which  comprised  fea- 
ture films  averaging  about  6,000  feet  each.  The 
remaining  films  were  educational,  those  giving  the 
news  of  the  day,  advertisements,  etc.  Imported 
films  are  controlled  almost  entirely  by  a  few 
distributing  agencies.  The  names  of  these  agen- 
cies are  given  on  an  attached  sheet. 

During  recent  years,  about  40  per  cent  of  the 
imported  films  are  of  American  origin,  most  of 
which  are  imported,  although  to  a  decreasing 
extent,  by  way  of  Great  Britain.  Dutch  im- 
porters are  now  obtaining  American  films  from 
the  producer.  Germany  furnished  about  40  per 
cent  more  of  these  imports,  the  remainder  coining 
from  France,  Italy  and  domestic!  sources.  It  is 
estimated  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  product 
of  1923  alone  have  come  from  the  United  States, 
either  direct  or  by  the  way  of  England,  indicat- 
ing that  American  pictures  are  strengthening  their 
position  in   this  market. 

The  most  popular  films  are  those  representing 
American  society  drama  of  good  character  and 
of  considerable  but  not  excessively  sensational  fea 
tures.  Good  comedies  also  enjoy  favor  in  the 
lower  class  theaters.  The  cow  boy  and  farce 
comedy  films,  especially  those  involving  a  simple 
love  story,  are  in  great  demand  by  the  popular 
audiences. 

Films  now  being  presented  in  Holland  are  as 
a  whole  not  up-to-date,  many  of  them  being  from 
two  to  five  years  old.  Gradually  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  new  pictures  are  seen  in  the  high 
class  houses,  but  for  some  time  the  cheaner  and 
older  films  will  be  in  limited  demand  in  Holland, 
largely  because  of  their  lower  cost. 

Censorship  is  confined  to  that  exercised  by  muni- 
cipal authorities,  and  regulations  are  not  univer- 
sal. Where  they  do  exist  they  are  enforced  only 
concerning  presentations  for  children.  The  ten- 
dency is  very  liberal  in  Rotterdam,  while  in  other 
cities  censorship  is  stricter  but  varies.  In  The 
Hague,  for  instance,  the  board  of  censors  will 
permit  the  exhibition  of  a  film  which  another  town 
will  limit  only  to  adults,  while  still  another  city 
mav  prohibit  the  showing  of  the  picture  alto- 
gether. Religion  is  a  factor  in  censorship  and 
in  such  Catholic  sections  as  Limbury,  there  is  a 
well  organized  movement  for  control  along  religi- 
ous lines. 


INDIA 

(Trade  Commissioner  Charles  B.  Snofford,  Bom- 
bay, India,  Feb.  23,  1925) 

The  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  million  people 
of  Tndia  only  sivrport  some  three  hundred  theaters. 
These  theaters  are  located  in  about  seventy  cities 
and  towns  but  not  more  than  a  dozen  theaters 
are  capable  of  taking  in  over  $1,000  gross  receipts 
per  week  of  fourteen  showing  even  with  a  feature 
picture  of  the  highest  merit. 

Calcutta,  Bombay  and  Rangoon  are  the  only 
good  show  towns  having  more  than  one  first 
run  house.     India  is  a  country  of  small  villages. 

American  producers  are  obtaining  at  least  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  film  business  in  India  but  this 
business  can  hardly  increase  in  volume  so  long 
as  one  Indian  concern,  a  provision  house,  prac- 
tically controls  the  territory.  Experienced  show- 
men and  booking  clerks  are  needed  to  make  a 
profitable  expansion  of  the  motion  picture  busi- 
ness in  India.  It  will  not  pay  any  American 
producer  to  establish  offices  in  the  territory  or 
even  to  send  out  temporary  representatives  so 
long  as  business  can  only  be  effected  with  this 
one  firm  on  this  firm's  own  terms. 

Consul  Wilbur  Keblingcr.  Bombay,  reported  on 
Oct.  14,  1925:  Generally  a  picture  that  has  been 
successful  in  the  United  States  will  also  be  ac- 
cepted here,  but  this  is  not  always  the  cas^. 
American  comics,  including  the  drawn  animal 
pictures,  are  always  received  with  favor,  although 


it  is  very  doubtful  if  a  majority  of  the  audience 
is  able  to  understand  the  very  typical  American 
slang  with  which  the  captions  are  filled.  Pic- 
tures dealing  with  the  wild  west  in  America  were 
formerly  exceedingly  popular,  but  the  craze  has 
somewhat  subsided.  Pictures  involving  serious  so- 
cial problems  are  not  generally  liked. 


ITALY 

(Consul  F.  W.  Baldwin,  May  14,  1925) 
At  the  present  time  about  60  per  cent  of  the 
motion  pictures  shown  in  Italy  are  of  American 
origin.  20  per  cent  come  from  Germany,  about 
10  per  cent  from  France  and  the  rest  are  of 
local  production.  At  one  time  Italy  produced 
the  majority  of  their  own  pictures  but  lately  due 
to  a  variety  of  reasons  the  Italian  production 
has  been  decreased.  Its  place  being  taken  largely 
by  American  pictures. 

That  Italy  is  a  good  market  for  motoin  pictures 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  there  are  about 
2,200  picture  theaters  in  Italy  and  besides  about 
4,000  privately  owned  halls  where  motion  pictures 
are  occasionally  shown.  Seating  capactiy  of  these 
theaters  vary  greatly  running  all  the  way  from 
200  to  3,000  people,  the  latter  figure  being  reached 
only  by  the  laTgest  theaters  in  the  largest  cities. 
Prices  for  the  two  classes  of  seats,  into  which 
every  Italian  theater  is  divided,  are  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty-five  cents  for  the  better  grade  and 
seven  to  fifteen  cents  for  the  cheapest.  In  the 
cities,  the  theaters  generally  open  at  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  except  on  Sundays  and  holidays 
when  they  open  at  two  o'clock,  and  close  at  mid- 
night. In  the  small  towns  and  villages  there  are 
generally  two  or  three  performances  a  week  with 
two  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays.  In 
country  districts  where  there  are  no  regular  mo- 
tion picture  theaters,  pictures  are  shown  in  anj 
hall  available  whenever  the  opportunity  presents 
itself. 


JAPAN 

(From    American    Consul    Nathaniel    B.  Stewart, 
Tokyo,  Japan,  April  29,  1925) 
At    present   it   is    estimated   that   80   per  cent 
German,    5    per    cent    Italian,    and    5    per  cent 
French. 

There  are  3,000  motion  picture  theaters  now 
operating  in  Japan. 

There  are  in  existence  at  the  present  time  about 
25  local  concerns  in  Japan  which  are  engaged 
in  producing,  distributing  and  exchanging  films. 
In  addition,  to  these  there  are  also  representatives 
here  of  four  large  American  companies. 

Preventing   Fraudulent  Exhibition 
(American   Consul  General  Nathaniel  B.  Stewart, 
Tokyo,  Japan,  March  17,  1925) 

Action  to  prevent  the  fraudulent  exhibition  of 
a  film  is  most  difficult  for  the  reason  that  there 
is  no  law  of  copyright  in  Japan.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  law  of  author's  right,  under  which  the 
right  of  the  author  or  owner  of  a  film  play  may 
be  protected. 

There  is  a  bill  now  before  the  Diet,  it  is  sadi. 
which  will  probably  not  pass  during  the  present 
session,  but  which  is  expected  to  pass  during  the 
next,  under  the  terms  of  which  no  film  may  be 
passed  by  the  board  of  censors  for  exhibition  in 
Jr.pan  unless  the  firm  submitting  it  can  also  show 
the  right  of  copyright.  If  this  bill  is  passed, 
the  rights  of  film  owners  and  exhibitors  will  seem- 
ingly  be   amply   protected   in  Japan. 

LATVIA 

(Riga,  March  28,  1925) 

Riga.  Latvia,  is  the  center  of  film  distribution 
for  Latvia,  and  to  a  certain  extent  for  Lithuania 
and  Esthonia. 

The  amount  of  film  annually  imported  would 
amount  to  roughly  300,000-350,000  running  meters. 

As  a  rule  pictures  are  shown  first  in  Riga 
after  having  been  supplied  with  text  in  the 
local  languages,  and  then  in  the  cities  and  small 
towns   of   Latvia  and   the  neighboring  states. 

The  principal  cities  of  Latvia  and  their  popula- 
tion arc  as  follows  :  Riga— 330.000  ;  Libau— 70,000  ; 
Dwinsk— 30,000 ;  Mitau— 25,000,  and  Windau— 
20,000.     In  Riga  there  are  22  theaters  while  their 
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number  in  the  other  cities  is  three  to  eight.  The 
moving  picture  houses  in  outlying  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  the  country  number  about  thirty.  The 
capacity  varies  from  200  to  500  seats,  although 
two  theaters  opened  in  Riga  last  year  ac- 
commodating 1,000  to  14,000  persons  respectively. 

Prices  of  admission  are  thirty  rubles  minimum 
to  one  hundred  and  seventy- live  rubles  maximum, 
or  in  American  currency,  twelve  cents  to  sixty- 
seven  cents. 

Approximately  forty  per  cent  of  the  films  ex- 
hibited are  of  American  production  while  about 
a  year  ago  this  percentage  did  not  exceed  twenty- 
five.     About   forty  per  cent  are  German. 

In  general,  the  American  pictures  are  com- 
paratively old.  The  average  pictures  exhibited 
in   Latvia  are   of  inferior  quality. 


MEXICO 

(From  Trade  Commissioner  George  Wythe,  Mex- 
ico City,  Mexico,  May  28,  1925) 

Total  receipts  of  the  48  motion  picture  theaters 
of  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico  during  the  last 
six  months  of  1924,  says  a  recent  statement 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  amounted  to 
2,419,585.40  pesos  ($1,209,792.70),  according  to  a 
report  of  the  Mexican  National  Bureau  of  Statis- 
tics. Of  this  amount  ten  per  cent,  or  241,958.40 
pesos,  was  paid  to  municipal-  and  federal  authori- 
ties as  taxes. 

Receipts  of  the  largest  single  theater  in  Mexico 
City  during  the  six-month  period  were  172,403.40 
pesos  ($86,201.70).  Five  theaters  reported  re- 
ceipts for  the  period  of  more  than  100,000  pesos 
($50,000). 

Mexico  City 

(Commercial  Aattache  Alexander  V.  Dye,  Mexico 
City,  Sept.  23,  1924) 
According  to  statistics  gathered  by  the  Mexi 
can  Government  there  were  in  operation  during 
the  first  six  months  of  1924  49  moving  picture 
theaters  ni  Mexco  City  which  operated  all  or 
part  time.  These  forty-nine  moving  picture  the- 
aters gave  a  total  of  7,147  performances  and  the 
total  gross  receipts  were  2,032,465.90  pesos.  The 
average  gross  receipts,  therefore,  for  each  per- 
formance of  all  the  theaters  was  284  pesos.  The 
average  receipts  for  the  five  largest  theaters  per 
performance  was  respectively  903,  890,  697  and 
640  pesos. 

Most  of  the  moving  picture  theaters  give  only 
one  performance  per  day,  in  the  evening,  and 
thus  give  180  to  184  performances  during  the 
six  months.  At  this  rate,  the  total  gross  receipts 
of  all  the  moving  picture  theaters  in  Mexico 
City  will  amount  to  about  $2,000,000  U.  S.  cur- 
rency, per  annum. 

Approximately  ninety  per  cent  of  the  films  shown 
in  Mexican  theaters  are  American  films,  the  re- 
mainder  being  chiefly   Italian  and   German  films. 


PERU 

(  Trade  Commissioner  H.  Bentley  McKenzie,  Lima, 
June  1,  1925) 
American  manufactured  films  practically  control 
the  Peruvian  market.  Occasionally  French,  Ger- 
man and  Italian  films  are  displayed,  but  on  the 
whole,  the  American  product,  because  of  its  gen- 
eral popularity  with  the  average  movie  fan,  is  in 
demand  and  the  most  desired.  An  attempt  was 
made  several  years  ago  by  German  manufacturers 
to  obtain  control  of  the  local  market,  but  very 
little  success  met  their  efforts.  There  are  about 
sixty  motion  picture  theaters  in  Peru,  but  only  some 
eight  or  ten  which  can  be  called  first  class  theaters. 
Three  concerns  control  practically  the  entire  field. 
The  "Empress  de  Cinemas  y  Teatros.Limitcda"  sup- 
plies and  operates  the  highest  class  theaters  here. 
They  importn  and  distribute  throughout  Peru, 
buying  approximately  80  per  cent  of  their  pro- 
ductions from  the  United  States,  and  the  remain 
der  from  Europe.  The  "Cinematografia  Sud  Ameri 
cana,  S.  A.,"  which  is  understood  to  be  financed 
by  Argentine  and  Chilean  capital,  has  its  main 
office  in  Santiago,  Chile.  At  the  present  time, 
they  claim  to  be  purchasing  80  per  cent  of  their 
film  supply  from  the  United  States.  The  Ex- 
presa  de  Tcatros  y  Cinemas  "Ideal"  controls 
seven  of  the  smaller  picture  theaters  in  Lima 
and  vicinity  and  exhibits  the  cheaper   variety  of 


films.  It  is  owned  by  Chinese  interests.  Foreign 
films  are  purchased  through  European  exchanges, 
and  with  the  exception  of  Pathe,  Paris,  produc- 
tions, the  trade  names  of  the  producers  are 
generally  omitted. 


POLAND 

(Consul  General  T.  Jaeckel,  Warsaw,  Feb.  6,  1925) 
The  moving  picture  business  in  Poland  is  served 
by  62  exchanges,  whose  volume  of  business  can- 
not be  compared  with  average  American  ex- 
changes, but  the  profits  are  very  large  in  pro- 
portion. Film  rentals  charged  to  exhibitors  vary 
greatly,  according  to  the  character  of  the  film ; 
some  films  rent  for  as  little  at  100  slotys,  and 
others  for  as  much  as  2,000  dollars  for  the  first 
series  of  performances.  The  film  is  run  as  long 
as  it  brings  audiences,  and  then  is  returned 
to  the  exchange.  The  average  returns 
to  a  theater  for  a  good  film  are  estimated  at 
8,000-10,000  slotys. 

It  would  not  be  advisable  for  American  films 
to  open  their  own  offices  in  Poland  as  the  size 
of  the  market  does  not  justify  the  expense  in- 
volved. 

The  average  admission  price  to  picture  theaters 
is  3  slotys  (roughly  60  cents).  From  35  to 
50  per  cent  of  that  amount  is  taken  by  the  muni- 
cipalities in  the  "cinema"  tax  and  a  2.5  per  cent 
turn  over  tax  is  assessed  on  the  balance.  In 
addition,  the  theater  owners  pay  all  other  taxes 
which  are  very  heavy  at  this  time.  The  at- 
tendance, however,  is  steadily  good,  and  the  type 
of  films  is  increasingly  higher  and  more  expen- 
sive. 

The  avreage  seating  capacity  is  about  350  seats, 
and  in  large  cities,  400  to  800  seats. 


PORTUGAL 

(Consul  General  W.  Stanley  Hollis,  Lisbon,  Feb. 
27,  1925) 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  whole  country  there 
are  some  120  moving  picture  theaters,  of  which  30 
(inclusive  of  ten  large  ones)  are  in  this  city.  But 
none  of  these  can  be  considered  as  a  first  class 
motion  picture  theater. 

Melodramatic  pictures  are  preferred,  as  well  as 
comedy  pictures  and  nearly  all  of  the  latter  are 
of  American  production,  as  well  as  many  of  the 
former. 

Serials  of  spectacular  nature  are  preferred,  for 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  a  country  where 
80  per  cent  of  the  people  are  illiterate,  there  is 
no  great  demand  for  educational  films  or  even 
the  better  screen  dramas  seen  in  good  average 
American  theaters. 

The  admission  fee  ranges  from  $0.05  to  $0.40 
(American  currency),  single  seats. 

Since  certain  film  companies  in  the  United  States 
make  a  specialty  of  "excitable"  serials  running 
through  some  eight  or  ten  parts,  in  which  "Wild 
West"  and  "Frontier"  scenes  figure  largerly,  these 
sorts  of  exporters  do  a  good  business  in  both 
Portugal  and  Spain,  usually  having  agents  estab- 
lished permanently  in  Madrid  with  correspondents 
in  Lisbon. 

Portugusee  motion  picture  houses  rent  their 
films  through  a  single  agency  which  has  the 
monopoly  (Companhia  Cinematografica1  de  Portu- 
gal, Rue  Eugenio  dos  Santos,  110,  2°.,  Lisbon, 
Portugal.)  This  distributing  agency  censors,  de- 
livers and  rewrites  all  legends  in  the  Portuguese 
language  which  is  required  by  law. 

The  smaller  theaters  in  Lisbon  accomodate  any 
where  from  200  to  1.000  people. 

Some  three  years  ago  several  rather  good  photo- 
plays based  on  the  works  of  the  famous  Portu- 
guese novelist  Julio  Diniz  were  successfully  photo 
graphed  here  in  Portugal  in  the  vicnity  of  Oporto, 
although  it  is  understood  the  directors  and  camera 
men  were  foreign.  No  serious  efforts  arc  under 
way  at  the  present  time  to  film  pictures  in  this 
country,  so  far  as  is  known,  although  t|icre  are 
two  Portuguese  companies  who  were  in  existence 
a  year  ago,  known  as  the  "Invicta"  and  the 
Portgualia"  companies,  operating  at  Oporto  also. 
Some  effort  has  been  made  to  photography  the 
countryside  and  seashore  resorts  of  this  country, 
but  their  results  are  rather  crude  and  lacking  in 
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natural  colors,  contrary  to  the  latest  French  travel 
pictures  shown. 


RUMANIA 

(Consul  Ely  V.  Palmer,  Bucharest,  May  33,  1925) 

The  milliner  of  motion  picture  houses  in  Bucha- 
rest has  increased  to  20  in  1 925  while  in  all  Ru- 
mania there  are  today  ahout  304. 

I'rices  vary  greatly  at  all  motion  picture  houses 
according  to  the  him  shown,  but  the  general  aver 
age  of  prices  will  range  from  25  cents  for  a  box 
or  balcony  seat  to  7  cents  for  an  orchestra  seat. 
Soldiers,  students  and  children  receive  a  reduction 
of  about  25  per  cent  on  these  prices. 

Although  one  or  two  films  have  already  been  pro- 
duced in  Rumania,  it  cannot  be  said  that  there  is 
any  film  company  existing  in  the  country  today 
which  is  producing  pictures  on  a  commercial  basis. 

One  local  distributor  estimates  that  the  annual 
requirements  of  Rumania  are  500  six  to  seven- 
reel  pictures  and  350  one  to  two-reel  comedies  and 
journals.  A  maximum  of  two  CQpies  of  any  par- 
ticular film  is  sufficient  for  Rumania. 

European  and  American  stars  are  received  in 
Rumania  with  about  the  same  popularity  as  they 
are  in  Wetsern  Europe.  As  a  general  rule  the 
more  drastic  European  film  artists  are  preferred 
to  the  American,  though  there  are  certain  well- 
known  exceptions.  In  the  field  of  comedy,  Ameri- 
can actors  and  actresses  quite  monopolize  the  mar- 
ket. Though  serials  cannot  be  shown  at  the  bet- 
ter class  of  theaters  in  Bucharest,  American  "dare- 
devil" artists  are  exceedingly  popular  in  the  cheap- 
er Bucharest  theatres  and  in  the  provinces. 

Before  a  film  may  be  shown  in  Bucharest,  it  is 
necessary  to  deposit  it  at  the  Prefecture  of  Police 
with  a  full  description  thereof  and  a  formal  appli- 
cation for  permission  to  exhibit  it.  This  applica- 
tion should  contain  a  declaration  replying  to  the 
following  questions: 

Does  the  film  contain  nudes? 

Is   the   good   or   bad  victorious 

Are  the  bad  punished  for  their  sins? 

Is  the  film,  directly  or  indirectly,  prejudicial  to 
the  existing  social  order? 

After  having  been  examined  and  censored,  if 
necessary,  by  one  of  the  five  members  of  the  board 
of  censors,  the  films  are  returned  to  the  Prefecture 
of  Police,  which  cuts  out  all  objectionable  parts 
and  then  delivers  the  necessary  authorization  for 
the  presentation  of  the  films.  The  board  of  cen- 
sors in  conjunction  with  the  police  authorities,  does 
not  permit  the  exhibition  of  criminal  or  immoral 
films  or  of  films  which  are  prejudicial  to  the  inter- 
ests of  Rumania.  All  captions  must  be  in  Ru- 
manian. 


SALVADOR 

(Consul  W.  J.  McCafferty,  San  Salvador,  El  Sal- 
vador, Feb.  25,  1925.) 
The  film  business  in  Salvador  is  practically  mon- 
opolized by  the  Compania  Nacional  de  Espectacules, 
San  Salvador,  which  controls  a  large  percentage 
of  the  local  cinematograph  houses.  There  are  no 
producers,  trade  papers  or  film  laboratories  in  El 
Salvador. 

Motion  picture  theatres  are  increasing  in  popu- 
larity in  the  Republic  of  El  Salvador  and  the  im- 
portation of  cinematograph  films  is  steadily  grow- 
ing. There  appears  to  be  a  good  opportunity  for 
the  extension  of  the  sales  of  American  films  in  this 
territory,  because  the  standard  of  living  of  the  peo- 
ple is  gradually  improving,  and  this  will  naturally 
result  in  larger  attendance  at  moving  picture  thea- 
tres. 

The  United  States  is  the  principal  source  of  sup- 
ply of  the  moving  picture  films  imported  into  this 
country,  the  percentages  of  the  different  countries 
of  origin  being  as  follows; 

United  States    75% 

France    10% 

Italy    10% 

Germany    5% 

On  July  11,  1923.  a  law  was  signed  by  the 
President  providing  for  the  regulation  of  all  pub- 
lic entertainments,  and  it  includes  the  censorship 
of  cinematograph  films.  This  law  provides  that 
the  Governors  of  each  Department  will  appoint  the 
censors  for  the  capital  city  of  the  Department,  while 
the  Mayors  will  appoint  them  for  the  rest  of  the 


municipalities  of  the  Republic.  Two  censors  are 
named  for  each  theater  and  they  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  compliance  with  the  law.  They 
are  required  to  prevent  the  showing  of  plays  or 
films  of  an  immoral  or  antipolitical  nature  which  will 
cause  more  harm  than  good  to  the  people.  They 
may  censor  the  whole  film  or  any  part  of  it  which 
they  may  consider  harmful.

There  are  motion  picture  theaters  in  175  towns 
and  communities  in  Yugoslavia,  although  many  of 
these  communities  are  very  small,  having  only  a 
few  hundred  inhabitants.  There  are  only  six  or 
seven  cities  or  towns  in  Yugoslavia  which  have 
more  than  one  theater.  Zagreb  has  five  such  the- 
aters. The  total  number  of  motion  picture  thea- 
ters in  the  country  is  about  215  at  present.

There  is  no  concern  in  Yugoslavia  acting  as  agent 
for  any  motion  picture  producer.  The  following 
firms  in  Vienna  are  the  principal  ones  supplying 
the  Yugoslavia  motion  picture  theaters  with  films:

American  films  are  very  popular  here  and  most 
American  film  stars  are  very  well  known,  but  no 
American  films  are  imported  direct  from  the  United 
States  because  it  is  not  possible  for  the  distributors 
to  buy  the  entire  production  as  sold  by  American 
producers. 


_  SPAIN 

(From  American  Consul  Augustin  M.  Ferrin,  Mad- 
rid, Spain,  Feb.  20,  1925.) 

The  number  of  motion  picture  houses  in  the  city 
of  Madrid  is  15.  The  number  in  all  Spain  is 
about  1,200;  a  complete  list  of  these  may  be  ob 
tained  from  Sr.  Don  Santiago  Escartin.  Ronda  de 
Atosha  23,  Madrid,  who  makes  a  speciality  of  lists 
for  commercial  work.  His  charges  are  12  pesetas 
for  1,000  names  or  a  fraction  thereof. 

The  principal  moving  picture  theater  in  Madrid, 
the  MONUMENTAL,  seats  4.000  persons,  the 
REAL  seats  1,000,  and  the  PRINCIPE  ALFON- 
SO, 1,300.  Five  others  have  an  average  seating 
capacity  of  800.  The  rest  of  the  15  are  smaller. 
Sometimes  pictures  are  exhibited  in  the  regular  the- 
atres, which  number  20,  when  an  acceptable  new 
drama  is  not  available.  The  theaters  in  the  other 
chief  cities  of  Spain  compare  not  unfavorably  with 
those  in  Madrid,  but  in  the  small  cities  and  towns 
they  are  primitive. 

SWEDEN 

(American   Consul,   Chas.    H.   Heisler,   March  16, 
1925.) 

Motion  picture  houses  have  enjoyed  a  prosperous 
year,  and  pictures  produced  in  various  countries 
have  been  shown  throughout  the  district,  although  a 
very  large  portion  of  the  pictures  were  made  in 
the  United  States.  In  fact,  it  is  estimated  that  at 
least  80  per  cent  of  the  pictures  sohwn  here  are 
of  American  manufacture,  and  the  popularity  of 
pictures  from  America  is  said  to  lie  effecting  a  grad- 
ual reduction  in  the  use  of  pictures  produced  in 
other  countries.  All  pictures  must  he  passed  by 
the  censors  before  being  shown,  and  pictures  which 
are  thought  to  be  unfit  are  not  permitted  to  be  ex- 
hibited in  any  part  of  the  district,  which  is  a  mat- 
ter to  be  considered  by  manufacturers  in  order  to 
avoid  by  possible  thoughtlessness  the  lessening  of 
the  existing  popularity  of  American  pictures. 
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SWITZERLAND 

.Letters  from  American  Consuls  at  Basel,  Berne 
and  Geneva,  dated  Feb.  16,  1925.) 
Little  success  has  attended  the  operation  of  Swiss 
companies  to  produce  moving  picture  films.  Be- 
tween 80  and  90  per  cent  of  all  films  exhibited  in 
Swiss  theaters  are  of  American  origin.  French 
producers  have  succeeded  in  introducing  to  a  limited 
extent  their  better  films  and  some  large  German 
productions  have  met  with  fair  success.  The  Swiss 
however,  seem  to  prefer  American  films  to  any 
others,  because  the  facilities  in  the  United  States 
permit  of  the  production  of  films  of  the  most  spec- 
atcular  character.  Thus  far  no  producer  in  either 
Germany  or  France  has  been  able  successfully  to 
compete  with  America,  because  of  the  Variety 
American  dealers  are  able  to  offer. 

Distribution 

There  are  in  Switzerland  about  40  recognized 
film  distributors,  but  of  these  only  about  15  do 
any  considerable  business.  Swiss  distributors  ob- 
tain films  directly  from  the  authorized  agents  of 
producers  situated  in  other  countries.  At  present 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  competition  between  Swiss 
distributors  themselves  and  this  competition  results 
in  the  distributor  being  placed  in  a  position  where 
he  cannot  always  successfully  resist  the  unjust  de- 
mands made  upon  him  by  the  exhibitor.  Of  course 
the  larger  distributors  find  themselves  in  a  better 
position  to  maintain  at  least  a  semblance  of  strict- 
ness in  regard  to  their  dealings  with  theaters,  but 
even  these  dealers  complain  that  they  must  lose 
considerable  amounts  of  money  on  account  of  the 
demands  made  upon  them  for  credit. 

Contracts 

As  a  general  rule  business  operations  carried  on 
between  the  Swiss  distributor  and  the  foreign  pro- 
ducer are  on  a  cash  basis.  The  producer's  agent 
almost  Invariably  requires  that  the  distributor,  upon 
the  receipt  of  a  film,  make  a  guaranty  deposit 
which  varies  in  accordance  with  the  value  of  the  film 
itself.  The  distributor  must  pay  for  any  print  nec- 
essary. The  ordinary  contract  between  the  pro- 
ducer's agent  and  the  distributor  provides  that  the 
distributor  must  pay  to  the  producer's  agent  one- 
half  of  the  gross  receipts  realized  from  the  rental 
of  the  film.  Of  course,  this  provision,  by  reason 
of  its  very  nature,  involves  a  certain  credit  opera- 
tion and,  it  is  understood  that  among  the  larger 
distributors  account  currents  are  kept,  the  pro 
ducer's  agent  receiving  at  designated  intervals  what- 
ever the  accounts  show  as  being  due.  In  the  case 
of  the  smaller  distributor  the  paid  guaranty  is  de- 
ducted from  the  amount  shown  to  be  finally  due 
from  rentals  to  the  producer's  agent.  For  exam- 
ple, if  a  film  is  handed  over  to  a  small  distributor 
and  a  cash  guaranty  of  Frs.  5,000  is  paid  by  him 
to  the  producer's  agent  and  the  rentals  amount  to 
Frs.  12,000,  then  the  distributor,  after  he  has  re- 
ceived Frs.  12.000  from  rentals,  pays  over  to  the 
producer's  agents  Frs.  1,000,  keeping  for  himself 
Frs.  6,000  or  50  per  cent  of  the  gross  amount  re- 
ceived from  exhibitors.  Sometimes,  when  the  film 
contracted  for  by  the  distributor  is  of  a  very  spec- 
tacular character,  the  terms  of  the  contract  between 
him  and  the  producer's  agent  require  that  a  larger 
proportion  than  50  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts 
from  rentals  be  turned  over  to  the  producer's  agent. 
Beyond  what  credit  is  necessary  in  the  matter  of 
collecting  rentals  it  is  very  unusual  for  a  pro- 
ducer's agent  to  extend  any  kind  of  credit  at  all 
to  the  distributor. 

TURKEY 

(Vice-Consul  Edwin  A.  Piatt,  Constantinople, 
Oct.  28.  1924.) 

In  Peru,  the  European  section  of  the  city,  there 
are  sven  leading  photo-play  houses  with  seating  ca- 
pacities ranging  from  about  500  to  over  1000.  The 
second  and  third  class  houses  within  this  and  other 
sections  of  the  city  number  about  20,  with  seating 
capacities  of  from  200  to  500.  There  are  perhaps 
a  dozen  more  theaters  scattered  through  the  inter- 
ior of  Turkey  which  are  dependent  upon  Constanti- 
nople for  their  film  supplies. 

The  popularity  of  the  motion  picture  in  Turkey 
is  on  the  increase.  Sensational  and  humorous  pic- 
tures appear  to  find  especial  favor. 

There  appears  to  be  only  a  very  small  market 
here  for  new  films. 


The  present  photo-play  demand  in  Turkey  is 
chiefly  for  sensational  comedies,  dramas,  including 
period  plays  and  straight  comedies. 

It  is  only  during  the  last  year  that  American 
pictures  have  appeared  regularly  in  Constantinople. 
During  one  week  last  fall  every  theater  along  the 
city's  main  thoroughfare  showed  only  American 
films.  A  demand  has  been  created  for  them  and 
it  is  believed  that  a  local  agency  of  American  pro. 
ducers,  empowered  to  make  the  necessary  price 
concessions  to  succesfully  compete  with  the  cheaper 
European  products  might  do  much  toward  the  es- 
tablishment of  American  supremacy  in  this  market. 


URUGUAY 

Nearly  98  per  cent  of  the  motion  pictures  shown 
in  Uruguay  are  of  American  origin,  says  Consul 
O.  Gaylord  Marsh  at  Montevideo.  In  spite  of  re- 
peated efforts  to  introduce  pictures  from  other  na- 
tions foreign  productions  offer  little  competition. 

The  motion  picture  business  in  Uruguay  is  well 
developed,  there  being  at  least  six  important  dis- 
tributing agencies -with  headquarters  in  Montevideo. 
There  are  also  62  moving  picture  theaters  there, 
having  an  average  seating  capacity  of  about  350, 
and  'iS  theaters  of  importance  in  the  interior  of  the 
Republic. 


VENEZUELA 

The  great  majority  of  motion  pictures  shown  in 
Venezuela  are  of  American  origin.  These  are  very 
popular  with  the  Venezuelan  public  which  patron- 
izes motion  picture  theaters  to  a  large  extent.  In 
Caracas,  the  capital  of  Venezuela,  there  are  sev- 
eral large  modern  motion  piicture  theaters  which 
give  several  showings  each  day  and  in  other  large 
cities  such  as  Puerto  Cabello  and  Maracaibo  the 
numbers  of  theater  and  showing  of  films  are 
proportionate  to  the  population  of  these  towns.

10.  — Scenes  from  which  the  inference  could  be 
drawn  that  offences  against  those  laws,  or  rules, 
or  recognized  social  codes,  which  govern  the  re- 
lations of  the  sexes  in  married  and  single  life, 
are  matters  to  be  overlooked  or  treated  lightly. 

Note:  The  following  notes  are  based  on  de- 
cisions during  the  past  three  years  and  are  in- 
tended merely  as  a  guide  to  future  requirements 
of  the  Censorship.  They  are  not,  in  any  par- 
ticular, to  be  regarded  as  precedents. 

1.  Nude  figures — The  nude  human  figure  is  not 
passed.  Moreover  the  suggestion — usually  by 
means  of  sub-titles  that  nudity  is  being  portrayed 
before  other  characters  in   the   film   is  also  ob- 
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jected  to.  Undraped  statues  are  not  eliminated 
unless  these  are  m  themselves  indecent,  and  ex 
hibit  something  more  than  mere  nudity 

2.  Crime— The  treatment  of  the  films  where 
the  whole  theme  deals  with  ordinary  underworld 
vice  or  crime  (thieving,  blackmailing,  gambling 
ojium  dens)  depends  entirely  on  the  handling  of 
the  subjeeet  Retribution  in  some  form  is  neces- 
sary, and  it  should  be  adequate.  If  the  atmosphere 
of  a  crime  film  be  so  heavy,  cynical,  or  callous 
as  to  produce  an  overpowering,  cumulative  effect 
lor  evil,  rejection  is  considered  necessary  On 
the  other  hand  the  final  dominant  impression  left 
on  the  mind  by  some  "crime"  films  has  un- 
doubtedly been  good.  That  would  naturally  be 
the  case,  where  the  crime  has  not  been  too 
grossly  vicious  and  extensive,  and  has  not  been 
excused  or  made  to  appear  justifiable.

In  other  words,  scenes  of  barbarity  are  not  per- 
mitted, nor  ghastly  exhibitions  of  physical  pain. 

6.  Exec  ition  scenes — are  reduced  to  the  small- 
est possible  duration,  and  all  harrowing,  morbid 
or  gruesi  me  details  are  rigidly  excised.  This 
applies  n  t  only  to  the  scenes  immediate  ty  con- 
nected with  the  actual  execution  (whicn  itself 
is  always  cut),  but  also  to  preceding  scenes  m 
the  prisoner's  cell,  and  so  forth. 

7.  Shooting— Excessive  shooting  and  indiscrim- 
inate fighting  (as  distinct  from  war  films)  reduced 
as  much  as  possible,  particularly  where  poii  t- 
blank,  cold-blooded  killing  takes  place. 

8.  Drugs — Drug  incidents  are  allowed,  except 
that  the  actual  injection  by  hypodermic  syringe 
'or  the  name  of  any  poison  is  out.  Where  .the 
whole  story  centres  round  drug  habits,  the  film 
is  rejected,  unless  there  are  special  mitiga^ng 
circumstances.  One  film  was  rejected  even  though 
it  showed  a  man  overcoming  the  drug  habit — be- 
cause of  the  vivid  depiction  of  the  attraction  of 
drugs,  which  might  suggest  the  habit  to  people 
who  had  not  previously  thought  of  it. 

9.  Medical  Propaganda — A  film  raising  any  dis- 
tinct medical,  disease,  or  sex-vice  issue  is  passed 
provided  that  the  censorship  is  convinced  that  -the 
film  is  of  a  bona-fide  propaganda  nature.  It  is 
customary  to  impose  a  restriction  to  the  effect 
that  the  film  may  only  be  shown  in  such  States 
where  the  local  Board  of  Health  gives  its  ap- 
proval. Further,  it  is  sometimes  considered  neces- 
sary to  impose  an  age  limit,  usually  16,  at  ex- 
hibitions. 

10.  Sedition — Films  containing  any  matter  likely 
to   be   detrimental    to    the    British    Empire  ma 

•  social,  political  or  national  sense  are  carefully 
considered. 

11.  Main  Titles — Are  altered  if  they  convey  any 
immoral  or  decidedly  suggestive  meaning.  The 
following  names  illustrate  the  position: 

"Her  Purchase  Price"      "Her  Body  in  Bond" 
"His  Unmarried  Wife"    "All  A  Girl  Can  Give
